We are in receipt of letters and requests from several quar- 
ters, coinciding entirely with our own views on the subject, 
as to a needed improvement in the second issue of the 
" Uniform Trade List Annual." We quote the following :

We will be glad to do all in our power to make the A nnu al 
for 1874 even more successful tftan the present one. Allow 
us to suggest that the present one came out too late in the sea- 
son. AUpublishers could, with a little effort print their lists on 
Jufy 1st, then the Annual could be in the dealer's hands by 
August xst, just in time for the heavy Fall school book 
trade. 

Messrs. Wilson, Hinkls & Co. also ask that we " make it 
strictly % price list of books, not a descriptive price list. We 
find on looking over the Annual that above 500 Pages are 
taken up with descriptive lists, which should have been con- 
densed into one-fifth the space. Can you not remedy this in

The volume is made cumbrous 
and unwieldy by the addition of a vast amount of superfluous 
matter— repetitions, illustrations, press notices, etc. — that have 
no excuse tor appearance in such a place. If the publishers 
would give such lists as Ivison's or Butler's in the Annual for 
1873, the volume would be reduced to one-tenth its present 
size ; should such extreme brevity be considered undesirable. 
Harper's list might be taken as a model; it is admirable for 
its arrangement and for its intelligent condensation of the re- 
quisite information. 

Messrs. Porter & Coatrs, Philadelphia, write : We 
shall certainly contribute our list to the Annual. We believe 
it to be a most important enterprise and valuable alike to the 
publisher and the bookseller. We have a number of copies 
in constant use in our retail department and consider them in- 
dispensable.

The Coming Convention. 

The notices and letters printed elsewhere 
officially inform the trade of the progress of the 
movement against underselling, and of the post- 
ponement of the proposed convention of the trade 
antil February 12. We have before urged such 
postponement, and we believe it wise. During 
this month of January, publishers, jobbers, and 
retailers alike arc busy closing last year's books 
and taking account of stock ; but by February, 
one of the dull months of the year, all this is fin- 
ished, and there is no reason why there should 
not be a large attendance at Cincinnati of the 
trade from all parts of the country. 

It is really a matter of economy to be present 
at that convention, for its success will depend 
largely upon the fulness of the representation of 
the trade — and that success means such a reform 
of trade evils as will " put money in the purse " 
of every live member of the trade. If the dealer 
thinks that the past year has been too poor a one 
to allow him to make the journey, let him remem- 
ber that it is largely because of the difficulty, 



which it is hoped the convention will remedy t 
that his profits have been so small. The 
present is the opportunity to utter such a 
protest as will show every one in the trade the 
true bearing of this demoralizing evil. The 
movement and the convention, let us add, though 
originating in the West, are entirely national in 
scope, and it is to be hoped also that the publish- 
ers as well as retailers will be present or repre- 
sented at the meeting. It should not be one of 
opposition of one part of the trade to another, 
but of taking counsel together, in the effort to 
ameliorate evils which the very slightest consid- 
eration shows to be harmful to all alike. 

We trust that those who cannot be present at 
the convention, though indorsing its purpose, 
will communicate at once with the secretary, Mr. 
Gunn, with such suggestions as may be thought 
useful. Much remains to be done before the meet- 
ing of the convention to make its work useful and 
effective. There should be, as we have before said, 
as general an agreement as possible beforehand 
as to the questions to be discussed, and the best 
methods of disposing of them. For all such pur- 
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poses of preliminary discussion our columns are 
wide open. We shall continue to discuss these 
questions editorially until the date of the meeting, 
but our especial desire is to draw out the views 
of the trade as to the proper remedies in point. 
That is, after all, the main question. 



The press of matter on our columns during the 
holiday season has prevented the publication of 
several letters and other matter. These will be 
be given in good part in the next number, with 
which will also be included the title page and index 
to the last semi-annual volume of the Weekly.

" Gbntlbmbn : At a Convention of Western Booksellers, 
held at Cincinnati, October i6, 1873, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted : 
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" Whbrras, A great irregularity exists in the book trade, 
viz.: publishers and jobbers selling books to persons not in 
the trade, at nearly the same discount as to the trade, and in 
some instances at even a greater discount, therefore 

" Resolved, 1. That we consider the foregoing irregularity 
as very detrimental to the interests of both the publishers and 
retail dealers. 

u Resolved, 2. That the various publishers and jobbers 
throughout the country are under obligations to the trade to 
immediately discontinue this custom, and furnish no one out- 
side the trade with books at any other than the regular retail 
prices, except school books tor first introduction.'" 

The undersigned retail booksellers call your attention to the 
above resolutions, and respectfully request that you comply 
wuh the second resolution.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

A new story of Italian Life has been completed 
by Mr. Ho wells, editor of the Atlantic, which will 
be first published in that magazine. 

Readers of those charming English fictions, 
*The Rose Garden" and " Unawares," will be 
glad to learn that their author ha? written a third 
novel, " Thorpe Regis," which Roberts Bros, will 
reprint. 

The author of *'The Member from Paris," 
Mr. Granville Murray, has a new story, "The 
Young Brown," which Jas. R. Osgood & Co. will 
republish. 

The American Bible Revision Committee, in 
co-operation with the British Committee, have 
just finished the revision of Genesis and Matthew, 
and sent it to England. The committee hold 
regular monthly sessions in the Bible House, and 
are making steady progress; but the nature of 
the work is such that it will require several years 
01 patient and painstaking toil. Dr. Schaff, of 
the Union Theological Seminary, is the Presi- 
dent; Prof. Day, of Yale College, the Corre- 
sponding Secretary ; Prof. Short, of Columbia 
College, the Treasurer of the whole committee. 
Ex- President Woolsey, of New Haven, is Chair- 
man of the New Testament Company, and Dr. 
Green, of Princeton, is Chairman ot the Old Tes- 
tament Company 

The January number of Old and New contains 
an interesting glance backward over the leading 
books of the year, by F. B. Perkins. Here is 
what he says amusingly of the Verne books : 

The Jules Verne books-charmingly probable and charm- 
ingly impossible— have appeared in this year. They belong 
to \\s bat fiction. Every one will like them except the New 
York Observer. Thai journal counts fiction, except when Dr. 
Prime puis it into his own travels, as " forgery and counter- 
fcibg.* Indeed, nobody knows how they manage about the 
parables of the " New Testament." But, fortunately, no- 
body cares. The rest of the world delights in these delicious 
»od instructive exaggerations and imaginations of Verne. 

The February Scribner is to contain a reply to 
Rev. Mr. Blauvelt's now famous articles on. 
modern infidelity. 



Another musical novel, ''Music and Money/' 
is nearly completed by Mr. Charles Barnard, 
who will be remembered as the author of the 
admirable juvenile called the "Tone- Masters," 
and of the musical story of " The Soprano." 

In its number for December 27 the Athenaum 
will publish a series of articles on the Literature 
of Continental Countries during 1873.

After many delays, we 
understand, on account of the difficulties caused 
by cramming a mass of information in the smallest 
compass, this valuable little publication has made 
its appearance, and promises to be permanently 
established as a semi-annual publication. The 
tables are practically arranged for consultation at 
a glance, giving the statistics of all countries of 
the globe in parallel columns, under the following 
headings: Area, form of government, head of 
government, population, expenses, public 
debt, paper money, standing army, navy, mer- 
chant vessels, imports and exports, chief 
produce, coins (and their value at the United 
States Mint), weights (compared with both 
pounds avoirdupois and kilogrammes), linear 
measures (compared with both feet and metres), 
measures of capacity (compared with bush- 
els, gallons, and metres), the population of 
capitals, principal cities, and seaports, with the 
year of census. In addition to the above, there 
are various side tables exhibiting statistics of 
Christianity, religious statistics of Europe and of 
the United States, railroads of the world and of 
the United States, postal and telegraph statistics of 
the world, the Presidents of the United States, 
and Presidential elections from 1788 to 1872, 
school statistics of the United States, etc. 
The statistical year-books, public records, 
1 almanacs, and periodicals, both of America and 
Europe, have been carefully compared, and the 
information on all subjects brought down to No- 
vember, 1873. As many of the subjects embraced 
within the scope of these tables, such as form of 
government, area, population of the country, pop- 
ulation of the cities, imports, exports, expenses, 
public debt, are constantly changing, the value of 
a work which furnishes the very latest information 
is obvious. The>e Tables form an indispensable 
supplement to all historical and geographical 
works, and especially to cyclopaedias, and should 
be in the hands of every one who takes an interest 
in the progress of the world.

Mrs. Armington's Ward ; or, The Inferior 
Sex, by D. Thew Wright. (Lee & Shepard.) 
That the strong-minded oi the fair sex may not 
get indignant, we beg to state that the sub-title of 
Mr. Thew Wright's novel is *' sarkasum " — Su- 
san B. and Co. may welcome the author with 
confidence to their ranks — the object of his book 
being to prove that a woman's sphere is wherever 
her talents or her tastes carry her. His heroine 
is an M.D. who cut off a limb "as coolly as if 
carving a beefsteak," and then tossed it aside 
with a carelessness that startled some poor miser- 
able specimens of the male sex, who were looking 
on, and who *' forgot that it was no longer a man's 
leg, but a mere bit of cold meat." i2mo, cloth,

Dewey.) A little pocket dictionary of words in 
common use in evangelical churches, " relating to 
the order, worship, architecture, vestments, usages, 
and symbolism of tne church."

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Apple Blossoms, by Hattie Tyng Griswold. 
(Strickland & Co.) Aspirants for poetical fame, 
multiply so rapidly that it becomes difficult to 
award to all their exact place or the just meas- 
ure oi their deserts. The volume before us is a 
collection of short poems, the versificatim of 
which is smooth and the sentiments graceful and 
refined. Without being remarkable, they are 
quite readable, and offer to tne lovers of poetry 
pleasant enough entertainment.

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Notes on Copyright. 

There is a good deal doing, here and there 
about thr world, in the matter of copyright, al- 
though the American movement for international 
copyright is at present quite asleep. An interna- 
tional commission to revise the treaties relative 
to literary property and fine - arts copyrights 
between France and England, met at the Foreign 
Office in Paris, last month. The members of 
the commission are: M. Paul Feval (as repre- 
sentative of the Society of Authors and Dra- 
matic composers), MM. M tiller, Oscar Comettant, 
Paul Sauniere, and Pierre Zaccon.e (for the Society 
of " Gens de Lettres"), and Mr. Kennedy and 
his Secretary for the English Government. The 
Athenaum says : 

The French representatives protested strongly against the 
system of " adaj tations," which they considered were, in 
point of fact, piracies now carried on in England. Mr. 
Kennedy is stated to have replied, he felt eore the British 
Government would afford satisfaction for any abuses which 
could be properly brought home. Out of thirty-seven States 
which have conventions with France, only iwo, England and 
Spain, have not declared against the plan of depositing copies 
of works as guarantees of propiietorship on the part of French 
authors. The system of registration at Stationers' Hall is 
regarded asm st inconvenient —a permanent menace to au- 
thors who fear to see their rights confiscated for the profit of 
everybody except themselves ; and the impossibility of always 
registering wi'.hin three months has been recognised by the 
Commission. It is therefore formally decided that the sys* 
tern of registration at Stationers' Hall will be abandoned by 
Great Britain, and that a more liberal treaty of copyright be 
entered into— one more consonant with honesty. 

There has been some complaint, also, against 
the English system of registration, since no index 
of titles is kept at Stationers' Hall, and an author 
who has entered a title in good taith may be hea- 
vily mulcted on its publication by an author or 
publisher who has already used it. Indeed, the 
whole English system has met with severe criti- 
cism. At a recent meeting of the Social Science 
Association in London, Mr. Thomas Webster, 
Q C, F.R.S., read a paper arguing that the Copy- 
right Acts of 1842 and 1847 were failures, and 
proposing that the Association move for their re- 
form. Several publishers took part in the discus- 
sion which followed, and the matter is now in the 
hands of a special committee. 

It has long been an abuse of the American 
copyright law that all sorts of manufacturers' 
labels could be entered under the title of "prints." 
An amendment ot the law, excluding such things 
from the protection of copyright, and providing 
for their registry at the Patent Office instead, was 
approved by the Joint Committee on the Library, 
and reported favorably to the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Committee on Patents at the 
last session of Congress, but failed to become a 
law in the rush of other business. Such a reform 
would relieve the library authorities of a very un- 
necessary burden, and should not fail this year. 



Among the many divisions of opinion on the 
copyright question, there are to be found some 
advocates of a perpetual copyright. We suppose 
scarcely any one is a wire that there isonebookin 
the world, and probably but one, enjoying that 
privilege. This is Lord Clarendon's History of 
the Rebellion ; which is printed at the " Clarendon 
Press " of the University of Oxford, and in which 
that University hokis perpetual copyright Mr. 
Macmillan, of London, whose house is the, 
agent for the University, writes in answer to in- 
quiry : " There is no doubt this is either by royal 
mandate of Charles II., or by act of Parliament— 
I believe the former."

The English publishing trade supports two rep:e- 
sentative organs, the Publisher? Circular and the 
Bookseller, rot to mention its liberal patronage of 
the many literary papers, such as the AtAr?tawM t 
Spectator, Saturday Kcview, Exatniner, and others 
that chi:n> aeoenc on pic lishers' advertisements. 
We have just received the Christmas umbers of 
both trade papers, and well may the editors be 
proud of their support, and the book-trade of its 
representation. The Christmas number of the for- 
mer embraces 190 pages, of which 23 are editor- 
ial, 167 advertisements (including 92 illustrated 
pages) ; that of the latter, 250 pages, of which 46 
are editorial and 204 advertisements (including 
some 90 illustrated pages). As most of these ad- 
vertisements come from the same sources, 371 
pages of advertisements have been contributed by 
the English publishers in one week. This speaks 
well for the English book-trade. Now to the 
Publishers' Weekly, which is the only recog- 
nized organ of the American book- ade. The 
Christmas number embraces 60 pages, of which 
20 are editorial, and 39 bona fide advertisements 
(including four illustrated pages of one house). 
Rather discouraging, considering that the Christ- 
mas number of the Weekly is expected to make 
up for the losing numbers of the season. Alas, 
poor Publishers' Weakly! 



We had intended summarizing in the first or 
second January number, the announcements for 
the spring season, giving editorial characteriza- 
tion of its probable features. But the lists are as 
yet prepared in but very few houses, and we shall 
be obliged to content ourselves for the present 
with risumls for each house as we obtain their 
advance lists.

Gentlemen : We reply to your favor of the 3d 
instant, which came duly to hand, that J. W. C. 
Gilman & Co. have brought suit against us, claim- 
ing damages on the ground that our Payson, Dun- 
ton & Scribner system of penmanship is an in- 
fringement on the Williams & Packard system, of 
which they claim to be the publishers and pro- 
prietors. To this purely baseless and malicious 
charge, we reply : 

First That the WPliams & Packard books 
were first published in New York in 1868, and as 
then issued were wholly unlike any books known 
to the public. The present proprietors, who came 
in possession of the books early in 1873, at once 
commenced a revision of some of the numbers, 
*ad these revisions which are shown as proof of 
w infringement, are carefully prepared imitations 
of onr books, and were copyrighted in 1873, not 
» r868, as may be seen by reference to the cover. 

Second. That we have promptly responded to 
&eir attack by instituting a suit against them for 
infringement of our copyright on the Payson, 
Damon & Scribner books of a prior date. 

Third. As to the threat of Gilman & Herriman 
to prosecute booksellers who venture to sell the 
fcyson, Dunton &. Scribner books, we will give

CORRESPONDENCE. 

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, January 6, 1874. — Philadelphia 
might be regarded as the storm centre of the 
recent financial hurricane, and, arguing by analogy, 
it might be supposed that its business interests 
had suffered in proportion to its nearness to the 
commotion. Happily the real condition of things, 
so far at least as the book trade is concerned, 
does not agree with the hypothesis. The year's 
trade, taken as a whole, is far from having been a 
bad one. Among the publishing houses, the actual 
number of new books issued is smaller than in 
former years. Lippincott published about the 
same number as usual, but very few juveniles. 
Claxtons about two-thirds their usual number. 
Porter & Coates were unusually active, and the 
number of their books was in excess of former 
years ; Kay & Bros, about the average ; the 
Sunday-School Union twenty per cent, below the 
average ; the Presbyterian Board, for reasons 
apart from business considerations, published 
scarcely anything ; Martien published two or three 
books in the spring, but nothing since ; Henry C. 
Lea's list was a large one ; Peterson's was below 
the average ; while the lists of Baird, Lindsay & 
Blakiston, Baptist Publication House, Perkinpine 
& Higgins, and Cummiskey, were small. The books 
issued by the subscription bouses were also below 
the average in number, and with the school-book 
publishers also the productive activity was less 
than usual. The number of books, however, in a 
more or less forward state of preparation, is in ex- 
cess of former seasons, though the probable date 
of their appearance is yet too remote to make 
mention of them advisable. The cause of this is 
the " holding back" policy adopted by many of 
the houses, in consequence of the dull spring and 
disastrous fall. Review' ng the wholesale trade 
generally, the spring was decidedly dull ; but the 
tall trade opened early, and, until the disastrous 
16th of September, indicated a most prosperous 
termination to the year. November was very 
gloomy ; but the trouble had reached its culmi- 
nating point, and December opened with a brisk 
business, which throve rapidly until the holidays. 
The feeling is unanimous that the year's business 
ended much better than was anticipated, and that, 
all things considered, it was very little, if any, 
behind the average. 

The report ot the retail booksellers is even better 
than that of the publishers. The actual number of 
sales was very much larger than previous years, 
though the extent of individual purchases smaller. 
Expensive illustrated gift books sold very badly, 
and it seems to be the opinion here that that class 
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of books has, for the time at least, quite lost popu- 
larity. A bookseller who has been selling books 
for the last twenty -five years said he had watched 
this matter of gift books attentively, and had 
arrived at the conclusion that the time for them 
had passed. Year by year their place in popular 
favor was diminishing. People began to prefer 
short sets of books in half or full binding, by au- 
thors of sterling merit, to handsome table or- 
naments composed of a mosaic wotk of delica'e 
engraving, plate paper, and chips from the poets. 
His theory was that a truer estimate of literary 
merit was asserting itself, and that people began 
to buy books to read and not to look at. What- 
ever value there may be in this theory, the fact 
remains that gift books were this year complete 
failures. Moderate priced books and juveniles 
comprised the great bulk of the Christmas trade. 
There appears to be some doubt in connection 
with the safety of Episcopal stock. The conven- 
tion shortly to be held in New York may possibly 
make changes as to the hymnal, which would of 
course seriously reduce the value of the old stock. 
Booksellers are therefore keeping stocks just large 
enough to meet current needs, and will probably 
continue to do so until something definite is known 
about the possible change. 

t>n>ooics~to~^e published immediately there 
are very few, stock-taking being for the most part 
the employment of the hour.

new book. It will be larger by one-third than the 
former edition, and the arrangement of its con- 
tents has been completely changed. The first 
volume is to be devoted to principles, pleading, 
and evidence ; the second, to crimes ; and 
the third, to practice. The third volume 
is substantially new, and comprehends an 
independent treatise on criminal practice. 
It will also be seen that the chapters on 
crime, which were formerly distributed over the 
first and second volumes, are now concentrated in 
he second. The references throughout the work 
we been carefully verified. The relationship 



which exists between the Roman and Canon Law 
and English Criminal Law has received special 
attention, and the?mnity has been carefully traced

The Burgomaster's Family, by Christine 
Muller. (Scribner, Armstrong & Co.) This novel 
is a translation from the Dutch, and is the first and 
only literary production of its author, whose real 
name is Madame van Walree.

THE LIBRARY CORNER. 

Under this head we propose, at the suggestion 
of an active librarian, to gather together such 
matter as may be of interest to the managers of, 
and those interested in, libraries, in the way of 
practical suggestions, descriptions of new improve- 
ments in arrangement or methods of work, sum* 
maries of library reports, items as to the personnel 
of libraries, news as to legacies, benefactions gen- 
erally, notes and queries regarding library econ- 
omy, etc. The libraries of the country have at 
present no special organ of communication, and 
as they need the same information as the book- 
seller, in book lists and the like, and are to soma 
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extent already subscribers to the Weekly, it 
seems eminently proper that their interests should 
be especially consulted in this publication. The 
frequency and extent of this department will de- 
pend upon the support we receive for it, both in 
the supply of matter for it, which we ask from all 
librarians who can give us anything of interest, 
and in the jncrea.se of subscriptions among libra- 
ries. Of course there will be found much matter 
of interest to the librarian in our regular literary 
and trade columns, and to the trade in this. 

The Boston Public Library possesses, by the 
accession of the Barton Library, the richest 
Shakespearian collection in America, and one of 
tlie finest in the world. Every one will be glad 
to learn that Mr. Wm. A. Wheeler, the Assistant 
Superintendent, and one of our best bibliograph- 
ical scholars, is to utilise this material in a 
Shakespearian Encyclopaedia, under the title, *' A 
Cyclopaedia of Shakespearian Literature; de- 
signed to elucidate the Biography of the Poet, the 
Antiquities, Geography, Topography, Political 
and Natural History, and Bibliography of his 
Works, and the Lives and Writings of his Editors,' 
Translators, Commentators, and Critics." He 
Will enlist Shakespearian scholars elsewhere in 
the work, which will be of utmost importance. 
We shall return to the subject again. 

The L b.ary of Congress has again quite out- 
grown its present accommodations, notwithstand- 
ing the hundred supplementary cases of shelving 
introduced two years ago, and Mr. Spofford has to 
work with a small staff in hinderingly close 
quarters. Twenty-eight designs for a new build- 
ing were submitted by architects under the offer of 
the late Congress, but we believe none were found 
satisfactory. A larger bonus is needed to tempt 
our best designers. 

* The annual report of the librarian of Congress 
for the year ending December 1, 1873, shows that 
at that due the library contained 258,752 volumes 
(of which 31,190 were in the law department), 
an increase during the year of 12,407, and 48,000 
pamphlets. Mr. Spofford estimates that in twenty 
years the library will outnumber half a million. 
Its collection of English county and local histo- 
ries is approaching completeness, and is a feature 
of great interest. 

Mr. A. M. Palmer, the former librarian of the 
New York Mercantile Library, was trained by its 
lecture system, we suppose, for the managerial 
office, and has been winning golden opinions and 
something more as manager of the Union Square 
Theatre. 

: Mr. Melville Dewey, of the graduating 
class at Amherst College, has practical charge of 
its library, and promises to become a valuable ad- 
dition to the ranks of librarians, since he intends 
pursuing that profession. 

Mr. Alex. J. Sheldon, during the last four 
years Librarian of the Grosvenor Library, Buffalo, 
N. Y., has been compelled by ill-health to resign 
his office, lie desjres to obtain literary employ- 
ment, either as editor of a weekly paper or as pur- 
chaser of books for libraries. Those who desire 
the services of an intelligent and experienced 
gentleman will do well to address him at Buffalo.

When everything within and around is reduced 
to order, the new establishment of James R. Os- 
good & Co., on the corner of Franklin and Fed- 
eral streets, will be one of the pleasantest places 
in Boston, or anywhere else. The whole region 
will have been reconstructed, saved so as by fire 
from even a suspicion of narrowness and ezclu- 
siveness, and the new store in particular will be 
the abode of broad hospitality and sunshiny good 
feeling. The publishing business has a quarter 



more space than it had in Ttemont street, and 
there is an immense heliotype room besides. The 
salesroom is particularly inviting, being set with 
magnificent plate-glass windows on both sides, 
and as light and airy as a spring day. Up- 
stairs are cosy offices, and down-stairs the stor- 
age vaults, ample enough to hold the $300,000 
worth of stock. So, seeing that the world moves 
and changes are inevitable, we do not know that 
this translation can long be regretted. 
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What Not to Do. 



It is not the least of the difficulties in the way 
of practical, effective actiDn by any large delibera- 
tive body, that so much time is apt to be wasted 
over inconsequent matters. The national Congress 
itself is the shining example of this difficulty, 
which is enhanced when a convention is temporary, 
made up of men who have not before come to- 
gether, and in which subjects are to be acted on 
whose scope is ill-defined. For in the case of a 
meeting of this sort, if one or two days' time is 
wasted in really getting to work, nothing can be 
done, and the whole time of every member is 
wasted— for there is but one or two days' time, all 
told. For this reason a few bits of negative advice 
to the organizers of the coming book trade con- 
vention may perhaps be useful. 

And first, let us say, that if the convention pro- 
ceeds in the spirit of the letter from Secretary 
Gnnn, printed in our columns elsewhere, one 
danger is at once obviated. There has been talk 
of an organized opposition among the retailers to 
influence publishers by tabooing the books of 
those who should refuse to enter into an agreement 
against underselling. It would be most unwise, 
from any point of view, for a dealer to decline to 
keep in stuck the books of any house whose books 
are worth having, though a discrimination might 
rightfully be made by " pushing " the books of 
houses that protected their trade customers by up- 
right dealing, and letting the books of others run 
themselves. But even this, in the present state 
of thing*, would be wrongful, unnecessary, unwise, 
and injurious. The trade, from retailer up to the 
largest publisher, is now becoming thoroughly 
convinced that its interests are one, and that what 
hurts the retailer reacts with still greater force 
upon the publisher. Tnerefore, we look to the 
convention not to act in opposition to, but nomi- 
nally as well as actually in the interests of, the pub- 
lishers. Our conversation with leading houses of 
our own city has convinced us that they are most 
willing to take part in any promising movement of 
rcfoim. 

The laws of political economy are not always 
popular, but they are rigid. The convention must 
not wreck itself in useless opposition to what can- 
art be helped. And in particular, any time will 
be wasted in discussion or action looking toward 
taking the trade a close and limited organization. 
No matter if every bookseller in a given place enter 
iato combination and- agree not to undersell — in 
itself a good thing — this is not an effective way of 
netting the difficulty. It would be un-American to 
attempt, and it would be impossible to succeed in 
* attempt, to prevent any man who wants to do so 
fan selling books, and even from underselling. 
Tfc* unavoidable difficulty must always be kept 
■ Bind ; the only remedy is from the other direc- 



tion, and consists in doing away with the factitious 
elements of the trade, the big nominal discounts, 
which tempt many outsiders into it. 

We may add that the subscription book business 
cannot effectually be attacked as a trade. Reso- 
lutions will not stop it, although we look to see 
the houses of the regular trade ultimately con- 
vinced, by the sound argument of the case, that 
they are doing permanent harm to themselves by 
" subscription departments." The only way to 
overcome this difficulty is by vitalizing the regular 
trade through reform of its other evils and then put- 
ting down the mass of subscription book business 
by competition. The regular bookseller has always 
certain advantages that, rightfully used, will give 
him the custom that now the " agent " runs away 
with. 

The organization of the convention and its rules 
of action must be such as to provide against time 
being wasted in too long speeches and wordy and 
irrelevant discussions. This is a most important 
point to look forward to. What the convention 
does do will depend fundamentally upon what it 
does not do. , 



The heading of the blanks for subscriptions 
toward the proposed Finding List make 20 per 
cent of the respective amounts payable when not 
less than $5,000 shall have been subscribed.

Dear Sirs : The next meeting of the Booksel- 
lers' Protective Union has been postponed to 
Thursday i Feb. 12th t 1874. From the various 
publishers, jobbers, and booksellers, the responses 
to the sentiments of the Association have been so 
hearty that we confidently expect speedy success. 
No opposition whatever has manifested itself thus 
far. The conviction is general that a reform must 
be brought about that will give dealers of each 
class a reasonable profit, and do away with the 
irregularities and grievances in the trade which 
are a constant source of loss to every man in the 
book business. Our meeting in February is for a 
full discussion of all the interests of the trade — 
not to array one branch of the trade against anoth- 
er. Our interests as publishers, jobbers, and 
booksellers are mutual, and several leading pub- 
lishers have most emphatically sanctioned the^ac- 
tion of the Association. We believe this conven- 
tion will be a general convention of the trade, and 
we here give again an urgent invitation to pub- 
lishers, jobbers, and booksellers to be at the Bur- 
net House, in Cincinnati, Thursday, Feb. 12th, 
1874.

To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir : After a somewhat lengthy illness I 
am about again, and reading up the accumulated 
numbers of the Weekly. I am very .sorry that 
you had to give up the 321T10 list of the poets. It 
is a shame and disgrace on the part of the retail 
trade — no matter how much the publishers may be 
at fault — that such efforts in their behalf are not 
ap reciated. It is some encouragement to notice 
the slow progress toward obtaining that desidera- 
tum, the Finding List. You say (page 666) : "An 
amount not exceeding 20 per cent, of each sub- 
scription to be payable when the fund shall have 
reached an amount not less than five thousand 
dollars" — 20 percent, of $5,000 is $1,000. Do 
you feel safe in beginning the undertaking on a 
working fund of that amount ? It seems entirely 
too small. 

The " Trade List Annual " after long delay- 
no fault of yours, however — has also arrived. I 
need not say that I am pleased with it. I find 
occasion to refer to it so often, that a facetious 
customer, noticing my hesitancy in answering a 
question relating to some book, said, " Go get 
your Booksellers' Bible."

leaves of the bulky volume, my conscience won't 
let me chuckle over this one as I ought. So to 
make things more even I inclose a postal order 
for five dollars, which please credit to the profit 
or loss (?) account of this enterprise of yours for 
the benefit of our trade. 

Indeed, Mr. Leypoldt, I feel under continued 
obligations to you, for your publications have had 
much to do with stimulating my interest in and 
aiding me in acquiring a knowledge of the book 
business.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

The important revision of the " United States 
Digest," to which we have before referred, under- 
taken by Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., involves 
not only an immense outlay of capital, but a very 
considerable sacrifice of it. Twelve volumes are 
to be made out of thirty-one, all in stereotype 
plates, which must be destroyed, averaging 750 
pages each. The same style of page and type 
will be followed, and the volumes be in royal 8vo, 
sheep, $7.50 per vol. The digest is to be made 
by Mr. Benj. Vaughan Abbott, whose reputation 
places him in the first rank of the makers of di- 
gests, and the first series, which extends to 1870, 
includes the decisions of the various courts of the 
United States from the earliest period to that date. 
The second series will continue the work in an- 
nual volumes thereafter. The revision and con- 
densation includes the rearrangement of the whole 
matter under one alphabet, following substantially, 
though with improvements, the classifications of 
the old work, with full table of contents in the 
last volume. With the exception of decisions 
reversed, there will be no omission of cases, and 
several volumes of reports not before included 
will now be added, making in all 1900 volumes 
" boiled down " into the present work. The first 
volume will be issued immediately, the others to 
follow quarterly. It is a work for which the legal 
profession must be immensely grateful. 

The Osgoods are about to publish a " Life of 
Mrs. Barbauld, with Selections from Her Works." 
by Mrs. Grace A. Ellis. The biography should 
be a meet companion to the several delightful 
memoirs that have recently been presented, since 
Mrs. BaTbauld formed intimate friendships with 
three generations of scholars, and counted in her 
circle such as John Howard, the philanthropist ; 
Dugald Stewart, Sir Walter Scott, Hannah More, 
Coleridge, Lamb, Wordsworth, and Maria Edge- 
worth ; since, too, her own life was pure and beau- 
tiful, as it must have been to be in sympathy with 
the nobleness with which she was surrounded. 
With so much promise, the work will be looked 
for eagerly. 

Baltimore has at last a complete history; 
written by Mr. J. Thomas Scharff. The author 
has collected and digested a great mass of scat- 
tered material, and evolved a unified history of 
the old town, with descriptions of its public build- 
ings, societies, schools, railroads, post-roads, 
canals, newspapers, charities, and all the institu- 
tions and doings of its inhabitants, both in the 
quaint olden time and in this progressive day.

It is es- 
sentially a commentary on the hard places of Scrip- 
ture, doctrinal, ethical, and historical, and will 
afford a ready means of studying up disputed 
points. The volume will contain an introduction 
by Prof. Hovey, of Newton Theological Semi- 
nary.

The 
fancy goods dealers are rather well satisfied with 
the result of their Christmas trade, for it is now 
acknowledged to have been good, notwithstanding 
their former gloomy utterances. It is true that 
during the fall the jobbing trade fell off wonder-

Sizes of Paper. 

From Ringmalfs Am. Encyclopedia oj Printing. 
There was formerly, partly because all paper 
was made by hand, and partly because the English 
government levied a duty on paper that was regu- 
lated by the names of respective papers, great 
uniformity in the dimensions of the papers called 
by the various names. At present, however, these 
names afford an uncertain indication of dimensions, 
I and they are little better than fancy titles. The 
porters had the gloomiest anticipations. The 1 sizes corresponding with each title vary not only 
jobbers continued to buy any such goods as they in different countries, but in different sections of 
could dispose of immediately, and refused during 



the whole season to invest in any stock at all, not 
trusting the possibility of disposing of it. When 
the time for the retail trade arrived jobbers found 
themselves without goods to supply the demand, 
and the importers, finding that the jobbing trade 
had taken almost nothing from them, offered their 
stocks at retail at reduced prices, and were able 
to dispose of most of their goods. All the stores 
of Maiden Lane, John street, and Broadway offered 
their stocks at retail, and plenty of purchasers were 
found. Under these circumstances, the years 
trade turned out to be as good as could be ex- 
pected, and about the same quantity of goods was 
disposed of as usual. Few new goods are arriv- 
ing at present, but orders have been sent iorward, 
and by the time the spring trade sets in the market 
will have been replenished. Trade is expected 
now to be brisk in a wholesale and jobbing way, 
from the fact that the jobbers' shelves are empty, 
and there will be a great demand to be met 

There is nothing particularly new to be seen in 
spring goods, as the season has not yet arrived, 
but the traveller's goods, which are usually rare at 
this time of year, have made their appearance. 
Bags, satchels, dressing-cases, travelling-com- 
panions, lunch-boxes, canes, and umbrellas, have 
taken the place of Christmas goods, and many 
beautiful designs are offered. These goods come 
from Paris, London, and Vienna, but those now 
displayed are the remnants of last year. The new 
goods not having arrived as yet, it is impossible 
to tell what will be the prevailing styles, but 
some of the samples are very elegant, and indi- 
cate a fine assortment. Fancy leather goods, 
with a great profusion of gilt ornament, will prob- 
ably be the ruling style. 

In stationery there is nothing doing, but a brisk 
spring trade is anticipated. Owing to the small 
stocks held by the country trade, many of the 
large New York houses have already sent out their 
travellers, a circumstance that does not usually 
occur until the end of the present month or early 
in February. Some orders have already been 
forwarded, and the indications are that the coun- 
try trade will require a large amount of goods. 

There are no novelties in the market, but stan- 
dard goods will be supplied until new invoices are 
received. Fancy note papers of irregular shapes 
are still the prevailing styles, and the most deli- 
cate tints are sought after.

To give a convenient exhibit of the entire body of adjudications of the American courts 11 the object 
of this United States Digest. The First series comprises the period from the beginning of our 
judicial history to the year 1870. The Second series continues the work in annual volumes, from that 
time. 

The basis of the first series is the well-known and widely used United States Digest. That 
work has always been regarded as admirable in design and successful in execution. But it reached 
(1870) thirty-one volumes; and thus grew to require, for a view of any single subject, an examination of 
twenty-six successive books. The present work. includes a rearrangement of the substantial contents of 
these serial volumes, under one alphabet. Omission or condensation is not the purpose. The ob- 
ject is to reproduce in more convenk nt form, and under improved arrangement, all that is valuable of 
the statement of American cases, contained in the former work. 

That work omitted s^me volume* of American reports. These volumes have been included in this 
Digest. The whole body of American reports is therefore represented. 

In planning the mode of executing the task, the friends of the former United States Digest have 
been consulted extensively, and the undersigned has been governed by their views. 

Upon the question of classification, the general preference has been to follow substantially the clas- 
sification of the former work ; admitting, however, moderate alterations, to accommodate the system to 
the changes in legal nomenclature which have been so widely introduced by legislation and codification 
in recent years. A full Table of Contents, exhibiting the classification employed, will appear at the 
close of the last volume. 

Upon the arrangement of decisions under the separate divisions and subdivisions, a general wish has 
been expressed for a change of method. In the former work, the decisions gathered under any one 
subdivision of a title were, generally, arranged by States in a geographic order. In this, the logical 
connection of the decisions is made the leading guide in arrangement. If the subject appears to be one 
depending on principles and considerations of general operation, so that a comparison or contrast of de- 
cisions gathered from various jurisdictions promises to be use fill, the decisions are arranged in logical 
order of subject-matter. If the subject is one governed by local, positive law, so that the reader is 
chiefly concerned to know what has been, in fact, the course of decision in each State distinctly, the 
decisions are arranged by States ; following, however, the alphabetic order. This method of arrange* 
ment, deemed adapted to subserve the study of comparative jurisprudence, and to facilitate efforts to 
harmonize the decisions, is a leading difference between the present work and its predecessor. 

Upon the question whether the size of the work might be reduced by any omission of deci ions— 
such, for example, as those which have become obsolete oy changes in statute law, those which are 
purely of local or special application, and those which have been disapproved or overruled — the ex- 
pression of opinion has been strongly in the negative. With very few exceptions, therefore, chiefly 
some decisions which have directly and unequivocally reversed in a higher court, the editor has aimed 
to present, at least by way of citation, and generally in full statement, all the cases found in the older 
work. This Digest therefore exhibits the history and growth of our law, as well as its present rules ; 
and care should be taken, by the reader, to distinguish between what is past and historic, and what is 
present and operative. 

This revision of the United States Digest will reduce it to less than one half its present size ; 
and it is confidently hoped that they will be contained m twelve volumes.

To give a convenient exhibit of the entire body of adjudications of the American courts \* the object 
of this United States Digest. The First series c .mprises the period from the beginning of our 
judicial history to the year 1870. The Second series continues the work in annual volumes, from that 
time. 

The basis of the first series is the well-known and widely used United States Digest. That 
work has always been regarded as admirable in design and successful in execution. But it reached 
(1870) thirty-one volumes; and thus grew to require, for a view of any single subject, an examination of 
twenty-six successive books. The present work includes a rearrangement of the substantial contents of 
these serial volumes, under one alphabet. Omission or condensation is not the purpose. The ob- 
ject is to reproduce in more convenient form, and under improved arrangement, all that is valuable of 
the statement of American cases, contained in the former work. 

That work omitted s >me volumes of American reports. These volumes have been included in this 
* Digest The whole body of American reports is therefore represented. 

In planning the modi of executing the task, the friends of the former United States Digest have 
been consulted extensively, and the undersigned has been governed by their views. 

Upon the question of classification, the general preference has been to follow substantially the clas- 
sification of the former work ; admitting, however, moderate alterations, to accommodate the system to 
the changes in legal nomenclature which have been so widely introduced by legislation and codification 
in recent years. A full Table of Contents, exhibiting the classification employed, will appear at the 
dose of the last volume. 

Upon the arrangement of decisions under the separate divisions and subdivisions, a general wish has 
been expressed for a change of method. In the former work, the decisions gathered under any one 
subdivision of a title were, generally, arranged by States in a geographic order. In this, the logical 
connection of the decisions is made the leading guide in arrangement. If the subject appears to be one 
depending on principles and considerations of general operation, so that a comparison or contrast of de- 
cisions gathered from various jurisdictions promises to be useful, the decisions are arranged in logical 
order of subject-matter.

Upon the question whether the size of the work might be reduced by any omission of deci ions — 
tach, for example, as those which have become obsolete by changes in statute law, those which are 
purely of local or special application, and those which have been disapproved or overruled-— the ex- 
pression of opinion has been strongly in the negative. With very few exceptions, therefore, chiefly some 
decisions which have been directly and unequivocally reversed in a higher court, the editor has aimed 
to present, at least by way of citation, and generally in full statement, all the cases found in the older 
*ork. This Digest therefore exhibits the history and growth of our law, as well as its present rules ; 
%d care should be taken, by the reader, to distinguish between what is past and historic, and what is 
present and operative.

Ex- Sec- 
retary Welles' book on " Mr. Lincoln and Mr. 
Seward " is finished in MS., and is now in the 
printers' hands. The Galaxy portion includes 
only one-quarter of the volume, and even that has 
been thoroughly revised. The book may be ex- 
pected early in the spring. 

The Scribners will publish the first week in 
Februarv an admirable little volume on "Self- 
Culture," by Prof. Blackie. This is a kind of 
book that is always sure of a wide circle of read- 
ers, and the new volume is one of the most practi- 
cal and best of its kind. The new edition of

This latter work is bused on 
Agradro's law,that equal volumes of all substances, 
when in the state of gas and under like conditions, 
contain the same number of molecules, in which 
is found the unifying principle of chemical science.

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The Dealers' Dilemma. 

As the Publishers' Weekly gives room to 
any views honestly expressed, no matter how ex- 
treme, we print to-day the communications of two 
bookbuyers who are certainly entitled to a voice 
in the present bookselling difficulties. It is not 
our intention to defend or refute the points taken 
by these correspondents, but we may say that 
although stating a few truths, both are doing great 
injustice to publishers, as well as dealers, by their 
sweeping assertions. In charging the trade with 
making its own interest * supreme in the contest 
they should not forget that they are doing precise- 
ly the same from their stand-point It cannot be 
the question of " fleecing the public " or of " dic- 
tating" to others "how to conduct their business,' 1 
when it is simply a question of preventing an honor- 
able trade from going to rack and ruin. Never- 
theless, we are thankful for these frank effusions, 
for only an unlimited audi alteram partem will 
make it possible to weigh off the conflicting rights 
and wrongs, and to conciliate extremes by an 
equitable compromise. 

We agree with Mr. Peabody that " the interest 
of the public is in the end the interest of the 
trade "—of any trade ; but beg to caution him, lest 
his statements may afford less " instruction " than 
K amusement " to the tried publisher, that when 
making his publishing and jobbing estimates he 
leave not out certain weighty factors that cannot 
invariably be put in figures. 
Both correspondents are hard on the retailer. 

But why would Mr. , who prefers a fresh copy 

from the bookseller's shelf to a defaced one, not 
give his order to that bookseller who offered to 
take it ; at the same time make known " the sub- 
jects which interest him," and become a steady 
customer whose interests are worth studying 
thus satisfying three parties — himself, bookseller' 
and publisher ? In not doing so there is a loss, 
but where the gain to him ? Yet- he reasons : 
M You country booksellers cannot afford to keep 
books for sale ;" " Competition has destroyed all 
profit ;" ergo, though I know what I want, I 
won't order from you ; I won't add to your profits, 
until •* two-thirds of you go West and farm 
it." There is encouragement to lay in stock ! Mr. 
Peabody, on the contrary, reasons : •• You retailers 
are not, as you were formerly, forced to hold a 
large stock ; people know better what they want, 
and order as they want; ergo, I won't pay the re- 
tail price fixed by the publisher ; ergo, if you can- 
not discount, go to the wall." 

It may be satisfactory to both parties to learn, 
that to judge from present indications, the coming 
convention in trying to devise remedies for the 
crying evils, will most likely meet them half 
way. Will they go the other ? 

We have received from a house at Tuskaloosa, 



Alabama, whose example we commend to the 
trade, a letter enclosing an order for school 
books, from a school in that State.which, however, 
parenthetically observes that unless discount is al- 
lowed the writer will be obliged to send to New 
York, where he can get from a prominent pub- 
lishing and jobbing house 25 to a third off. Our 
correspondent declined to furnish the books on 
those terms, citing the decision of the Booksellers' 
Union, that no person, except a dealer, is entitled 
to a discount or wholesale price, and they right- 
fully call upon the other members of the trade to 
support them in this wise policy. We are glad to 
know that this question of underselling to schools 
is made a special question for the next meeting of 
the Board of Trade, which will be held in New 
York February 13. Messrs. Curtis, of Barnes & 
Co., Isaac Sheldon, and Holt, are a committee to 
report on the subject. We trust some effective 
remedy for present evils will be found, and we are 
glad to learn that the booksellers of the South are 
becoming as alive to these topics as their brethren 
at the West. 



We reprint in this number, as promised, the 
documents relating to the convention at Cincin- 
nati next month, to supply the demand which had 
exhausted the supply of the number in which they 
were originally printed. In our next number we 
hope to print an editorial resume' and discussion 
of the evils of the trade which are likely to come 
before the Convention, and of the several remedies 
which have been suggested.

Publishers and Dealers all Wrong. 

Amherst, Mass., Dec 28, 1873. 

To the Editor of tho P*bluJUri Wtekly. 

By mistake, doubtless, your journal has fallen 
into the hands of one not in " the trade." Con- 
stant and careful perusal thereof has afforded 
much instruction and some amusement. The lat- 
ter comes in when reading the animated contro- 
versy between the wholesale and retail sellers of 
books. The public seems to be a party to this 
dispute whose interests are wholly ignored. Like 
the wheat between the upper and nether mill- 
stone, its business is to be ground. 

The traditions and customs of the book trade, 
although descended from a former generation, are 
not therefore to be revered. They have not kept 
pace with the times, and here lies the germ of the 
present difficulty. The art of stereotyping, with- 
out seriously enhancing the cost of publication, 
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while it locks up some capital in plate, saves the 
publisher from investing a yet larger sum in 
printed sheets, until he knows the fate of his ven- 
ture with the public. His capital is more quickly 
and safely turned, and therefore the per cent of 
his profit on each turn may with safety be low- 
ered. 

The case is yet stronger with the retailer. Be- 
fore the present facilities for sending orders and 
getting books, the retailer was forced to hold a 
large stock, much of which eventually became 
unsalable. His profits were greatly reduced by 
loss on " standard *' works. Such Js the case, at 
present, to a far less degree. People know better 
what they want, and order as they want. They 
would order through the retailers if they could 
without paying exorbitant rates for doing the bus- 
iness. The wholesale dealers know this, and hence 
they and the public are drawing nearer to each 
other for mutual benefit. What other trade de- 
mands 50 per cent profit on its regular standard 
traffic, or 50 per cent for the execution of an or- 
der ? The retailers say that without their tradi • 
tionary profits they must go to the wall. If it be 
true, which we do not believe, let them go. The 
public can spare them altogether better than pay 
such rates. 

But the publishers are not without blame. Let 
a case illustrate. 

A $1.25 book, i2mo, 220 pp., cloth, costs to 
manufacture about 37 cents. The publishers pay 
for copyright and use of plates, 18 3-4 cents ; to- 
tal cost, 55 3-4 cents. On this they ask a profit 
of nearly 50 per cent, selling at 83 1-3 ; on this 
the retailer again demands 50 per cent, selling at 
$1.25. Now, we submit that these "takes" are 
altogether " too fat." This book can be sold at %\ 
and then leave a large profit for both publisher and 
retailer, while at the reduced price the public 
would buy much more freely. The history of the 
school book trade, weighted as it is by a cum- 
brous and costly system of agencies, introduc- 
tions, and exchanges, gives force to our statement. 

But, it will be said, you take no account of the 
jobber. Of course not, for the jobber is a pub- 
lisher ; he gets a discount of 40 per cent., but he 
pays in his own books, also less 40 per cent., and 
the rate of exchange is of no moment. It is the 
old story of buying dogs and paying in puppies. 

The retailers mourn their lost trade, and seek 
to regain it by combining against publishers. 

The remedy advised is that retailers and pub-: 
lishers should combine to fleece the public The 
public will gladly return to the retailers when it 
finds that they are mindful of its welfare. Would 
not both publishers and retailers find that the in- 
terest of the public is in the end their interest ?

And Dealers in Particular. 

Jamestown, Dec. 23, 1873. 

To tht Editor ofth* Publisher? Weekly : 

Has a country bookbuyer any plank in the 
platform in the forthcoming scrimmage between 
the booksellers and the publishers r If he has, I 
propose to jump on and put in my oar, on one of 
the much-talked-of " wrongs" the country book- 
sellers are called upon to " suffer " : and that is, 
the sending of books by mail, by the publishers, at 
the usual retail price, to whomsoever shall order 
them. This the booksellers complain of bitterly, 
I perceive, all over the country, and it strikes me, 
'thout any reason whatever. 



For certainly no sane man will venture to dis- 
pute this assertion : That there is no buyer of 
books in the country who wouldn't infinitely 
prefer, in buying 4 new book, to have one fresh 
from a bookseller's shelves, to ordering and 
receiving it, more or less defaced, as it always is, 
by mail. This granted, what is the indisputable 
inference ? That any such buyer of books orders 
them by mail only because he cannot rely on getting 
them at the bookseller's. 

Now, let me state my case. I am a lover of 
books and a buyer of books and (this in parenthesis 
of course) a subscriber to the Publishers' 
Weekly, and endeavor to keep myself posted 
about books, and am always impatient to possess 
a new book on a subject which interests me, as soon 
as it is published. I live a mile or so from a 
manufacturing village of several thousand inhabi- 
tants, which rejoices in one news depot where you 
may find segars and newspapers, some little 
stationery, a few school-books, and a satchel full, 
perhaps, of miscellaneous books. If I were to go 
in there and inquire for a copy of Herbert Spen- 
cer's Sociology, the proprietor would probably 
look up in astonishment and reply that they kept 
doctor's things at the drugstore opposite. Ten 
miles away in another direction is an ambitious 
inland city, of perhaps 25,000 inhabitants, which 
we will call Hammersmith, with a half-dozen 
bookstores. When I first came to live here a few 
years ago, I supposed I should readily find all the 
new books there, and occasionally drove all the 
way there on purpose to buy some particular book. 
I think I drove out there fully half a dozen different 
times in pursuit of as many different books, and 
only onctf'succeeded in obtaining what I went for. 
I remember one morning's experience looking for 
a new book I very much wanted to obtain that 
day. At the first store I inquired I was told 
<( that they had just sold their last copy ; would 
have more in a few days " ; at another, •* that the 
book was out of print"; at another, "that they 
hadn't it, but would take my order for a copy," and 
so on to the end of the chapter, and I had to go 
home without my book. I there and then resolved 
to make my purchases direct by mail from the 
publishers in future, and have done so to date; 
and now I should like to know, Mr. Editor, from 
you, or from any of your numerous correspondents, 
what justice there is in these country booksellers, 
as they call themselves — but who cannot 
afford to keep books for sale — demanding from 
the publishers that they shall charge me an ad- 
vance on the price of their books, in order to pro- 
tect them (the booksellers) in their trade ? No, 
sir, the bookbuyers have some right to be heard 
in this discussion. There are many of this class 
who live at a much greater distance than I do from 
any one pretending to be a bookseller ; and do you 
say that they must all pay a bonus to protect the 
interest of the nearest bookseller? Pshaw! 
Away with such gabble, in this nineteenth century I 
The booksellers may meet in convention and re- 
solve till they are blue, but they will never be able 
to dictate to such houses as Harpers, Appletons, 
and Osgoods how they shall conduct their busi- 
ness. 

No, Mr. Editor, the booksellers have seized the 
bull by the tail, instead of the horns. The reason 
they have not made money will be found to be, 
that there are too many of them. Competition has 
destroyed all the profit there might have been in 
the business. Now, in Hammersmith, for instance, 
there are six booksellers, where at most a fair 
living could only be expected for two ; therefore 
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they must all linger out a consumptive existence, | 
in debt for their stock and in debt to the locaUj 
banks. If the booksellers would resolve, therefore, 
to any purpose, let them resolve — two-thirds of 
them at least — to " Go West " and farm it ; and 
then those who remain might make a respectable 
living by their business. If you divide a single 
loat of bread among half a dozen hungry 
men, they must all go hungry; whereas, if one had 
eaten it all, his hunger might have been satisfied.

OBITUARY. 

Charles Astor Bristed. 

Charles Astor Bristed, of late years best 
known, perhaps, as " Carl Benson," died at his 
residence, in Washington, on Thursday, January 
15. He was one of those few men of wealth who 
write for the love of writing ; and much travel and 
a command of modern languages gave his pen a 
refreshing freedom and fluency. He was born in 
New York in 1820, and was the only son of the 
late Rev. John Bristed, an Episcopal clergyman, 
who married Margaret Bentzon, eldest daughter 
of John Jacob Astor. He took degrees both in 
Yale and in Trinity, England, in both institutions 
gaining high honors in the study of Latin. In 
1847 he married the daughter of Henry Brevoort, 
a literary friend of Washington Irving, and, upon 
her death, wedded Miss Sedgwick. He Mas one 
of the original trustees of the Astor Library. 
He wrote many papers, of a transient kind, for 
Eraser's Magazine, Knickerbocker, Whig Revieiv, 
N. Y. Spirit of the Times, Clipper, and latterly the 
Galaxy and N. Y. Evening Post. His notable 
works are " The Upper Ten Thousand,*' a series 
of sketches of New York life which originally 
appeared in Fraser's, and his most valuable 
book, "Five Years in an English University, " of 
which a revised edition has been issued within two 
years. His latest piece of literary work was a 
translation of Cherbuliez's novel of '* Prospero," 
which was just ready for publication in the 
•* Leisure Hour Series " at the time of his death. 
Mr. Bristed's labors in behalf of international 
copyright, as secretary of the American committee, 
should long be remembered with gratitude. 



JOURNALISTIC.

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LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

N. Tibbai-S & Sons have just issued a new 
edition of their " Theologian's Catalogue," with 
addenda to January, 1874. This work contains 
the titles and prices of more than 11,000 books, 
classified under proper headings, and is exceed- 
ingly valuable. 

A work on " The English Drama," by Prof. A. 
W. Ward, treating particularly of the early devel- 
opment of histrionic art, is to be published by 
Macmillan & Co. 

"The New Don Quixote; or, The Wonderful 
Adventures of Tartar in of Tarascon," from the 
French of Alphonse Daudet, will be one of the 
most amusing books of the year. It is a satire on 
the proneness of the southern French to exagge- 
ration. The hero has acquired a commanding 
reputation as a huuter in his own village, though 
he has never passed its bounds; and the story 
tells how public sentiment forced him, much 
against his will, to make a lion-hunting expedition 
into Africa, and of the strange adventures that be- 
fell him there. H. B. Fuller, Boston, announced 
the book some months ago ; but its publication 
has been delayed till the present time. 

Prof. Burt G. Wilder, of Cornell University, 
the protegi and friend of the late Prof. Agassis, 
has written a book on a very delicate but important 
subject It is "What Young People Should 
Know," and is an exposition of the anatomy, 
physiology, and hygiene of the sexual organs.

The Western News Co. is to publish " Poems 
by Clint Park hurst, of Iowa," dedicated to the 
surviving private soldiers of the Seventeenth Army 
Corps " by one who shared their vicissitudes and 
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J. Sabin & Sons have lately received a consid- 
erable invoice of elegant books, consigned from 
London by the resident partner there, in which are 
some bargains in fine books. 

Prof. Cairnes is writing a new work on 
Political Economy in the light of new develop- 
ments, particularly of the labor and capital 
problem. An interesting feature will be an ex- 
amination of the principles of international trade, 
and a criticism of some of the theories of American 
protectionists. 

A New Lipe of Franklin. — A new and com- 
plete Life of Benjamin Franklin, by the Hon. John 
Bigelow, is now passing through the press of

shortly. It is said to be constructed on an 
entirely novel plan, which is expected to lend 
new charms to the story of Franklin's wonderful 
career.

The I.ondon Publishers' Circular registered, 
during the past year, 3,463 new books and pam- 
phlets, 1,286 more which appeared in new editions, 
and 242 American importations — which latter must 
represent but a small proportion of all, since the 
number of these is* admitted to be in rapidly in- 
creasing ratio each year. Of the original publica- 
tions, those in theology, as usual, take the lead, 
though, counting reprints, fiction has pressed 
itself to the fore. There were 564 new volumes 
in theology, 507 in fiction, 402 in art, science, etc., 
296 in education, classics, and philology, 288 in 
history and biography, 231 year-books and bound 
serials, 221 in poetry and drama, 219 in juvenile 
literature, 191 in travel, 121 in essays, belles-lettres 
etc, 104 each in medicine and economics, and 77 
in law, besides 134 miscellaneous, including pam- 
phlets, not sermons. Of these 3,463, therefore, 
only a few hundred are to be counted as pamphlets. 
The current of English publishing is shown by the 
same table to be not . far different from our own, 
December being the maximum month, with 601 
new books, and January the minimum, with 99. 
The production in Germany, 1873, is registered 
at Leipsic as 13,963 works; our own copyright 
office, it will be remembered, reported 3,147 bound 
volumes, and 2,543 pamphlets.

" Europe during the Reformation." 

Rev. Dr. Isaac Handy, of Virginia, is to tell 
about his fifteen months* imprisonment at Fort 
Delaware, in a book with the punny title " United 
States Bonds."

H. Smythe, for many years with the 
house of John W. Pittock & Co., Pittsburgh, has 
lately connected himself with the old-established 
and well-known firm of J. R. Weldin & Co., 
booksellers and stationers, 101 Wood street of 
the same city.

They are dedicated 
by that great scientist " To my American friends, 
in recognition of the encouragement I have re- 
ceived from their early-shown and long-continued 
interest in my works. ' 

R. A. Proctor has written a book on " The 
Universe and the Coming Transits," in which he 
presents some new views as to the constitution of 
the heavens. It will be illustrated with 23 charts 
(4 colored), including two specimens from the 
author's chart of 324,000 stars. 

\ A French political novel, entitled the " Social 
and Natural History of a Family under the Second 
Empire." is being written by M. Emile Zola, a 
leader of the " realistic " school. The work is 
designed to do for the Caesarian epoch what the 
" Comedie Humaine " did for the society of the 
Restoration. 

The well-known Major Constable, of Harper

Evils and the Remedies. 

We regard the coming convention as one of 
the most important events in the history ^f the 
American book trade ; a step forward and in the 
right direction, and one which, if it does not suc- 
ceed directly or immediately in the cure of the 
evils that distress the trade, will yet lead in its 
ultimate results to that much-desired end. And 
we regard it as especially important because we 
expect that its tone and action will formulate and 
emphasize what we are glad to find has become 
the sentiment of the entire trade, that trade in- 
terests are one, and that publisher, jobber, and 
retailer profit each by the prosperity of each, and 
are harmed each by the harm of each. We have 
been at much pains within the past fortnight to 
ascertain the views of that part of the trade which 
centres in the metropolis, and which may fairly 
be taken to represent the trade at large, upon the 
several phases of the one issue which has distress- 
ed and perplexed the trade, and which will be the 
staple of discussion and action at the convention 
—the bane of underselling in its various ramifica- 
tions and its incident demoralizations. We have 
been very glad to find a general willingness 
among publishers to meet the retailers half-way — 
an eagerness, we may say, to give ear to their 
grievances and to adopt any suggestions of remedy 
that are friendly and promise to be effective. The 
meeting of the Board of Trade in this city on the 
13th, and still more the distance of the place of 
the convention, will prevent any considerable 
representation of publishers from New York. All 
with whom we have conversed, however, express 
themselves in sympathy with the aims of that 
; gathering, and some will communicate their views 
i by letter. The special committee of the Board of 
J Trade on underselling, especially to schools, con- 
| sisting of Messrs. Curtis, Sheldon, and Holt, is 
; generally in favor of postponing any recommenda- 
j two of action until the Union shall have formu- 
lated its difficulties and suggested its plans of 
remedy ; and one of its members advises the ap- 
pointment by the convention of a thoroughly 
representative committee of dealers, which may 
come to New York, and if possible *' talk the 
thing out" in friendly counsel face to face, 

It is generally agreed that underselling, in all 
o) phases, has now reached such a pitch that it 
4oes oaily harm everywhere. The public is not 



induced to buy any more books, because the 
means of inducing it, viz., the retailers, are being 
broken down. The retailer, whose nominal dis- 
count is 40 per cent., has given so much of his dis- 
count away that he scarcely realizes a third of it • 
The jobber, by cutting under, reduces his profits 
to a minimum or a minus quantity, and the pub- 
lisher finds his chief instrument of sale, the retail 
trade, becoming less efficacious for this reason every 
year. It is unanimously agreed among the New 
York publishers who have given us their views 
on this subject, that the first remedy must be a 
reduction of these superfluous discounts by a reduc- 
tion of the retail price of books. This would, in 
the first place, gratify the public, and give a "new 
departure " of vigor in the sale of books ; the re- 
tailer would no longer be tempted nor expected to 
give away a part of his discount, and 25 per cent, 
off would net him much more than 40 does now. 
The jobber's lower margin of profit would have a 
like restraining effect. The publisher would get 
as much for his books, and do business on a far 
more efficient system. We may add as to the 
vexed question of" books sent by mail," that the 
publishers generally believe that the cost and 
trouble of writing a letter, the delay and liability to 
loss or damage in forwarding the book, and the 
desire to see what one is buying, are sufficient 
protection to the distant retailer, provided the 
great cities no longer offer general facilities, by 
underselling, for getting books below the regular 
price. The last argument is a bit fallacious, for 
it is one of the complications of the question that 
books, being exact duplicates through an edition, 
may be ordered with surety by sample ; but the 
reasoning is in the main true. However, many 
publishers are willing to add a mailing charge of 
five or ten cents, or five or ten per cent., to the 
retail price, if the dealers believe it necessary to 
their interests, and we are sure that an agree- 
ment to add " for sale by all booksellers " in ad- 
vertisements would be generally signed. 

The reduction of discounts would necessitate a 
reorganization of prices on a " hard-pan " basis, 
viz.: the cost of manufacture and sale, plus the 
publisher's proper profit (including insurance for 
risk), plus the discount generally agreed .upon as 
the maximum. If a general agreement as to dis- 
counts were arrived at, the few firms that insist 
upon " padding " books and prices would be of so 
little account as to be left out of the question 
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without danger. On such a basis of prices, the 
publisher could not afford to make any greater 
discount, nor would the retailer be tempted to give 
away a part of his profit As one of the veterans 
of the trade said to us, the public do not want 
books under price, but the offer is thrust in their 
faces; the public are quite willing to 7>ay full 
reasonable prices. It is only because the nomi- 
nal price of books has been put artificially high, 
to cover these extravagant discounts, that the pub- 
lic has any grievance. Supplementary to this re- 
organization of discounts and prices, it i . further 
necessary that publishers agree to protect their 
dealers ; that is, not to sell a book at retail below 
the advertised retail price. 

The question of what should be the rate and 
scale of discounts is perplexing, yet it admits of a 
solution. Discounts should be as low as possible, 
so as to take away the temptation to give away 
profits, yet high enough to make bookselling a 
profitable business, in which the best men can af- 
ord to engage. As it is, 40 per cent, discount 
means frequently but 10 per cent, profit. Dis- 
counts were never nominally so high, and prac- 
tically so low. The reduction of discounts really 
mens, to the retailer, an increase of them. A 
third and five is a discount which should be the 
limit for exceptional rates, and it is believed that 
twenty-five off (a profit of a third on dealer's in- 
vestment of capital) would be the safest regular 
rate. The apportionment of such lesser discount 
among jobbers and retailers is really the most per- 
plexing point of the problem. Some would allow 
twenty-five to retailers and a third to jobbers, using 
their practical knowledge of the trade to decide 
whether a dealer is entitled to the advantage of 
the latter. Others would establish a sliding scale, 
on which five copies should be sold, say at twenty, 
ten at twenty-five, fifty at thirty, and larger quanti- 
ties at a third, thus giving the jobber the proper 
advantage of his larger purchases. Others still 
would have a rigid discount, alike to all, allowing 
the jobber to collect a definite rate of commission 
for the services rendered to the publisher in mass- 
ing a number of little accounts into one large and 
easily manageable one, and to the retailer in gath- 
ering together for him the books of various 
publishers. The jobbing element in the trade, it 
is claimed, is largely to blame for the present 
state of things by their " pooling " and under- 
selling their principals. Nevertheless, the join- 
ing together of several houses, whether jobbers or 
retailers, under one buyer, simplifies and lessens 
the cost of the transaction, and is entitled to 
whatever advantage may accrue. Under a defi- 
nite arrangement as to discounts, the school-book 
publishers are generally willing, except in cases of 
first introduction, to protect the local dealer in 
school books by reducing the discount to schools 
"< towns to the limit of ten or fifteen per cent., ! 
jh tc cover the risk assumed by the teacher 



in giving out books to scholars on credit and 
such reasonable items. 

We were surprised to find that nearly every 
publisher with whom we have had opportunity to 
talk introduced the trade sales as a chief cause of 
disturbance in the matter of underselling. It is 
urged that these sales, which were useful 1 
generation ago, are quite superseded by the pre- 
sent facilities for communication between the trade 
centres and the most distant outposts ; that the 
publisher, letting his books go at what they may, 
and paying, besides, the ten per cent, commission 
and the catalogue charges, is too often actually 
out of pocket by the transaction, and so far 
crippled for a great part of the year ; that the 
buyer, coming to New York at considerable ex- 
pense of travel and hotel bills, does not really 
gain, and in fact usually overloads himself with 
books that he does not want and cannot readily 
sell, and so locks up his capital on his shelves with 
these supposed " bargains," that he can't buy 
any new and really salable books the rest of the 
season. We may mention two instances of the 
effect of these sales that were cited to us : one, 
that the pool of jobbers which bought 5,000 copies 
of Scribner's " Common Sense, in the Household," 
at half off, put the price so much below the pub- 
lishers' rates that the house informing us " hadn't 
bought a copy from Scribner since ;'* whereas they 
would otherwise have been quite content to buy 
the same quantity of a book which they " must 
have, " directly and at regular rates; the ot-ier, 
that the agents in this city of a prominent Boston 
firm were indignantly told by their own retail cus- 
tomer that they had no business to charge full 
price for their principals' book, when it was 
advertised in Boston (" Books from Trade Sale, 
cheap '*) at half the money. It is further argued 
that the only valid reason for contributing to the 
sales is the inducement of ready cash to houses of 
little capita], but that even these so rundown their 
own stock by offering it at any price that the year's 
work shows that this is the very poorest way of 
raising money possible. The personal popularity of 
Mr. George A. Leavitt, whom we all know as one 
of the most genial and courteous members of the 
trade, and the fear that since everybody else goes 
in a withholding publisher will find the deJer's 
capital all used up at the sale so that none is left 
for purchase of his books at private sale, are the 
sole motives that influence all but a very few 
houses in contributing to the sale We have been 
assured by some of the largest contributors — one 
of whom says he never feels so small in his life as 
when he comes off that platform after his invoice 
is sold — that they will gladly sign a genet al agree- 
ment not .to contribute to these sales, and that 
they will thank any one person or house who will 
undertake the work which everybody is waiting 
for somebody else to start. The trade sale, we 
must say, is generally regarded — not because of 
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the quantity sold, but because the prices on books 
here sold "make" the prices for the rest — as a 
very great element in the present difficulty. We 
should say that we have written t Mr. Leavitt to 
give opportunity for a reply to the objections 
brought against the sale by correspondents and 
publishers, bat, owing to his absence from the city, 
nothing has been received as we go to press. 

We may instance one practical illustration of 
much of what we have said. The Harpers have 
sot for some years contributed to the trade sale ; 
they do not undersell, and a third and five is a 
discount allowed by them only for the largest 
amounts. Their books are therefore the stiffest 
in the trade, and we presume all booksellers will 
agree that there is more money made on their 
books, dollar for dollar of retail price, than on 
any others. But the most of the other houses 
cannot afford to take this stand alone. What is 
wanted is general agreement among the houses of 
importance. Everybody seems to be waiting for 
reform, if only some one person will take upon 
himself to start the ball a-rolling. Consequently 
we consider the suggestion of another prominent 
publisher one of the most practical that has been 
made : that the convention, besides appoi ting a 
committee of conference, should agree upon reso- 
lutions of requests to publishers covering the lead- 
ing points — reduction of prices and discounts, 
withdrawal from trade sale, refusal to undersell ; 
that these should be put separately, because 
some houses would not sign a set of resolutions, 
but would agree on most of the points, as an 
agreement to be signed by publishers generally ; 
and that a capable agent should be appointed 
to present these papers for signature to Eastern 
publishers- This, it is to be remembered, is 
the suggestion not of a retailer, but of a prominent 
publisher, a contributor to the trade sale, who 
asserts his confidence that so large a majority of 
the trade would gladly sign on each point, that the 
reform would be an established fact. We take 
no rose-colored view of the difficulties of the trade. 
We have before pointed out that there are inhe- 
rent difficulties which cannot be gotten over. But 
we believe that much can be accomplished The 
universality of the feeling that all our interests 
are one is the first ground of hope ; in this spirit 
wise action can do much. We believe that the 
convention will act in this spirit, and therefore we 
believe it will do good. 



A curious triangular question has come up 
between Messrs. Morrell, Sabin and Johnson as 
to the sale of the copy of the life of Trumbull, 
"illustrated" by the former. The book seems to 
have been put into the hands of both the latter for 
*ale, and both sold it, the one at $ 1,650, plus 
commission, the other at 1 1,550, we believe. Both 
a&whold Mr Morrell for the volumes (which are in 



the possession of the Messrs. Sabin, or their cus- 
tomer, we believe), and a suit-at-law is threatened. 
We suggest that the proper way to settle a matter 
of this sort U by arbitration within the trade. 
Three intelligent dealers, selected by mutual con- 
sent, could settle the question equally satisfactori- 
ly, and at much Ijss expense than by a court trial. 



We have received a long letter from the Messrs. 
Gilman, of Boston, the proprietors of the Wil- 
liams and Packard System of Penmanship, in re- 
ply to the communication from Woolworth, Ains- 
worth&Co.; but its great length, quite beyond our 
space, has compelled us to return it to them for 
condensation. We propose to print their letter in 
our next number, and we take this opportunity to 
say that while our columns are open to any facts 
of interest to the trade, we must request corre- 
spondents to be brief and compact in their letters, 
and to confine themselves to statements of fact. 
We cannot enter into arguments that threaten 
interminable controversies.

Dear Sir: At a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Booksellers' Protective Union 
to-day, the committee found so many letters from 
booksellers announcing full sympathy with the 
action of the association and a determination to 
support the movement, yet excusing themselves 
from being present at the coming convention, 
February 12th, that they at once determined to 
send out an additional postal card, urging book- 
sellers to be at the convention in person, and not 
to quietly look on while such great interests of the 
trade are at stake. In the opinion of the committee, 
the success of this enterprise will put more money 
into the pockets of the trade (to whom legitimately 
belong the profits of the business) than any move- 
ment yet projected, and we want dealers to feel 
that their interests are such that neither their 
letters of approval or subscriptions of money to 
the cause can amount to as much as their presence 
with hand and voice in the convention. Though it 
costs something to attend, it is less expensive than 
staying at home and enduring a trade with such 
small profits that your very existence as book- 
sellers seems only a question of time ; yet we in- 
vite all who cannot be presenUto write to us and 
express their views freely, that their letters may 
come before the association, giving whatever of 
valuable suggestions they can, that the results of 
the convention may be of general benefit to the 
trade.

As a publisher I am invited to communicate 
with the proposed booksellers' convention at Cin- 
cinnati, and do so through the Weekly. 

The question at issue, if embodied in the reso- 
lutions of October 16th last, is certainly a very 
narrow one. It is merely : Resolved, that pub- 
lishers must not do a retail business. As a 
publisher I can answer : Resolved, that publishers 
prefer not to deal with any but those in the trade; 
and, with a familiarity with the business of most 
large Eastern houses, I can aver, without fear 
of successful contradiction, that those houses 
studiously repel any dealings with book con- 
sumers. Where, like Appletons, Scribner, Os- 
good, Harper, Lippincott, etc., a retail depart- 
ment has been found necessary, every book is 
studiously sold at the announced retail price. If a 
purchaser asks it for less, he is referred to the 
wholesale department, and there he has got to 
show good authority for his demand to obtain at 
the trade rate. So settled is this policy that this 
44 Protective Union" makes an assertion, or in- 
ference, which it cannot substantiate, as against 
any of our leading houses in resolving that the 
contrary is the fact ; /'. *., that publishers and job- 
bers systematically sell to persons not in the trade 
at trade rates, or better. Let me say I pronounce 
the resolve to be a gross error of fact, as applied 
to any of the publishing houses named above, 
and only partially true as applied to a few houses 
that give " commissions " on orders of a reason- 
ble amount from schools, librarians, ministers, 
and book gatherers. 

With this latter class let the "Union" deal, if 
it so pleases. The stubborn facts discussion 
must elicit will doubtless surprise a great many 
persons in the trade. 

First, it will be found that, as a rule, the retail 
booksellers bid for all orders of any magnitude. 
If a person wants ten, fifty, or one hundred dol- 
lars' worth oi books, he can almost unfailingly ob- 
tain 20 per cent, off from the local bookseller. 
This is ''business," the tradesman observes. 
Yes, with a vengeance — seeing that that very 
tradesman is the man who gets up resolutions 
against margins or discounts to those not in the 
trade. 

Second, it will be developed that the retailers 
only in exceptional cases keep a good supply of 
the newest books. Their shelves usually are 
filled with stock which they secured •• at a bar- 
gain "-—at 50 and 60 off; trade sale rubbish, Eng- 
lish remainders, or stock of some one who had to 
go out of business ; and, as a result, " they can't 
afford to carry a current list." To take one, two, 
or three of the most promising new books an- 
nounced they will not. Now, this may be " busi- 
ness" too; but the publisher, anxious to get a mar- 
ket for his new publications, very naturally feels 
that the retailer who absolutely refuses to give 
any advance orders, or to buy after the volume is 
out, is not the safest dependence for him. His 
only protection is so to open his trade list to all 
who want his book§, .that any volume can be had 
at retail rates by mail, or on application. This is 
one of his reserved rights which the " Union " had 
better pass without discussion, since to abrogate 
or qualify it is to say to the reading public, " You 
shall not have the book unless we see fit to supply 
it ; if we don't see fit to keep the newest books, 
you must buy our old sheep." 



Third, the pernicious habit of loading up at 
trade sales with underpriced stock will be found, 
upon investigation, to extend to wholesale and re- 
tail men alike. The slaughter of remainders and 
'* dead horses" at these semi-annual auctions is a 
prolific source of evil. It gluts the market with 
inferior books, and, what is worse, breaks the 
margins of all. No retailer is willing to take a 
new and good book at 1-3 off when he can secure 
books a shade less fresh for 1-2 off, and " old sol- 
diers " for a little more than the mere cost of 
manufacture. 

Fourth, this unsettling of margins, by the ruin- 
ous trade sales and by the additional stress of a 
competition with the flood of English books 
pouring in upon us through gross defect in the 
tariff laws, has been a slow poison to publishers; 
and unless the *' Union " can suggest and enforce a 
reform in the matter of margins it will be absolutely 
necessary for the publisher to become, as far as 
possible, not only publisher but salesman. This, 
indeed, is the secret of the establishment, by 
almost all the leading publishers in the three 
great Eastern cities, of retail departments, where 
not only all their own books but those of every 
other publisher are kept in good supply — always 
at uniform publishers' announced retail rates. 

Fifth, in every large town will always be 
found retailers who make boast that all books are 
sold at less than the publisher's announced price. 
So general has this pernicious custom become, 
that purchasers of books are now out of patience 
if the proper price is demanded ! Pray, who is 
responsible for this but the retailer ? It was 
" business" at first, with some reckless fellow ; 
but retailer after retailer having " followed suit," 
it has now grown to an evil of disastrous conse- 
quences to all concerned. It will be a good 
session's work for the " Union " to remedy this 
wretched condition of affairs. l*ublishers are 
powerless in the matter. 

I should like much to attend the proposed con- 
vention, because I believe plain talk would do 
good. The interests of bookmakers and book- 
sellers are almost identical ; what injures one 
injures both. There should be confidence and 
confraternity among all in the business, in good 
standing ; but if there is not, the publishers cer- 
tainly are not greatly to blame. They do not 
desire, in any manner, to interfere with the re- 
tailer's business, nor to break down his profits. 
On the contrary, they prefer to see their salesmen 
prosper ; and will do what lies in their power to 
make the American book trade, as it deserves 
to be, one of the most honorable, solvent, and 
prosperous businesses in the country.

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, January 26. 

Two deaths have recently occurred among the 
book men of this city, which I think have not yet 
been chronicled in the Publishers' Weekly. 
William Alexander Leary, Jr., a very well known 
second-hand bookseller, died on the 22d alt., of 
consumption. The foundations of the disease, 
which ultimately proved fatal, were laid during the 
war, in which Mr. Leary served as a member of 
the 95th Pennsylvania Volunteers. Leaving the 
army in 1862, on account of ill health, he started 
in a very small way, the whole of his stock in 
trade being carried in a basket on his arm. In- 
dustry and perseverance, however, soon brought 
their reward, and in a very short time he was the 
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proprietor of several bookstalls along the Dela- 
ware front He eventually (in October, 1868) took 
the store, at Fifth and Walnut, which he occupied 
at the time of his death ; not the least interesting 
object in which is the basket which contained his 
first stock of books. The stand was a good one, 
as it was in the busiest part of the city, and his 
store soon had a wide reputation among the buy- 
ers of old books. His stock was of a very mis- 
cellaneous character, composed chiefly of the 
cheaper class of books. Mr. Leary was some- 
what abrupt in his address, but was prompt in 
bis engagements, and very straightforward in his 
business relations. He was still a young man at 
the time of his death. 

Samuel Worcester Butler, M.D., publisher of 
the Medical and Surgical Reporter, and a number 
of other medical works, died on the 6th of Janu- 
ary, of consumption, in his 51st year. He was 
born at Brainard, Tenn., where his father was a 
physician and missionary among the Cherokee 
Indians. In 1854 he became the proprietor and 
manager of the Medical Reporter, then published 
in Burlington, N. J., and in 1858 removed to Phil- 
adelphia, where the journal has since been pub- 
lished. 

Henry C. Baird objects to his plan for the finan- 
cial regeneration of the country being termed 
"unlimited inflation." He says " the increase of 
the currency up to the requirements of the coun- 
try would put an end to the credit system, and so 
far from leading to inflation, would result in con- 
traction, the bullvonists being the true inflation- 
ists." Between new books on the industrial arts 
and new plans of finance, I always leave this gen- 
tleman with a most perplexed idea of what I have 
heard. I have a confused remembrance of some- 
thing being said about a new book on the '* Met- 
allurgy of Greenbacks, with Notes on the Reduc- 
tion of Funded Debts by the Boutwell process, 
illustrated with diagrams, showing the existence 
of gold in national bank notes by means of spec- 
tral analysis. i2mo, convertible bonds, $3.65." 
I don't feel sure I have got the words in the order 
they were spoken, but I am positive I heard all of 
them uttered. I may here state that the articles in 
Appleton's Encyclopaedia on "Bank," " Mint," 
41 Money," and " Political Economy " are written 
by Mr. Baird. He will shortly publish " Studies 
of Blast Furnace Phenomena," by M. L. Grunn, 
President of the General Council of Mines of 
France. Translated, with the author's sanction, 
with an appendix, by L. D. B. Gordon, F.R.S.E., 
etc, and " The Theory and Practice of the Art of 
Designing Fancy Cotton and Woollen Cloths from 
Sample, by Fred. T. Ashton. 4to, plates. 

T. B. Peterson & Bros, will shortly publish a 
M Life of Edwin Forrest," by James Rees, a Phil 
delphia writer, well known, under the pseudonym 
of "Colley Cibber," by his contributions co the 
local press. A very excellent portrait on steel of 
Forrest, and a photograph of him in the character 
of Spartacus, will be contained in the volume. 
The book will be a thick i2mo, and will sell for 
fe. They have also in preparation "Victor's 
Triumph," which is the completion of " A Beau- 
tiful Fiend," by E. D. E. N. Southworth ; "The 
Dethroned Heiress," by Eliza A. Dupuy ; and 
three short tales by Wm. Newby, " Margaret 
Hamilton," ** Married," and " Common Sense." 
The three latter will be in paper covers, price 50 
cents each. 

]. B. Lippincott & Co. appear to be the only 
bouse which is showing much activity in the pre- 
paration of new books for the spring trade. One 



little book, just issued by them, is deserving of 
special attention, as it contains more within its 
limited space than any other single volume in ex- 
istence. It is " The H story of English Institu- 
tions," by Philip V. Smith, M.A. Hallam and 
May, and perhaps half-a-dozen similar works, have 
been condensed to make up this volume. It is 
full of facts and dates which even those who had 
access to an extensive library might find it difficult 
to refer to. By the time this is in print, Onida's 
new story, " Two Little Wooden Shoes," will have 
been published. It is said to be in the author's 
later and best style, and immensely superior to 
most of her early productions. Proctor's " Bor- 
derland of Science " should be a popular book, 
as the author has made himself a most popular 
teacher of science since he began his lecture 
course in this country. Richard A. Proctor has 
the happy faculty of investing his subjects with 
an interest quite apart from their value as scien- 
tific facts. His literary style is excellent, and he 
contrives to suggest applications of his theories 
which at once bring them home to the minds of 
the least thoughtful of his readers. The whole 
of the following list will be issued by the end of 
this month, or soon after the beginning of Febru- 
ary: "Nicholas Nickleby," forming Vols. V. and 
VI. of the Standard Illustrated Edition of Dick- 
ens; " The Honeymoon, Remembrance of a Bridal 
Tour through Scotland," by Count de Medina Po- 
mar ; " A Manual of Toxicology," by John J. 
Reese, M.D., of the University of Pennsylvania ; 
"The Villages of the Bible," by Rev. E. Paxton 
Hood ; " Mercersburg Theology Inconsistent with 
Protestant and Reformed Doctrine," by B. S. 
Schneck, D.D.; "Ligation of the Arteries," by 
L. H. Farabeuf, translated by J. D. Jackson, M.D.; 
" Alide, a Romance of Goethe's Life," by Emma 
Lazarus ; " Tables for the Determination of Min- 
erals by their Physical Characteristics," from the 
German of Prof. Albin Weisbach, by Persifer 
Frazier, Jr., of the University of Pennsylvania ; 
and " What Will He Do With It ?" by Lord Lyt- 
ton. The firm announces " The Authorized Life 
of Edwin Forrest," by Rev. Wm. R. Alger, well 
known by his work on the " Doctrine of a Future 
Life." The present work is stated to have been 
made up from materials furnished by Forrest, and 
subsequently by the executors of his estate. It 
will be a book of 500 pages, and will contain a 
number of illustrations. They have also in the 
press a new and much enlarged " Life of Frank- 
lin," edited by Hon. John Bigelow. 

Alfred Martien is making great efforts with his 
Young Folks* News, which he is pushing in all di- 
rections. The periodical has a very handsome 
circulation, which I have reason to know is week- 
ly on the increase. 

George Maclean has a new book of American 
huiror in the press, the title of which is not yet 
announced. It is by " Max Adler," the nom de 
plume of G. H. Clark, one of the editois of the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

Forstkr's Dickens is to be concluded imme- 
diately by the publication of the third volume in 
England early in February, and soon after, we 
presume, by the Lippincotts here. This double 
biography, of Mr. Forster and Mr. Dickens, is 
certainly a publishing success, if it does not meet 
literary approval. 

The death of Mrs. Anna C. Lowell brings into 
new prominence a work which, in its publication 
byTicknor& Fields some years ago, shed a lustre 
on its author's name. Her volume, entitled "Seed 
Grains for Thought and Discussion/' was just 
such a collection of shining pebbles from the 
ocean-depths of thought as might have been ex- 
pected from her exalted culture, and pure, yet 
vigorous taste. Bishop Huntington, speaking of 
it, said : " For a book of reference and refresh- 
ment, we know not half-a-dozen books one-half a* 
nourishing " : and N. P. Willis, in the Horn* 
Journal, used in reviewing it the unequivocal 
words : " A book that is worth more of any one's 
money, or of any one's trouble to get it, keep it, 
and study it, than anything which has been pub- 
lished since we can remember " The work is not 
yet out of print, and will repay study to-day as 
well as ever. 

A •« Portable Atlas of Modern Geography," 
containing sixteen excellent maps, in imperial 8vo, 
at ft. is to be added to the Putnams' popular 
atlases, and will meet a popular want. 

The next volume of the " Nature Series " of 
scientific monographs, published by the Macmil- 
l*ns, will have a very popular addition in one on 
"The Birth of Chemistry," by G. F. Rodwell, 
Senior Master in Marlboro College, which treats 
entertainingly of the always interesting subject of 
the alchemists' and early discoverers* work. Others 
to follow are a little work on Frogs, by St. George 
Mivart, one on Weights an:i Measures, by Chis- 
holm, which also is of popular interest, and one 
on Polarization, by Mr. Spottiswood, the well- 
known publisher, who is also an able scientist and 
the president of his section in the British Associ- 
ation, we believe. 

Through one of those blunders that will some- 
times occur we awarded the Vienna " Medal of 
Merit," for his method of teaching music, to 
Luther Whiting, of Boston. There is no Luther 
Whiting, so far as we know, but Luther Whiting 
Mason is accomplishing so much for musical edu- 
cation at the M Hub," that his carrying off of the 
prize was regarded as a matter of course. 



Victor Cherbulirz's " Romance of an Honest 
Woman "is being put into English for Shepard 
& Gill by a young lady who has spent some years 
abroad, and is said to be a very clever translator. 

"Gunnar," the Norse romance contributed by 
the young Norwegian writer Boyesen to last 
year's Atlantic, will be published in book form 
this spring by J. R. Osgood & Co. The author 
has recently taken the chair of the Languages of 
Northern Europe in Cornell University. 

The London Examiner has passed into the 
hands of Mr P. A. Taylor, M.P., and become an 
ultra- Radical journal and a rival in strength to the 
Spectator. Mr. Smaller, of the Tribune, says : "I 
know of no paper that could better be recom- 
mended to Americans caring to keep up with the 
most advanced political radicalism of England." 

A curious book, by Rev. Wm. Mountford, a 
Unitarian clergyman of Boston, was published 
some years ago by Crosby & Nichols, under the 
title " Euthanasy ; or, Happy Talk toward the End 
of Life." It is essentially a series of beautifully 
composed and almost mystical conversations on 
the future life. The book appeared before its 
time, and fell into obscurity ; it is now, however, 
to be brought to light again in a new edition by 
J. R. Osgood & Co. 

The Boston Commercial Bulletin says : "The 
number of books published in Boston in the course 
of a year, taking it on an average, can probably 
be estimated at between 300 and 400, reaching a 
circulation ot 2,000,000 copies at a rough esti- 
mate." 

Geikik's " Life," a book for young men, with 
an introduction worthy of the author, Rev. S. H. 
Tyng, Jr., is well received by the religious press. 
Whit taker, Bible House, is the pu >lisher. 

The Authors 1 Publishing Co., 27 Great Jones 
street. New York, of which we know no more than 
the name, offers four prizes of $200 each for new 
MSS. respectively for the best American work of 
fiction, before March 1 ; for the best American 
satire in verse, before May 1 ; for the best scien- 
tific essay from home or foreign writers, before 
July 1, 1874, and for the best manuscript work of 
any class— in addition to usual copyright. 

Mr. Charles G. Leland still asks for songs, 
letters, or any written specimen whatever, of the 
Rommany or English Gipsy language. He seems 
to have become so fascinated with this branch of 
study as to expend a good part of his time in the 
work of collection. 

A French journalist is about to publish a his- 
tory of "M. de Paris," as the French "Jack 
Ketch " is facetiously dubbed. T.ie writer has 
reported executions tor the daily papers for the 
last ten years, and speaks presumably from 
intimate acquaintance with the great man. 

Max Muller advertises : " As a new edition 
oj the * Hymns of the Rig- Veda' has become 
necessary, I should feel much obliged if Sanskrit 
scholars who have examined my last edition of 
the two texts, by Messrs. Trubner & Co , would 
send me a list of any misprints they may have 
observed. 

Lady Barker, the well-known writer, has 
been made Lady Superintendent of the " Per- 
manent School of Cooking " at South Kensington. 
She is preparing a little " First Principles of 
Cooking " for the Messrs. Macmillan, of the size 
and scope of the same publishers' " First Lessons 
on Health " 
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Blac s ** Princess of Thule," which appeared 
late in December in England, as a guinea-and-a- 
half book, after running as a serial in MacmillatCs, 
reached a third edition by January 1. Mr. Smalley 
considers it, " on the whole, Mr. Black's best work, 
more original and at the same time more finished 
than either the 'Daughter of Heth,' or the 
' Adventures of a Phaeton. ' " 

Theodore Parker's " Discourse on Matters 
pertaining to Religion" his been issued by a Lon- 
don house, with a preface by the Rev. C. Voysey, 
the clergyman whose ultra-liberality has given his 
name such notoriety.

The Marquis de Chambrun's remarkable work 
on «• The Executive Power in the United States," 
has been translated by Mrs. Dahlgren, widow of 
the Admiral, and is to be issued soon with an in- 
troduction by Hon. Caleb Cushing. 

A friend of Prof. F. J. Child has obtained per- 
mission to copy two manuscript volumes of Scotch 
ballads, in possession of Mr. Kinlock, of Edin- 
burgh, for use in a new edition of the Professor's 
"English and Scotch Ballads." If now the 
heiress of Abbotsford will suffer a copy to be 
made of the collection at that place, the Profes- 
sor's work will contain results of researches into 
all the known depositories of these lyrics of the 
people. 

OBITUARY. 

ADAM BLACK. 

A telegram from London announced the 
death, on the 25th instant, of Adam Black, the 
Edinburgh publisher. Mr. Black was the son of 



a wealthy builder, was born in- Edinburgh, 1784, 
and was educated in his native city. He v began 
business as a bookseller, after serving an appren- 
ticeship to the trade, and among other important 
works brought out two editions of the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica in 1830 and 1853. He purchased 
the copyright of the " Waverley Novels," and 
upon the failure of Constable & Co., became the 
publisher of The Edinburgh Review. He was 
Lord Provost of Edinburgh from 1843 to l %& 
and in 1856 succeeded Mr. Macaulay in the House 
of Commons, holding his seat as a supporter of 
Liberal measures until 1865. While Lord Provost 
he declined the honor of knighthood proffered 
him, at the suggestion of Lord Russell, by Queen 
Victoria.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

" Picturesque America " is to be completed 
in twelve numbers more, making forty-eight in all, 
and now the Appletons announce a companion 
work in " Picturesque Europe." Mr. Harry

A little volume of " English Sonnets," just 
imported by Scribner, Welford & Armstrong, con- 
taining what the editor, Mr. John Dennis, con- 
siders to be the best sonnets in the language, will 
be of particular interest to the lovers of that man- 
ner of poetry. 

Jules Verne's new story, "The Mysterious 
Island," is to be published here in Scribner y t 
Monthly, by a special arrangement The tale 
opens in a balloon, and Richmond, Va., is its 
starting point It promises to be one of the most 
marvellous of Verne's stories. It will be profusely 
illustrated. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake has given 1 
subordinate position to the proposed title of her 
book, of which she has just finished reading the 
proof sheets, to avoid confusion with Florence 
Marry at 's novel, and it will be published by Shel- 
don & Co. soon as " Fettered for Life ; or, Lord 
and Master." Mrs. Blake has made a reputation 
as a writer, and is still better known as a speaker, 
and it is expected that this book will justify the 
prediction of a critic, who, reading an essay some 
fifteen years ago, expressed the opinion that she 
would one day write a great novel. The purpose 
of the novel is to depict the legal and social dis- 
advantages of women, and to satirize city politics 
and politicians.

A public meeting was held in Boston on Fri- 
day, the 13th inst., to consider the proposal of a 
memorial to Louis Agassiz. It was the unani- 
mous opinion of those present that the memorial 
should take the form of a permanent endowment 
of Agassiz's cherished Museum of Comparative 
Zoology. Sixty-five thousand dollars was pledged 
on the spot, and a committee appointed to organ- 
ize and receive funds. That committee has wise- 
ly determined on a course which will at once ena- 
ble every teacher and pupil in the land to contri- 
bute to the memorial of this man, who, in his wilL, 
called himself simply " Louis Agassiz, Teacher," 
and who magnified his profession.

seum of Comparative Zoology. Such a move- 
ment is in hearty sympathy with the spirit of 
Agassiz's life.

It contains as many as 23,000 
volumes or pamphlets, and 15,000 engravings. 
About 8,000 of the books and 12,000 of the en- 
gravings have been presented to the library; the 
rest have been purchased. Only about 100 
volumes from the old library were saved for it.— 
Athenaum. 

A " Bibliothkca Cornubiensis "has appeared 
on the other side, being a catalogue, with biogra- 
phical and literary memoranda, of all works 
written by natives of Cornwall, including not only 
books of permanent interest, but political tracts, 
also, literary and scientific papers, music, dramas,

Minutes of preceding meeting approved. 

The Secretary read such of the letters received in reply to his recent circular as presented any 
points for consideration regarding the withdrawal of agents. 

The Executive Committee presented a report accompanied by two resolutions 

I. Resolved, That the house of Messrs. J. P. Morton & Co. are hereby admitted to membership in 
the Publishers 1 Board of Trade, with this provision and understanding, that all and any existing con- 
tracts and obligations entered into previous to their admission by members of the Board may be kept 
i good faith, and that Messrs. J. P. Morton & Co. are entitled to a like privilege. Carried. 

Resolved, That the Arbitration Committee take into consideration Article XXV. of the By-Laws, 

and report whether it has been duly observed in the recent action had in by , and whether 

said article requires any modification in order to assure its observance both in letter and spirit. Carried. 

A report, signed by Messrs. Ivison, Cowperthwait, and Maynard, was received from the Arbitra- 
tion Committee, with the explanation that three members of the Arbitration Committee were interested 
parties, and consequently unable to act, and chat Mr. Ivison had been requested to act with the other 
two. Under By-Law XXL, a settlement not having been effected by the committee, the matter was 
brought before the Board. It was referred to a special committee, appointed by the Chair, consisting 
of Messrs. Wilson, Brewer, and Collins, the parties at issue severally stating that the decision of this 
committee would be accepted by them as final. 

Mr. Curtis, from the committee appointed at the last meeting, reported as follows : 

Resolved, That school books shall not be sold by any member, of this Board, after first introduction, 
to any school, school officer, or board of education, at a discount greater than 25 per cent., except to 
cities and towns where bids are publicly asked for, and the boards supply the school books to the 
scholars. The purchaser to pay all expenses of transportation. 

Mr. Holt, from the same committee, stated that he had signed the report because he believed it 
an improvement on the present system, but with the understanding that he should move as an amend- 
ment what he believed to be a still further improvement — the substitution, in the resolution, of twenty 
per cent for twenty-five per cent. 

Mr. Sheldon said that the subject would come up later in another form, and moved the tabling of 
the resolution. Carried. 

Mr. Isaac Sheldon offered the following : 

Resolved, That a Committee of (5) Five be appointed by the President to carefully consider our 
present by-laws and suggest any amendments or improvements which they may deem desirable with 
a view of reorganizing this Board for a period of (2) two years, from July next. 

Resolved, That all members are invited to submit to this committee in writing any changes or ad- 
ditions which they may deem desirable. 

Resolved, That this committee are instructed to make a preliminary report at the meeting to-mor- 
row, and a matured report later, of such a set of by-laws as may appear to them best ready for con* 
sideration by this Board. Carried. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Wilson, A. S. Barnes, Abner Harper, Armstrong, and R. S« Davis. 
Permission was given for Mr. Harper to serve by proxy. 
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Mr. Curtis moved that the committee above-named consider the question of discounts and his 
committee be discharged. Carried. 

Adjourned to meet February 12th, at halt past one. 



Second Session held February 12. 

Minutes of session held February 1 1 approved. 

The Committee of Five appointed at the preceding session reported as follows : 

The committee appointed to suggest amendments to the by-laws, with a view of reorganizing the 

Board for a new period, respectfully reports : 

That the subject demands more consideration than it is possible to bestow in the limited time 

afforded them. They accordingly request more time, and offer the following resolutions : 

Resolved, I. That the Board hold a special meeting April 30th to act upon a matured report 
which the Committee on Reorganization will then present. 

Resolved, II. That every member of the Board who cares to present suggestions for the considera- 
tion of this committee is earnestly requested to do so in writing before the first of March, addressing 
his communications to the Secretary of the Board. 

Resolved, III. That the Chair add some representative from Philadelphia to the present com- 
mittee. Carried. 

Mr. Cowperthwait was adc}ed to the committee. 

Mr. Sheldon moved that the Secretary be requested to address circulars to all houses in the 
Board, requesting their special attention to the second and third resolutions in the report given above. 

The Committee of Three, appointed at the preceding session, reported as follows : 

The committee to whom was referred the case in issue between — — , ■, and — met 

and listened to the written evidence submitted to them. Upon consideration of the' same it was found 

that while the facts sworn to justify a complaint the committee do not feel warranted in deciding in so 

grave a matter without further evidence, and ask for power to employ a special agent, as has been done 

in previous cases of like importance, who shall visit and collect such additional evidence bearing 

upon the points in doubt as he may be able, and to submit a final report at the next meeting of the 
Board. 

The powers requested were granted. 

Mr. Wilson read some extracts from Western newspapers which led him to offer the following 

resolutions : 

Whbreas, Gentlemen holding prominent and influential official positions in certain quarters pub- 
licly charge that the publishers of the country have entered into a combination, the chief object of 
which is to keep up the price of school books, thereby enriching themselves through unjust and ex- 
tortionate charges, far above what a fair and reasonable profit justifies, and 

Whereas, These charges are manifestly founded upon a misapprehension of facts as to the prime 
cost of books, and the profits they yield, and are calculated, if left uncorrected, to greatly prejudice the 
people at large against publishers, and possibly seriously injure their business ; therefore, 

Resolved, That a Committee of Three be appointed to consider the nature and foundation of these 
charges, and to prepare and publish for general circulation by the Board and its members a fair and 
candid reply to the same, clearly setting forth the objects of the Board of Trade organization and the 
advantages rather than injury it is calculated to yield to the consumer as well as the producer of school 
books. 

Resolved^ That the Committee on Reorganization, appointed to report April 30th, consider what 
redaction, if any, has taken place in the cost of material and labor involved in manufacturing books 
since the present tariff of prices was fixed, and whether or not any reduction upon existing rates be 
practicable ; also the wisdom and necessity of a revision and reduction of rates of discount to the trade. 

Mr. Taintor moved "as an amendment : 

Resolzted, That the Committee on Reorganization, appointed to report April 30th, be requested 
farther to consider the advisability of adopting the plan of establishing net wholesale or " dozen '* 
prices as a basis of regulating introductory pnees and jobbing discounts, instead of the present rule of 
fixing the retail prices, and by publishing the extreme of retail and lowest wholesale prices, misleading 
the public to form exaggerated ideas of the profits of the publishing business. 

Resolution, as amended, carried. 

Chair appointed Messrs. Wilson, Ivison, J. Abner Harper, J. A. Appleton, and J. H. Butler, Jr., 
as the committee. 

A general expression of opinion was had from several prominent members concerning the advan- 
tages and necessities of the Board. The opinion was unanimous that the organization had made the 
school-book publishing business pleasanter, more profitable to publishers, and more economical to 
consumers, and that the Board should be reorganized with such features as experience justifies. 

Adjourned until special meeting, April 3a

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Stationery and Fancy Goods. 

The months of February and March being the 
dullest part of the year, the dealers in stationery and 
fancy goods are quite content to arrange their 
stocks and prepare for the future without looking 
for immediate trade. We have been told on all 
sides that there is nothing doing, but it is ques- 
tionable if such extremely dull times were antici- 
pated. In fancy goods, it is true that nothing is 
expected this time of year, but in the line of sta 
tionery there should be orders from the country- 
dealers, who are now preparing their stocks for 
the spring trade. Most of the wholesale houses 
have their travellers abroad already, which is 
somewhat early, and but few orders have been 
forwarded. It was thought that as the country 
dealers had allowed their stocks to run down dur- 
ing the past season by reason of the panic, they 
woul d be anxious to fill their shelves again earlier 
than usual ; but this it would seem is not the case; 
orders are not coming as rapidly as anticipated, 
although the r e is no fear but that they will come 
in good time. The present uncertain condition of 
ourinational finances, and the present irresolute 
postion of Congress upon the question has a most 
distressing effect, as it leaves all branches of the 
trade in ignorance of the value either of their 
goods or their circulating medium. Whether the 
result will be inflation or contraction, it should be 
definitely decided ; for until some decision is 
reached, trade suffers, and the bright anticipations 
that the spring business would compensate for 
the disasters of tjie fall, are likely* to be disap- 
pointed. The fluctuations in the premium 
on gold have also a depressing effect, and 
until all these matters are arranged upon 
some solid and consistent basis, trade will 
scarcely become prosperous. So far no new 
styles of goods have been put upon the mar- 
ket, so that the fashions of the season cannot, be 
even guessed at. The square, oddly-shaped note 
papers and long slim envelopes are yet supreme, 
though there is a growing fancy for legal styles. 
Fancy inks are still fashionable, violet being con- 
sidered the best taste. 

. The trade in fancy goods is over for one season, 
and the next season has net yet opened. Some 
few sample lots of goods, however, have arrived 
for the summer and early fall trade, consisting 
mostly of fans and travellers' goods. In this 
line there is nothing strikingly new ; the same 
travelling bags and sandwich boxes that pre- 
vailed many years ago are still extant, and it 
is doubtful if there ever will be any new styles. 
Morocco predominates over all other materials. 
In fans there may be had every possible style, 
from the small ordinary article that is at once ele- 
gant and serviceable, to the " latest agony," which 
is twenty inches in length, and spreads out like the 
tail of a peacock. These fans are made of every 
possible material, and some of them are decorated 
with flowers and figures in a very elaborate 
twenty, those of from fourteen to sixteen and 
manner. The sizes run from eight inches to 
eighteen inches being the most popular. The 
prices are from eight dollars to thirty-five dollars, 



the latter being bridal fans, ornamented with real 
lace. Perfumed woods are much used. A mod- 
erate quantity of these goods, is selling, but it is 
not expected that much business will be done un- 
til at least a month later. 

Messrs, Cassell, Petter & Galpin, No. 596 
Broadway, have now on hand a large stock of 
Joseph Hunt & Sons' celebrated playing cards. 
These cards are by far the finest upon the market, 
and their merits have always kept them in the first 
rank. New designs have recently been added, 
and now the sample book is well worthy of in- 
spection. The new patterns are the work of some 
of the best designers ot the day, and they would 
be difficult to improve upon. They consist ot 
birds, flowers, shells, art subjects, portraits, and 
many other designs not usually employed in the 
decoration of cards. In their way they are novel- 
ties, and their quality and durability are fully equal 
to their beauty and elegance. These cards sell 
from ten dollars to fifteen dollars per dozen packs. 
The same house are the sole agents in the United 
States for Fourdrinier, Hunt & Co's. writing pa- 
pers. These papers are of an excellent quality, and 
should command the attention of the trade gen- 
erally. The newest styles are the " In memoriam 
mourning" papers and envelopes. These styles 
differ from other mourning papers inasmuch as 
instead of the ordinary heavy black band, the 
sheet is bordered with a black stripe which leaves 
a white margin on the edge. These stripes are ot 
different patterns, broad, narrow, light, or heavy, 
according to taste. The envelopes match the pa- 
per, and in some instances have a small black 
cross up*on the flap, in place of a seal or mon- 
ogram. 

In the line of fancy goods, Messrs. Cassell, Petter 
& Galpin have an assortment of handsome chromo 
crosses of new and beautiful designs. These 
crosses are probably the most artistic of the kind 
ever published. The same designs may be had 
in outline, with directions for coloring, so that 
they may be used as studies. The firm has also 
a full line of mathematical instruments, ranging 
in price from seventy-five cents to ten dollars, and 
' color boxes from $1.25 to $10. 

Willy Wallach, of No. 41 John street, shows a 
fine sample book of dinner cards, both for menu 
and plate. The designs are very elaborate, and 
in some instances quite novel. 

Messrs. Bergan & Bainbridge, Beekman 
street, have just received a line of fine English 
papers, of different tints and sizes. This line ot 
papers is called the " Alexandra,*' and has already 
become very popular. The house has already 
disposed of large quantities, and new orders are 
coming in daily. The papers are put up in ele- 
gant boxes, containing assorted tints, and sell at 
$12 per dozen net. 



Samuel Raynor & Co., New York, the large 
envelope manufacturers, have issued a new trade 
price list, which should be sent for by every sta- 
tioner, if it were but to use it as a reference list of 
all the varieties in the envelope line. This list 
embraces very nearly one thousand different kinds, 
and contains a large scale table which gives an 
accurate idea of every size and shape manufactured. 

Messrs. Novello, Ewer & Co. are doing good 
work in endeavoring to break down the old and ab* 
surd system of pricing music at twice, thrice, and 
even four times its actual selling value ; all the 
music issued by the above-named house will 
therefore in future be marked at the " nett rate."

Invitation and Visiting Cards, etc. 

(From Harper* t Bazar.) 

There is a return to wholesome simplicity 
in the day entertainments given this winter. 
Kettle-drums, Russian teas, and informal recep- 
tions are the order of the afternoon, seven of 
these having been noted on the same day on one 
block on Fifth Avenue. At these entertainments 
the guests wear street costume or go in full dress, 
as best suits them and the simple refreshment 
is tea poured by the ladies of the family in the 
presence of the guests, in English fashion. The 
Russian tea has a slice of lemon added, wafers 
and other delicate cakes are offered, and some- 
times chocolate is served. The table is conspicu- 
ously placed, and there is a display of handsome 
silver, old china, and fine napery. 

The invitations to these unceremonious parties 
are on cards instead of note sheets. For instance, 
for kettle drums or afternoon teas, the hostess 
sends her visiting card, with merely the words 
' Tea at five o'clock'* written or engraved in the 
left-hand corner; her address is in the right-hand 
corner. For other afternoon receptions (where 
tea is not the special object) cards are also used, 
with merely the day and " From three until six 
o'clock" in the left corner. For ceremonious 
dinners a no'e sheet is preferred, and is folded 
■^ce across t.ie middle, to fit a square envelope, 
-nple formula is engraved upon this, request- 



ing the pleasure of your company at dinner, giv- 
ing the hour (usually six o'clock), date, and resi- 
dence, and leaving blank spaces for the guest's 
name and for the day of the dinner. " R. S. V. 
P." is invariably seen on dinner invitations. For 
the large and ceremonious evening receptions, 
which are not numerous this winter, a note sheet 
is used, with a formula similar to that quoted 
for dinners, merely changing the hour, which 
is now often set down " at eight o'clock." though 
few guests observe this punctually. The word 
44 German" or "Dancing" is sometimes added. 
Informal evening receptions are very frequent this 
winter ; the invitation is usually a card, with 
" Tuesday evenings," for instance, written in the 
left-hand corner. These weekly receptions con- 
tinue even through Lent. 

The square and the oblong envelopes are the 
extremes of fashion for inclosing wedding invita- 
tions. For weddings at home, to which all the 
guests are invited, a square note^sheet is used 
without cards, and the entire invitation, including 
the parents', bride's, and groom's names, date and 
hour 01 wedding, with number of lesidence, is done 
on this page in lightly shaded script For home 
weddings, " Request the pleasure of your com- 
pany " is used ; while for church wedding invita- 
tions, " Request your presence " is preferred. F^r 
announcing marriages., instead of separate cards 
a nearly square note is now used, with both names 
and date at the marriage upon it. The words "At 
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home" are still used for day receptions, though 
seldom for evening. 

Visiting-cards ate of fine Bristol-board of me- 
dium weight — not of the thinnest quality — and are 
of different sizes. Gentlemen use the smallest 
cards, young unmarried ladies use the next larger 
size, while still larger cards are for married ladies ; 
the fourth and largest size is used for mother and 
daughter together, or for husband and wife. The 
engraving is done in very delicate script; the 
address is on the right hand below, and the day 
of the week set apart for receptions is in the left 
comer— which is the reverse of the English 
fashion. Old English text and fanciful capital 
letters are out of style, and only done to order. To 
turn down one comer of a card denotes a call in 
person, and is the only mutilation of the card now 
practiced by people of fashion. The custom of 
engraving words on the reverse side of the card, 
to be turned down in view, and explain the nature 
of the visit, does not prevail here, as, obviously, 
the receiver of the visit will know what is intended 
We quote these words, however, to satisfy corre- 
po ndents. On the upper left-hand corner Vtsite 
is written and turned down, to signify that an 
ordinary call is made ; for a visit of congratulation, 
Felicitation appears on the opposite upper corner ; 
Congl in the lower left-hand corner denotes a 
parting call ; and CondoUance> in the remaining 
corner, explains itself. Of all these, the word 
*ongi alone is of much service. 

White heavy English paper is the most rash ion- 
able stationery, though some tinted paper is' 
always used. Repped paper, corded like faille, 
is the choicest design, and next this is the royal 
Irish linen paper, made of cuttings of linen from 
the Irish factories. The letter sheet is of octavo 
fke, folded once across — a novel fancy that makes 
it fit the large square envelope. The price is 70 
cents a quire, with envelopes. Instead of heavy 
illuminated monograms there are more light line 
monograms and ciphers. On tinted paper the 
letters are of a darker shade. 

A novelty for dinners is the Japanese plate 
cards, the size of an octavo page, with fanciful 
chromos representing amusing Japa r ese scenes 
and funny little Japs grinning with delight at the

The Present Outlook. 
Our readers have by this time acquainted them- 
selves with the work and recommendations of the 
Convention, have noted the receptive attitude in 
which the Publishers' Board of Trade has placed 
itself, and have, we trust, become thoroughly 
assured of the agreement of almost the entire trade 
in the need of reform. The first step has been 
taken in the good work, and the next step, we 
hope, will be a stride. This next step depends 
largely on the reception accorded by Eastern pub- 
lishers to the suggestions of the Convention plat- 
form when brought before them officially by Mr. 
Aston, who may be expected early in March. We 
believe that no possible exception can be taken to 
the tone of their suggestions ; the only question 
is as to the wisdom of their measures of remedy. 

And now, at the outset, we want to bring it 
clearly before publishers that they are interested, 
much more than any retailer can be, in getting 
the trade into good condition again. And the 
largest houses are the most interested of all. The 
great jobbers are scarcely making a living by their 
jobbing business, and the publishers are earning 
none too much for the brains, money, and respon- 
sibility they must put into their business. Now, 
in publishing, every volume sold, after the first 
editions have paid for the plates, is sold at a 
multiplied profit ; the later thousands pay several 
times more profit than the earlier. Therefore, when 
you extend your market and increase your sales, 
your profit increases in a much greater ratio. But 
to increase sales permanently you must have a 
great army of capable salesmen pushing out and 
permanently locating themselves wherever oppor- 
tunity offers in this wide country, as well as build- 
ing up the established business of the older places, 
toper increase of sales, in a word, demands 



the best and widest distribution system, and 
this you can't have unless retailing is made 
to pay; and now it don't pay. It is un- 
necessary to enter into an argument with the 
jobbers ; we have only to request them to tam 
their pockets inside out, and gaze on the vacancy. 
»Not only are their sales less in quantity than they 
should be, but their cut-throat rivalry prevents 
them from making anything on what they do sell. 

Underselling being the one word, then, that 
defines the difficulty, we are constrained to believe 
that the Convention did wisely in suggesting the 
abolition of the trade sales as the first step. We 
have investigated this matter with thoroughness— 
and indeed requested from the Messrs. Leavitt 
their views of the usefulness of their sales, though 
without result— 'and we have found the trade 
almost unanimously opposed to them, and we have 
come to believe that the trade is right. It is 
pleasant to have the trade meeting together, but 
they had best meet on another basis. 

The results of these sales demoralize' prices 
with the public, because buyers return to placard 
and advertise great bargains of new books from 
trade sales at half publishers' prices. This 
has come to such a pass that even Nassau 
street is disgusted, and one of its prominent 
dealers, among the largest buyers at the trade 
sales, told us he would pay money out of hi* 
pocket to have them stopped, and would never go 
to them again, except that people right across the 
street would otherwise undersell him "all to 
pieces." One second-hand house is content to 
build up a tremendous business by selling at 
only five per cent, profit from lowest trade sale 
prices, and this acts directly upon every other 
retailer in New York. The retailer does not profit 
by these sales, because it doesn't pay him to get 
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"bargains," when he has to give all the benefit 
away in discounts. And he is often betrayed into 
"bargains" that lock op a good part of his 
capital, to the harm alike of himself and the pub- 
lishers, and it is questionable whether, considering 
his travelling and hotel bills, and outlay of time, 
he gets the books that he does want so very much 
cheaper: Of course they interfere with the jobbing 
business, but they are simply an objectionable way 
of jobbing. As to the publisher, the contribution 
to trade sale for any other reason than that all the 
rest do, or in mere complaisance, is a confession 
of financial weakness, and the needed money 
might be raised much more profitably through 
other channels. For the publisher, counting the 
ten per cent commission and the catalogue 
charges, gets a very low price for his new books, 
aad loses the full profits he would otherwise get 
011 these very copies, which, as new books, book- 
sellers would order any way. How true this is was 
shown by the "Common Sense in the Household " 
transaction. " Dead stock " is best got rid of at 
the ordinary auction sales, the second-hand book- 
store, or the paper mill, for the publisher can make 
no greater mistake than by inveigling the retailer 
into buying what he can't sell, and thus preventing 
him turning over his capital and sending frequent 
orders during the year. The only possible use- 
fulness of these sales, then, is in quickening the sale 
of half-alive books, and we submit that it would 
be much better to create the demand for these 
from the public, by advertising, and thus cause 
the bookseller to buy them. The abolition of the 
trade sale is therefore the first step towards the 
abolition of underselling. 

We have before argued at length the reduction 
of prices, and indeed there are scarcely two opin- 
ions in the trade on this subject, s\> that it is 
necessary just now only to treat of discounts. In 
this matter we believe the Convention's utterances 
are mainly sound, but we do not think quite so much 
on be achieved. A third for the jobber and twenty- 
five for the retailer seem the best discounts that can 
be suggested, because they are large enough to 
ghre a air profit of twelve per cent, on his capital 
to the former and a third to the latter, and not so 
Urge as to tempt to cutting under. But it is not 
probable that library and school discounts and 
professional reductions can at present be entirely 
done away with. Nevertheless the retailer should 
fore a good margin on either class, so that he may 
afford to keep even this local trade. This margin 
should be at least ten per cent. We therefore sug- 
f»t, as fairly meeting the views of both sides, that 
discounts to library and school committees, who are 
h*a/!de wholesale buyers, should never be greater 
than fifteen per cent, and professional discounts to 
bdividuals,whether teacbers,editors, or others, than 
to per cent. Under the reduced scale of discounts 
this fifteen per cent would be about the ' same as 



the twenty-five limit proposed under the present 
system by the Board of Trade, and would give the 
retailer some chance in this field too. The adop- 
tion of a strict scale of this sort, one-third to job- 
bers, twenty-five to retailers, not more than fifteen 
to wholesale outside buyers, and not more than 
ten to professionals, would secure a great part of 
the reform. 

The question of books by mail we view with^ 
comparative indifference. The publisher undoubt- 
edly is wise in the long run in throwing the 
local trade into local hands, but he must also pre- 
pare the way for booksellers by cultivating small 
places beyond bookselling facilities. Where 
there is a well stocked bookseller, we do not be- 
lieve buyers will order by mail when discounts 
are reformed ; but the trade is down, and needs 
helping up, and perhaps a nominal fee might be 
temporarily useful. The following seems to us a 
satisfactory "mailing notice ": •• For sale by all 
booksellers, or sent by mail on receipt of retail 
price and five cents additional for postage." 

We ask the hearty support of publishers, in their 
own interest, for these measures, when Mr. Aston 
comes East. He is to present a separate agreement 
on each of these points for signature. It is suggested 
that a list of the dozen or score of most important 
houses be made, and /that the agreement be binding 
on all signers when three-fourths of these houses 
assent This seems to us an excellent plan, and 
if the publishers do not enter heartily into it, they 
will lose the best chance they have ever had to 
make their business what it should be. We be- 
lieve the retail trade is becoming sufficiently awake 
anbYuaited to support publishers who enter into 
this reform, and make it pay them well, so that all 
will find it to their interests to become parties to it 
—but of this more hereafter. 

The Publishers' Board of Trade, as the Conven- 
tion gratefully acknowledged, has already done 
good work, and we should be glad to see its scope 
extended to include all miscellaneous as well as 
school-book publishers. We most earnestly hope, 
therefore, for its successful reorganization. The 
employment of travelling agents seems to be the 
one subject of discussion in its procedure. Cer- 
tainly there would be no objection to this usual 
method of pushing business were it not that the 
system has been so abused and led to such de- 
moralization. To correct the abuse it is worth 
while, we think, to give up the system — so serious 
had that abuse become. Under a uniform scale 
of discounts, and without travellers, books would 
stand more nearly on their practical, intrinsic 
merits, and the best houses would rightly, having 
as a rule the best books, stand the best chance. 
There would be no difficulty but that improvements 
would be quickly appreciated under any circum- 
stances, and enterprising houses get the full bene- 
fit of their enterprise, at much less expense. 
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We wish finally to impress upon the largest 
houses, the leaders of the trade, that it is they who 
most need, who can best afford, and who should 
be the leaders in these reforms. The Appletons 
and Lippincotts, because of their immense job- 
bing business, are most interested in the abolition 
of cut-throat discounts ; and the Harpers, as 
widest and best known, can best afford to dis- 
pense with travelling agents — provided the rest 
do. The only result of rivalry pushed too far 
is that trade finally settles down as it was 
before, but nobody makes money. Nor would the 
present distribution of trade be perceptibly altered 
by a reform which should sweep away both un- 
derselling and the introduction system. It is safe 
for everybody to enter into this reform ; it is not 
wise for anybody to refuse. 

It is time that one of our most welcome ex- 
changes, the Paper Trade Journal, which insists 
upon the statement that it is "the only representa- 
tive of the stationery interest in America," be 
gently reminded of the existence of two well-estab- 
lished papers, the American Booksellers* Guide and 
the Publishers' Weekly, which, perhaps in an 
inferior manner, nevertheless have represented the 
stationery interests long before the Paper Trade 
Journal was in existence. Said two papers, 
moreover, though chiefly devoted to book- 
making, as the Paper Trade Journal to paper- 
making, may honestly claim a fair standing with 
the purchasing and retail stationer}* trade, which, as 
every one knows, is, to a large extent, in the hands 
of the booktrade. It is true it might hardly pay 
to advertise in either journal, say " paper makers' 
supplies," since neither is specially bent on paper 
mills (as the Paper Trade Journal and its other 
looked-down-upon though senior contemporary, 
the Paper Trade Reporter) ; for both, the former 
of course, are exclusively " representative " of the 
book and stationery trade of America. 

As for editorship, we cheerfully acknowledge the 
superiority of the Paper Trade Journal. It might 
indeed be called perfect but for its chronic lack 
of— let us charitably call it — "memory." With 
this exception, we sincerely pronounce it a model 
of a class journal , and recommend it to the con 
sideration of those who don't know it 

One fact is evident, that the American paper 
trade supports its organs more handsomely than 
the American book trade. But what trade does 
not?

The publication of The American Law Times 
and Reports, interrupted for some months last 
Tear, has been resumed, and the first number of 
Volume L, new series, dated January, 1874, has 
just appeared from the Riverside Press. 

Wb learn from Every Saturday that Hurd & 
Houghton, the Riverside Press, will commence the 
istoe in April of the second series of " The Butter- 
flies of North America," with colored plates. The 
work will be issued, like the previous volume, in 
ten parts, which will contain five plates each and 
appear quarterly. As the plates are colored by 
hand, the process is necessarily slow. This second 
volume will not be so strictly confined to the 
description and delineation of new specimens as 
was the first Illustrations are given of the suc- 
cessive steps by which, from the egg through many 
curious larval phases, the chrysalis and butterfly 
are reached. With the last part a revised synopsis 
of species will be given. Subscriptions will be re- 
ceived for the series at the rate of $2.50 per part. 

A Life of Christ, by Rev. F. W. Farrar, 
D.D., Master of Marlborough College, and chap- 
lain in ordinary to the Queen, will be published 
soon, in two volumes, by Messrs. Cassell, Petter

A volume of 
sketches, by B. F. Taylor, for which illustrations 
are being prepared, is likewise forthcoming. 

The National Temperance Convention calls for 
an exhaustive essay on the scientific aspects of 
the temperance principle, offering, as inducement 
to competition, a prize of $500 for the best essay, 
and of $300 for the next in merit — the accepted 
papers to become the property of the National 
Temperance Society.

" Squaring the circle " has been supposed an 
impossibility, but the author of a book nearly 
ready at the Wiley s' claims to give a formula that 
accomplishes this. (< The Quadrature of the Cir- 
cle " is by the late John A. Parker, a well-known 
business man, and the \olume includes other sci- 
entific essays as well. 

We have the prospectus of "The Book Ex- 
change" and Weekly Book Bulletin, issued by 
John B. Alden, manager, McCormick Block 
Chicago. The latter is to be a popular book pe- 
riodical, at $1 a year ; the former is an agency for 
the exchange or sale of second-hand books, so 
that one may clear out those books which he no 
longer wishes to keep and get for them books 
which he does wish A fee of ten cents is to be 
charged on each volume sold or exchanged. 

It is stated that a work on Germany, by Queen 
Victoria, is nearly ready for private publication, in 
elaborately illustrated form. 

We learn from a London exchange that the 
series of papers which have recently appeared in 
the Daily Telegraph on the Church of England, 
the Church of Scotland, the Church of Rome, 
Methodism, and Congregationalism is in course of 
publication in a collective form by Messrs. Hod- 
der & Stoughton. All the papers have been 
written under the sanctiqn of the various denomi- 
nations, those on the Church of England and the 
Church of Rome having been approved by the 
Aichbishop of Canterbury and Archbishop Man- 
ning respectively. 

Every Saturday asks : " Where is the biogra- 
phy of Beethoven, by A. W. Thayer, which has 
from time to time been announced ? One volume 
has been published in Germany, we believe, but 
has Mr. Thayer become so Germanized that he 
cannot translate into his native tongue his own 
work ? " 

The Humorist^ " a humorous and democratic 
journal," is a new monthly, edited by O. H. 
Rothacker, and published by the Humorist Pub- 
lishing Company, 33 Park Row, N. Y., at $1.00 
per annum, or 10. cents per No. 

Belles and Beaux is a new sprightly paper for the 
home and fireside, published at 98 William street. 

Mr. Thomas Balch, author of " Les Francais 
en Amerique," is preparing an English version 
which will be not a mere translation, but a recast 
of the work, eliminating that which is elementary 
to American readers, and adding, on the other 
hand, much new matter. The book covers the 
part taken by the French in our Revolutionary 
War, and the new portion will comprise the history 
of the regiments, and biographical notices of offi- 
cers of the army and navy and of the French vol- 
unteers who served in America. It is curious as 
having been first written by an American in. 
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French for French readers.. Every Saturday says : 
" A case parallel in a measure was Mr. William 
Beach I^awrence's ' Etude de la Legislation com- 
parte stir le Manage/ first published as an article 
in Le Droit International, and afterwards separ- 
ately at Ghent in 1870. Governor Lawrence has 
had it translated, and intends to read it soon as 
lectures in Columbian College, Washington, of 
which he is professor. It will be remembered 
also that Beckford's ' Vathek ' was written by the 
author in French, and translated into English by 
some other hand.*' 

" French Literature : from the Formation of 
the French Language to Our Days/' a work which 
has reached its fourth edition in France, is a 
collection of about 3,000 pages of elegant 
extracts from the best writers of France from 
the ninth to the nineteenth centuries. Many 
French schools have adopted the volume as the 
best ''reader" possible, at once imparting more 
rudimentary knowledge and cultivating a high 
taste. It is admirably fitted for a similar use in 
foreign schools where French is taught ; while at 
the same time it is most acceptable to mature 
minds. , 

There is probably no other living author in 
this country whose works show so large an average 
circulation and sale as those of Dr. J. G Holland, 
now even better known by his own name than 
under his famous sobriquet of "Timothy Tit- 
comb." The house of Scribner, with which he is 
now so intimately associated as editor of the 
Magazine, has always been his publishers, and a 
recent accounting shows that up to the date it had 
sold no less than 330,000 copies of his books. 
"Kathrina" leads with 74663 copies, "Bitter 
Sweet " follows with 54,614 copies, and *' Timothy 
Titcomb's Letters to Young People " with 54,614 
copies. As "Kathrina" was* published only so 
long ago as 1867, its sale shows an average of over 
10,000 copies per year, and it may confidently be 
expected that it will not stop short of 100,000 
copies. This is a triumph alike for the author and 
his publishers. 

The English export of printed books during 
1873 was .£912,534, a considerable increase on 
1872. 

The Trustees of the British Museum have'eon- 
sented to resign their patronage into the hands of 
the government. The staff of the Museum in- 
cludes about four hundred persons, of all grades. 

The Saxe Holm mystery becomes more com- 
plicated with even' essay towards its solution. It

the work. This literary mystery, says the Evening 
Mail % recalls that of the Lorgnette, the statistical 
Spectator, issued in weekly numbers in New York in 
1850, and afterward acknowledged by Mr. Donald 
G. Mitchell, the then literary lion of the day. 
Darley put some of his best work into that, 
and the cut of the mephistopheltan individual 
peering through his opera glass at the reader from 
tiis opera box was wickedly capital. The text also 
is too clever to be lost, and as the book is out o! 
print, it might profitably be reissued.

The Question of Prices. 

The question of the prices of books is one of the 
moat important phases of the discussion of reform, 
and it should be thoroughly understood that it is 
not a reduction simply, but chiefly a reorganization 
of prices th.it is needed under the present circum- 
stances. The wording of the Convention recom- 
mendation itself suggests this : 

4th. That to assure permanence in these 
reforms, the retail price of books should be 
reduced so that the largest discount under any 
circumstances could not exceed one-third. 

That is to say, it is desirable that the prices of 
American books, at least, should be based fairly 
upon the cost of production. As things now stand, 
prices are chaotic. The less conscientious houses 
we thick coarse paper, and large type, and pad 
frightfully to make a $2 book out of one that could 
be put in much better shape at $1, while other 
houses make a volume which is very well worth the 
price now charged. Add to this the diversity of dis- 
counts, and it will be found that there is scarcely 
any standard in the trade. Of course, this is an in- 
dividual matter, which is in one sense the business 
of the individual publishing houses alone, and so 
&r as healthful competition is concerned, it is well 
that there should be difference. This is a whole- 
some principle of trade, which can neither be sup- 
pressed nor overlooked. But it is the abuse, the 
reversion, of this principle in the present case 
which has helped to bring things to their present 



pass. It is not which house shall attract patronage 
by offering the best goods at the lowest price, but 
which shall make them dearest, so as to tempt 
fallacious buyers by more enormous nominal dis- 
counts. This is not wholesome, but the contrary. 
We do not believe, then, in attempting to bring 
the trade to a dead level of uniformity, which in- 
deed would be impossible were it desirable, but 
we do desire to see such a state of things that the 
best books and the best men shall succeed best, 
and that artificial and factitious " tricks of trade " 
should be severely " let alone " by the trade. 



" Imitation is the highest flattery," says the 
proverb, and we rejoice accordingly in Mr. Whit- 
taker's project of an English " Reference Cata- 
logue," on the plan of the "Uniform Trade List 
Annual." Mr. Whittaker has asked us to act as

Trade Journalism. 
[The following letter seems intended for pub- 
lication in connection with the Convention, but 
did not reach us, of course, till some time after- 
ward. We print it as still of interest, and desire to 
express here the gratitude which we feel for such 
encouragement as that of our correspondent. — 
Ed.] 

Omaha, February 12, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Publishers* Wetkly. 

Dear Sir : To-day the Booksellers' Conven- 
tion meets for the avowed purpose of attempting 
the correction of certain grievous disorders in the 
book business. What manner of cure they may 
devise remains to be seen. But in the mean time 
we indulge in the belief that we have discovered 
the simple first step in a cure ourselves, and beg 
leave to lay it before you. 

When a book is about to be published it is 
customary for the publisher to advertise it by in- 
serting " advance notices n in the principal peri- 
odicals. The wider the distribution of such 
notices the better. The more newspapers and 
magMzines in which some item of interest con- 
cerning the forthcoming work is published, the 
greater will be the number of persons interested, 
and in this way led to become purchasers. 

The reader sees in some one of his papers the 
announcement of a new book by Herbert Spencer 
on Sociology, and before his interest has time to 
become cold he goes to the nearest bookseller and 
asks for the book ; but the bookseller, instead of 
answering promptly, "Not received yet, sir, but my 
advance order for it is in, and as soon as the book 
is out of the press it will be sent me," looks be- 
wildered, and confesses that he has not heard of 
it. We remember an example years ago, before 
the birth of the Publishers' Weekly. Mr. A. 
and Mr. B., both proprietors of considerable book- 
stores, were chatting at Mr. A. 's counter. A lady 
entered and asked for Longfellow's new volume 
of poems. Mr. A. handed her a volume, but she 
politely informed him that there was a later one, 
recently issued. He was astonished, and sug- 
gested the possibility of a mistake, turning to Mr. 
B. and asking him if he had heard of it Mr. B. 
was also ignorant and doubt ul, but the customer 
set their doubts at rest by saying that she had 
seen a copy at a friend's. Now, to our certain 
knowledge these two men read more than the 
majority of booksellers, and tried to keep them- 
selves posted. 

The trouble lies simply in the fact that the 
bookseller cannot afford to take all the papers 
^kely to publish book announcements, and could 



not give the amount of time and attention needed 
for reading them if he did. 

Now, suppose a trade journal is published con- 
taining in a condensed form all the book announce- 
ments of the various papers, and containing other- 
wise only what would directly relate to his busi- 
ness, he could well afford once a week to give such 
a paper a thorough perusal, and it would keep 
him better posted than any dozen other journals 
that he might select and read. Right here there 
lies the remedy. Let every bookseller in ihe 
country subscribe for and read carefully and regu- 
larly a good trade paper, and already will the 
back of the book trade distemper be broken and 
convalescence set in ; and if then the publishers 
will but follow and abolish the " trade sales," 
stiffen their discounts,and leave themselves a pay* 
ing margin, so that underhanded dealings may not 
be necessary, the book trade wid- soon regain its 
rightful healthy and vigorous condition. 

However great the wrongs the bookseller may 
imagine. he suffers at the hands of the publisher— 
and no one can deny that he is wronged — he most 
still bear in mind that the first condition of success 
lies in being qualified to sell books. If the book- 
seller is totally ignorant of the books that a cus- 
tomer wants, the customer is forced to look else- 
where for them. 

Let every bookseller then support his trade 
journal, and let the publisher see that it is de- 
manded of him to make this journal a medium of 
communication with his salesmen. 

In a well supported trade journal is the only 
reasonable hope the dealer has of being able tn 
keep pace with his customers in book intelligence, 
and this is the first requirement of a successful 
business.

The teacher, starting with 
a word or story or historical fact, led the children 
by well considered questions, to an exercise of 
their reflective, imaginative, and moral faeulties, 
which had quite remarkable results, judging from 
the diary given of the school. The child was 
thus made to think and reason, as it never does 
while merely a passive receptacle of knowledge.

His book 
elaborates this topic particularly, and contains 
forty-eight heliotypes and wood engravings from 
his drawings. 
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THE LIBRARY CORNER. 

Wttare indebted to Mr. Chas. Evans, librarian 
of the Public Library of Indianapolis, for a copy 
of the Library Catalogue just issued. Con- 
sidering the short time allowed the Library 
Committee for collecting and cataloguing, the 
completeness and correctness of the work are 
quite remarkable. The work of organizing a Public 
Library in Indianapolis was only brought to a 
successful conclusion in January, 1873, and the 
onerous business of collecting Jhe books begun. In 
making their lists the committee were fortunate 
enough to secure the valuable assistance of Mr. 
Wm. F. Poole, librarian of the Public Library of 
Cincinnati. The judiciousness of the selection, 
which, as yet, modestly admits many deficiencies, 
must be credited to his long experience and well- 
known judgment. The catalogue embraces the 
titles of nearly thirteen thousand volumes, and is 
arranged like most catalogues used in public 
libraries ; that is, each book is entered under the 
authtr, title, and subject, the whole being arranged 
in one alpha1>etical series. The typographical 
excellence of the work is also noticeable. 

The Long Island Historical Society's library, 
lately injured by fire, is now open again. Mr. 
Hanna, the librarian, is appealing for means to 
provide for the erection of a new library building 
at Clinton and Pierrepont streets. 

It is proposed to open the Congressional 
Li irary on Sundays. 

Thb Librarian and Assistant Librarian of the 
Illinois Legislature are Mrs. Bolivar, sister-in- 
law of the Secretary of State of Illinois, and Miss 
Fanny Wright, niece of the late President Lin- 
coln. 

The library of the late Robert Nasmyth of 
EJinburgh, a widely-known l.ibliophile, is on sale 
in London. The collection contains several first 
editions of Shakspeare's plays, with manuscript 
notes which, it is said, have never yet been com- 
pletely collated. 

The second volume of the Catalogue of Satiri- 
cal Prints in the British Museum, prepared in 
the Print- Room by Mr. F. G. Stephens, may now 
be obtained from the Museum. 

Six hundred and forty pages of the new cata- 
logue of the Boston A/henaum have been printed, 
constituting somewhat more than a fifth of the 
entire work. The outlay up to this point has ex- 
ceeded $30,000. Mr. Charles A. Cutter has of 
late years had charge of the enterprise. 

Thb second annual report of the Lawrence, 
Mass., Public Library shows satisfactory results. 
Tae accessions to the Library during the past 
year have been 3,326 volumes, making in all, 
11,411, exclusive of pamphlets. Over one-half of 
the patrons of the Library are found among the 
industrial classes, and a large proportion ol the 
remainder are clerks or merchants. School at- 
tendants comprise but little over one-tenth of the 
whole number registered.

A Suicidal Policy. 

The Ohio Legislature has adopted a hint from 
the late Mr. Tweedi of New York, who h \s recently 
crossed the Styx to Blackwell's Island, and now 
purposes, after the fashion of that scholarly and 
erudite worthy, to write its own school-books. A 
bill now before it, and which it is said has some 
chance of adoption, provides for the appointment 
of "three commissioners or authors," who shall 
compile or prepare for publication a full set of 
school-books, whose use shair be compulsory in 
all the schools of the State for ten years. The 
MSS. when prepared shall be held by the State, 
but any one who may wish to publish the same 
may have them copied free of charge. The "com- 
missioners or authors " are, to receive $2,000 each 
for their labors, and $2,000 more is appropriated 
out of which to pay authors who may be " com- 
piled " from. 

The bill in question not only outrages every 
principle of free government and general trade, 
but stands upon no ground which can be reason- 
ably defended. In the first place, it would throw 
over about a million dollars' worth of books now 
used in that State. In the second place, provided 
these " commissioners or authors " were the best 
appointments that could be made, the "Ohio 
series" would undoubtedly result in being the 
poorest in the market. We doubt if any three * 
men are capable of that wide mastery of knowl- 
edge which should suffice to produce text-books 
on all the subjects of our common schools; but if 
they could, these books, at .the present rate of ed- 
ucational advancement, would be in ten years so 
far behind the age that Ohio's school system 
would become famous as the poorest in the Union. 
The recompense stated is utterly inadequate for 
the production of some score of even the most care- 
less and slip-shod books, but it is probable that a 
lies hidden here, and any amount of

money could be procured by amendment But 
really capable authors could scarcely be got at 
any price for such a purpose. Moreover, a bill 
of this sort would be but a broken reed to any 
publisher who should trust to it ; the Legislature 
of five years later would probably repeal it out of 
sight — obliged to by its miserable results — and we 
doubt if any contract of this sort for that length of 
time could be upheld in the courts. In short, if 
the State of Ohio wants to ruin its school system 
and the unwary publishers whom it may entrap, 
it has hit upon a capital plan. 

Mr. D. F. De Wol^ Superintendent of the 
Toledo schools, and President of the State Teach- 
ers' Association, has issued an effective remon- 
strance against the bill, bringing out most of the 
above points. He is quite mistaken, however, in 
one assumption that he makes, which is well an- 
swered in a reply to this point of his letter to the 
Toledo Commercially a leading educational house 
of this city, which we have asked permission to 
reprint in our correspondence columns. The 
Publishers' Board of Trade is in no sense a 
union to keep up prices against the public In 
fact, it serves the public interest most thoroughly, 
for it has already reformed abuses which had the 
worst influence upon our schools. This whole 
question was argued out at its early meetings, and 
it was then wisely settled, once for all, that prices 
were entirely beyond its jurisdiction. It deals 
only with discounts, and its influence in this way 
is and has been thoroughly wholesome.

The Board of Trade and the Question 
of Prices. 

' Tttht Editor ,f the PuMitktrg' W«kly. 

Dear Sir: It may not be known to your 
readers that several of the Western Legislatures 
are seriously agitating the question of having their 
States supply their public schools with text-books, 
under some plan which they think will prevent 
what they call the extortion of the school book 
publishers. In the course of the debate on the 
subject, the most extreme statements have been 
nade as to the profits which school book pub- 
lishers are making ; it has also been generally 
understood that the Board of Trade controls prices, 
ud that a single publisher cannot reduce his 
prices if he would. In both the Minnesota and 
OMo Legislature bills are now pending. In Ohio 
the bill is likely to pass, it is said. This bill 
simply provides that the State shall at its own 
expense have prepared a complete series of text 
hooks in manuscript form, and from said manu- 
scripts any publisher can make copies and print 
tod publish the books free of copyright. The 
State of Ohio, on her part, agrees to use these 
boob to the exclusion of all others for ten (10) 
jears. This plan, it is thought, will promote 
competition, and break down the " huge monopo- 
ly." Mr. D. F. De Wolf, Supt. of Schools, 
Toledo, O., has prepared and printed in the 
Commercial a very able article, showing the ab- 
surdity of this bill ; but while he displays a clear 
comprehension of the subject, and is using his 
best efforts to prevent his State from making so 
silly an experiment, we were not a little surprised 
to see that he has fallen into the error of suppos- 
ing that the Board of Trade cotUrols prices. On 
uus point Mr. De Wolf says that as there are 
sereral quite large publishers outside the Board 
of Trade it cannot be an absolute monopoly. So 
serious an error as this we thought ought not to 
fee allowed to pass, and therefore addressed to 
Mr. De Wolf the enclosed letter, which you were 
kind enough to suggest you would like to publish.

We have received a copy of your favor addressed 
to the editor of the Commercial. We would like 
to call your attention to a single point, which 
stems to be entirely misunderstood. It seems to 
be thought that the Publishers' Board of Trade 
controls the prices of books, and thus prevents 
their being cheapened by means of competition. 
The whole point of the " Ohio bill " is to allow 
Soy one who wishes to publish and print the Ohio 
•cries, on the supposition that competition will 
keep the prices at a reasonable rate. Now the 
Board of Trade does not in any way prevent the 
publication of books at just as low a price as any 
of its members desire to publish them. There is 
»ot one word in the laws which would prevent a 



member of the Board of Trade publishing a book 
at (1) one cent which cost him one ($1) dollar to 
make. Nor is there any understanding among the 
members as to prices, nor would such an extreme 
case even as we have mentioned be the subject of 
complaint It has been fully decided that the 
Board of Trade had no control over prices. That 
question must be left to the sole determination of 
each member. Thus we have the freest compeli* 
turn that it is ever possible to obtain. Indirectly 
the influence of the Board favors low prices. First, 
it controls the agency system, thereby making the 
expenses of conducting the publishing business less, 
and thereby enabling publishers to reduce prices, 
as the profits are not, as they used to be, largely 
used up in agency work. Second, it says that 
each member must issue a list of prices and send 
it out (he can revise and change his prices as often 
as he desires), but in selling to the trade 40 per 
cent discount shall be the maximum to large 
buyers, who are expected to sell again to the re- 
tailer at 33 1-3 per cent off, and the retailers sell 
to the consumer at the published prices. This 
simply prevents the old extreme discounts, and 
gives the jobbers and retailers as "much profit as 
they ought to make out of the public Now is it 
not clear that if custom obliges the publisher to 
sell 50 or 60 per cent, discount he is obliged to fix 
his prices just so much higher to the public, and the 
middlemen get an undue profit f It seems to us 

Jnroper that your Legislature should know these 
acts. They have now got all that competition can 
give them, and competition in publishing is very 
severe. It perhaps pays as little profit, in propor- 
tion to the capital and brains used, as any business 
in the country. If profit in publishing is only se- 
cured by doing a very large business, a small or 
medium-sized publishing business cannot be made 
to pay. The firms who, by brains and capital and 
a close application, succeed in building up a large 
trade, are apt to make money, even in dry goods, 
and publishing is no exception to the general rule.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

Mary Cowden Clarke's two love stories in 
" metred prose " are about ready at the Roberts 
in a neat volume. "The Trust and the Remit- 
tance '* has the following quaint dedication : 
*• To the Lover-Husband of Eighty-five, these 
Love Stories are Dedicated by the Lover- Wife 
of Sixty-three." 

" The Literary Remains of Emanuel Deutsch," 
of very great interest to all scholars, will proba- 
bly be the next publication at Holt's. Auerbach's 
" Waldfried " is already partly stereotyped. 

It has before been noticed that Americans 
seem to have a special facility and felicity at 
translation, perhaps because so many languages 
arc represented among us. It is at any rate 
curious to note that the English editions of the 
two most important French and German novels 
of the year, will be the work of Americans. Mr. 
Frank Lee Benedict, now in London, is translat- 
ing Victor Hugo's ''Ninety -three," which Harper 
Sc Bros, will shortly publish here, and Mr. Simon 
A. Stern's translation of Auerbach's " Wald- 
fried " has been secured by the English publishers 
from Henry Holt & Co. 

A volume on " The Office and Duty of Chris- 
tian Pastors," the fruit of the long service of the 
elder Dr. Tyng, is in press at the Haipers'. 

Mr. Ruskin's latest series of lectures, on wood 
and metal engraving, under the characteristically 
uncharacteristic title of "Ariadne Florentina," is 
in preparation at Wiley's. 

Spielhagrn is to correspond for \\it Athtnaum 
from Germany. 

Natures series of steel portraits of distinguish- 
ed scientists is giving it especial success. The 
whole of the regular issue containing the portrait 
of Professor Huxley was bought up at once, and 
a second edition is now ready. 

" The Life of Christ," by Rev. F. W. Farrar, 
D.D., of London, author of a volume of popular 
sermons, will be issued early in the fall by E. P. 
Dutton & Co. The English critics give it high 
praise. 

We are desired to correct a numerical error in 
onr report of the Convention. It was not eleven, 
but eight houses of Nashville that were represented 



by Mr. A. Setliff, his credentials being signed by 
seven of these. 

We have fiom S. C. Griggs & Co., Chicago, an 
advance copy of a work on " The Trinity," by 
Rev. F. Burris, of the Methodist church. His 
view is that the Trinity is not composed of three 
persons, but is the centering in Christ of Deity, 
Humanity, and Divine Spirit, so that there was 
no Trinity before Christ. Prof. Jos. Hasen, D.D., 
introduces the book with an interesting histori- 
cal study of the doctrine of the Trinity, endorsing 
this book as able and of use, though not adopting 
its views, and his remarks, we notice, are coin- 
cided with by Chicago clergymen of such diverse 
schools as those of Robert Collyer and Prof. 
Swing. 

The new work by Prof. Wo. Matthews, author 
of" Getting on in the World," will be entitled 
"The Great Convergers and other Essays^ A 
second volume by Beni. F. Taylor, " The World 
on Wheels, and other Essays," is also in press at 
S. C. Griggs & Co.'s. The MS. of Prof. Stevens' 
"Orations of Lysias," lately announced for speedy 
publication by them, has since been burned in an 
express car on its way to the printer, and it will 
take some months to reproduce it. 

Mr. Francis Parkiian's new work (Little, 
Brown & Co.) is to be on "The Old Regime in 
Canada." 

Ten thousand copies ot the third volume of 
Forster's Dickens were sold in England within 
ten days of publication. 

A niece of Thomas Carlyle, who resides at 
Chelsea, and keeps house for him, one Hiss 
Aikin, has edited for Macmillan's "Golden 
Treasury Scries" a collection of "Scottish Song." 
Mr. Carlyle has revised and corrected proof so 
thoroughly that it is said to be virtually his hook. 

Mr. W. Casew Hazlitt's book about the 
Lambs embraces the correspondence of Mar? 
Lamb, fac similes of the titles of the rare first edi- 
tions of Charles' writings, drawings of his various 
f>laces of residence, unpublished or uncollected 
etters, papers, and other curious scraps. " Lam* 
biana," as it is called, has been kept back by 
copyright difficulties, but is now promised imme- 
diately. 

" Saxe Holm's Stories " have been reprinted 
in London in Sampson Low & Co.'s copyright 
editions of American authors, which includes 
works of such popular writers as Miss Alcott, 
Mrs. Whitney, Dr. Holland, and the like. 

A superb English volume is announced : 
" Shakespeare's Home and Rural Life," by James 
Walter, being a biographical narrative, illustrated 
by about 100 landscapes and views, by the helio- 
type process, from original drawings taken in the 
localities. 

Karl Marx, the Internationalist leader, is 
translating his book on " Capital " into English. 

The eight English journals that have printed 
Miss Braddon's "Taken at the Flood " are so 
pleased with the system that they have made a 
fresh joint arrangement for a second novel by her. 

Dicks is now publishing the Waverley Novels 
in a threepenny edition, each volume containing a 
novel complete ; with unabridged text, the original 
notes, and five illustrations. '* Waverley w and 
" Guy Mannering " are already out. 

A book whose interest extends over to this side 
is to appear soon in London, under the title, "The 
Revolt of the Field." It will contain a sketch of 
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the rise and progress of the movement among the 
agricultural laborers, known as the " National 
Agricultural Laborers' Union." 



THE LIBRARY CORNER. 

The fine new building of the Cincinnati Public 
Library, containing by far the handsomest library 
hall in the country, is now open to the public It 
was dedicated the 25th of February with an ad- 
dress by Hon. Geo. H. Pendleton. Mr. Vickars 
is Mr. Poole's successor as librarian, and has a 
staff of twenty-five. 

John H add en, John Turner, and F. Kiss have 
been engaged on trial as assistants in cataloguing 
at the Chicago Public Library, at a salary of $1,000 
per year each. The award for supplying the 
booKs of current American literature, consisting 
of about 12,000 volumes, was made to W. B. 
Keen, Cooke & Co., their bid being the lowest. 
A similar contract for foreign literature is yet to 
be awarded. 

The library of the Wisconsin Historical Soci- 
ety is extraordinarily rich in newspaper files, 
counting 61 volumes for the 17th century, 3x2 for 
the iSth, and 1,771 for the present 

In speaking of the Lawrence Librarian's re- 
port, the Nation says : " His statistics confirm the 
well-established law that in any public library 
three-fourths of the circulation is of works of fic- 
tion. Thus, in Lawrence the proportion is 77 per 
cent, in summer, 74 per cent, in winter, and for 
the year about 75 per cent. In Boston, we may 
remark for purposes of comparison, the proportion 
has been in successive years 76, 78, and 77 per 
cent. ; in Cincinnati, 74 per cent. ; in Quincy, 
Mass., with a population not unlike that of Law- 
rence, 80 per cent

The Empress of Germany has sent to the 
reading-room of the Cooper Union, through Mr.

The Manchester Public Free Libraries report 
that 2,501,564 persons have availed themselves of 
their use during the library year 1872-3. In the 
Reference Library there are now 50,508 volumes, 
and in the Lending Department 76,584, making a 
total of 127,092 volumes. The principal Librarian 
is Or. Crestadoro, and the Sub- Librarian Mr. W. 
E. A. Axon,F.R.S.L. 

There is now issued in Madrid each month a 
work of considerable value to those who may de- 
sire to be apprised of the new books published 
there and at other cities in Spain. It is named 



the Boletin dela Libreria, and issued by M. Murillo, 
Calle de Alcala, No. 18. The subscription is 
eight francs per annum. The last number to hand 
contains the names of several works lately pub- 
lished, and of others in the press, also particulars 
of a few old and rare books on sale. — Atheneeum. 

Mr. R. C. Childers, Assistant Librarian of 
the India Office, has been appointed Professor of 
the Pali Language and Literature at University 
College, London. 

A selection from the letters of the late Joseph 
Green Coggswell, first librarian of the Astor 
library, forming a narrative of his life, has been 
prepared by a lady to whom a large mass of his 
correspondence was intrusted for this purpose. 
It is proposed to print two hundred copies of this, 
for private circulation, by subscription, in a hand- 
some quarto volume, from the Riverside Press, 
Cambridge, at the price, and of the full value of 
$5x0. The number of copies being so restricted, 
and the contents being in the nature of arr auto- 
biographic memorial of one so respected and be- 
loved, this volume will have an assured apprecia- 
tion.

We learn from the Nation that Mr. Charles F. 
Bradford, of Roxbury, has presented to the library 
of Harvard, his manuscript work, in three thick 
volumes, entitled " Index to the Notes of D.

Madrid, 1833-39, 6 torn. 4to., with numerous refer- 
ences to obscure and difficult passages in the text ; 
also, with references in the margin to Mr. Tick- 
nor's ' History of Spanish Literature,' 3 vols., 
edition of 1863." This •' Index " represents a 
labor of love of more than fifteen years. It is 
presented, beautifully bound, in Mr. Bradford's 
own handwriting, so neat and firm and even that 
for convenience of reference it leaves nothing to 
be desired. It is as clear to the eye as print. 
It has great importance as a general commentary 
on Cervantes. 

Mr. Scudder, in Every Saturday, suggests 
as a better book than Hamst's, as a key to 
noms de plume y etc 4 " the one in preparation, 
entitled 'A Dictionary of the Anonymous and 
Pseudonymous Literature of Great Britain, in- 
cluding the Works of Foreigners written in or 
translated into the English Language, by the 
late Samuel Halkett, Esq., Keeper of the Advo- 
cates' Library, Edinburgh.* The work is to 
form two volumes demy quarto, each volume ex- 
tending to about six hundred pages, and the 
edition is limited to five hundred copies.' The 
publisher, Mr. William Paterson, of Edinburgh, 
announces the book and names the price of three 
pounds ten shillings to subscribers, and refers 
American subscribers to J. Sabin & Sons, of New 
York." We, of course, in the paragraph of which 
Every Saturday speaks, referred librarians only to 
the best existing work, and indeed called atten- 
tion to the deficiencies of Hamst's ourselves. 



Unity Amongst Publishers. 

We have received from New York a very re- 
markable and a very complete publication. Doubt- 
less the next edition will be even more complete 
than the present. If so, it will be rather in form 
than in matter. The book is called " The Uni- 
form Trade List Annual." If only our own pub- 
lishers could approach the nearest-thing-to-per- 
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fection of this American Directory, they would do 
infinitely more than they do at present to oblige 
both the bookseller and the general reader. Who 
cares, for instance, to have a catalogue of the 
works published by one particular firm? Who 
cares, again, to be worried with a catalogue of 
the works of one particular man ? Lastly, who 
cares to be troubled with twenty or thirty differ- 
ent book catalogues, all of different size and dif- 
ferent form ? What you want for the books of the 
year is a succinct list. To whose interest is it to 
prepare such a list ? 

Clearly to the interests of the publishers them- 
selves. What they should do is, each of them to 
publish his own catalogue, each of them to pub- 
lish it in uniform shape and type, each of them to 
hand the result over to some third person, who 
would make a similar Directory to the American 
one which we praise. So extraordinary a book is 
useful not only to the student, but to the booksel- 
ler who buys it — to sell again — and to the man 
who buys of the bookseller. It is a compendium 
of all American knowledge relating to books 
published in the country and published elsewhere. 
It does away completely with museum and other 
dry catalogues. It puts you in possession of pre- 
cisely the kind of information which would help 
you to buy any books whatsoever. The colloca- 
tion of so many catalogues may possibly have 
produced a little confusion in the way of bringing 
them out, but that the placing of them together 
in a sizeable and reasonable book is a distinct ad- 
vantage, we are quite certain. The American 
proprietor is, if not a genius, at all events a very 
clever compiler of the directory. He has pro- 
duced a book which is unsurpassed elsewhere. In 
printing, in paper, in binding, it is perfection. 
There is only one drawback, and that is, that it 
seems to require just a little more unanimity 
among the publishers. The book should be brougn t 
out in the same type, and with the same kind of 
paper throughout. — Printing Times (London).

" The world was not made in a day," says the 
proverb, and it is only at the last trump that we 
are to be changed "in the twinkling of an eye." 
Otherwise, human nature possesses considerable 
inertia, and any reform is a question of time. 
This is what we have to say both to the letter of 
Messrs. E. P. Dutton & Co. and to the last point 
made by Mr. Leavitt, in our correspondence col- 
umns. As to the book there spoken of, the price 
of the English edition is $1.25, or to the trade 75 
cents ; of the American $1, or to the trade 67 cents. 
It is certainly a very handsome book, well worth 
the money, that the American publishers offer, 
and it is quite certain that at this rate of discount 
there is likely to be no " cutting under." We 
trust the book will be supported by the retail 
trade accordingly. On the other hand, nobody 
expects, and we last of all, that the millennium is 
coming in a day. Under the most thorough spread 
of the proper policy among retailers that can 
poss.bly be looked for, there will still remain for 
some time those who can't see further than the 
resent shilling, andVho will still clamor for the 



larger discount No great improvement of this 
sort ever was brought about without temporary 
inconvenience, indeed, temporary loss ; but we 
must call on the retailers to do their best, and to 
publishers to be patient in the surety that the re- 
form means money in the end. 

We also agree to some extent with Mr. Leavitt, 
that there will be sufficient grumbling on the part 
of such short-sighted retailers, so as to make it 
temporarily " difficult to sell books " to them. 
The retail trade has to be educated to the need of 
reform, as well as the publishers con vi. iced as to 
its expediency. But in the end everybody will he 
the gainer, and the little friction and loss that must 
come temporarily in any such change will be 
thrown out of sight by the great accruing benefits « 
that come afterward.

A great and not altogether unreasonable outcry has been 
raised as to the want of information respecting modern books. 
It is said if we want to know about Burmaon's " Ovid " or 
Hamilton's " Vases," the sices and other particulars may be 
store readily obtained than that of the number of volumes, 
site, and price of the recent editions of Dickens, Thackeray, 
Momenta's ** Rome,*' Grote's "Greece,** or Freeuian*s 
" Norman Conquest," while it is next to impossible to learn 
all that one wants to know about Rawlinaon's "Ancient 
Monarchies " and its continuations or supplements. This is. 
perhaps, an exaggeration , nevertheless there is some truth in 
it Teroing to the English Catalogue for such a book as 
Souih*s Sermons, Oxford edition, we find it published in 184a 
at 509. 6d., but on inquiry may find that the price has been 
considerably reduced, although no record of it is to be found 
h any catalogue at hand. This is the real difficulty ; the 
catalogue we want is never forthcoming just at the precise 
stoment, and a bookseller w.10 quoted South at the full price 
might be set down as one who attempted to cheat, or as one 
grossly ignorant of his business. 

In order to remedy this, our American brethren have set us 
the example of collecting and banding in one volume the cata- 
logues of all publishers from every part of the Union. These 
Arm a most useful volume for the bookseller's own 
reference; butt unfortunately, owing to the introduc- 
tion of sjme catalogues with trade prices, the usefulness of the 
" Uniform Trade List Annual,** published by Mr. Leypoidt, 
of New York, is confined to booksellers alone. We are now 
about to improve upon this, and, in the *' Reference Cata- 
logue of Current Literature,'* have a volume which the book- 
seller and nis customer may both use. Nearly all the pub- 
Ushers in the United Kingdom have agreed .0 print cata- 
logues of the books they have in print all uniform in sire. 
These, when bound, will make a volume as thick as the Lon- 
uou Directory. The volume will be furnished with indices, to 
facilitate reference, so that the bookseller may either turn to 
what is required \>r place it before the bookbuyer. It frequent- 
ly happens that a customer is undecided in his choice, or real- 
ly has no knowledge of the books he wishes to present or pur- 
chase; he may then take the catalogue home to select at 
leisure, or consult some friend. In a variety of ways the use- 
fulness of such a catalogue will suggest itself to the booksel- 
ler's iniud, and there can be little doubt that the number of 
copies provided .will soon be exhausted. 



Our readers will find in the correspondence 
eolumns a letter from the Messrs. Leavitt, to 
which it is only right we should call especial at- 
tention. Our statement as to ** Common Sense 
in the Household " was based on the best of 
evidence, the specific declaration of a well-known 
house to the effect of our statement ; it is no doubt 
true that the circulation in the newspapers and 
among the trade of this exceptional sale adver- 
tised the book widely and so helped it, but this 
instance is altogether exceptional, and its like 
had not happened before for years. The figures 
•f Western buying at the late sate show that at 
that sale not so much " dead stock " was thrown 



into the West as we had supposed, but they 
help to show how a large quantity of books is 
thrown below price into the great centres, and the 
country orders attracted thither by the undersell- 
ing that incontrovertible facts prove directly fol- 
lows these sales, so that the country trade is 
thus deprived of its reasonable chance, to the 
hurt of all concerned. In our view, the trade 
sales are like a drop of ferment in a huge mass, 
which becomes soured by the spread of its results. 
We agree with the Messrs. Leavitt in the severest 
reprobation of underselling by agents. It is 
scarcely necessary to state that our face has 
always been firmly set against all causes of de- 
moralisation in the trade, as one of which we have 
argued against the trade sale. . The other point 
made by the Messrs. Leavitt is referred to above. 

It might be supposed there was a plethora of 
quarto family Bibles in the market, especially 
among the subscription houses. It seems, how- 
ever, as if the subscription publishers were eter- 
nally playing an extensive game of follow my 
leader, for no sooner does one house issue a mod- 
erately successful book than a dosen others follow 
in its wake, with books of an exactly similar 
kind. Two or three years ago books of a semi- 
medical character were the fashion, and following 
the lead of a Philadelphia house, at least twenty, 
all bearing a strong family likeness, were issued by 
as many different publishers. Just now illustrated 
family Bibles seem to be the rage, ponderous arti- 
cles of parlor furniture, eminent for their im- 
posing exterior and utter uselessness. The 
amount of good morocco spoiled in their bindings 
is horrible to think of— covers at least an inch thick, 
bevelled,and gilded, and ttamped until every natu- 
ral beauty of the leather is effaced. These solid 
cubes of ugliness are being sold by the ton, as it 
was discovered not long ago that at least one 
house was making money by such a venture. The 
fashion was started, and big Bibles became the 
pets of the hour. The latest of these is from 
Hubbard & Bros., Philadelphia* So far as paper 
and print are concerned, little fault can be found, 
but the wonder is how so many of these Bibles 
can find a sale. 



Scribner, Armstrong & Co. make the impor- 
tant announcement that Mr. William Cullen Bry- 
ant, assisted by Mr. Sidney Howard Gay, has in 
preparation a •• Popular History of the United 
states."

In reply to the allegations fhat the book busi- 
ness is demoralized, and that a " leading cause " 
of this supposed demoralization is the trade sales, 
as well as to aid in your efforts to restore the trade 
to a respectable standing and a sound basis, we 
append a list of all the towns in the far West to 
which we sqld books at one of the largest sales 
ever held, that of September, 1873, with the 
' amounts sold to each.

P. S. — It just occurs to us that there is one 
point in the matter of "demoralization " which 
we have not seen mentioned by yourselves or any 
of your correspondents or contemporaries. It is, 
the travelling agents who throng the West. 
Where we reach 5 towns, they reach 500 or 1,000, 
and sometimes half-a-dozen agents in a town at 
once, who, from competition, sell their books at 
discounts of fifty and sixty per cent., thereby not 
only demoralizing the retail trade, but also to a 
cry great extent demoralizing the jobbing trade 



and damaging and seriously interfering with the 
business of the trade generally. If the demand 
for smaller discounts should be carried into effect, 
this evil would in a great degree be remedied, but 
the other effect will be, that at least one-half of 
the publishers will find it very difficult to sell 
their books, and their business much cm tailed and 
crippled. 

In the Right Direction -Will it Pay?

Dear Sir : We desire to call your attention to 
the book sent herewith — *' The Silence and Voices 
of God," by F. W. Farrar. 

We have issued this book, in conformity with 
the suggestions of the booksellers' convention at 
Cincinnati, at the low price of $1 retail, and offer 
the trade a discount of one-third — yet the first cry 
that we get is, " We won't buy unless you make 
it 40 per cent." Now let any persons acquainted 
with the cost of book-making examine this 
volume, and they will readily see that there is no 
money to be made on it at our price, unless a very 
large number are sold. We have such faith in the 
book that we believe that it will meet with a large 
sale ; and having issued it as we state, many 
booksellers refuse to touch it, because the English 
edition, although with a higher retail price, has 
been bought at 40 per cent. 

Is it not to our interest, let us ask, to issue the 
book at $i 25, and then sell at 40 per cent ? yet 
this is just what the convention complained of. 
At all events, We try the experiment on this book, 
and wait to see how far the trade will go towards 
supporting their own recommendations, as in the 
4th Article of their resolutions.

The Question of Library Prices. 

New York, March 4, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir: — In the large amount of corre- 
spondence that has appeared in your columns rela- 
tive to the vexed question of discounts to the 
trade and to bookbuyers it would appear as if every 
branch of the subject must have received atten- 
tion. There is one point, however, to which, it ap- 
pears ,to me, due consideration has not been 
given in the discussion — namely, the position and 
requirements of libraries 

v The reforms proposed by the American Book 
Trade Union are so excellent in their aims, and 
the evils they assail are such serious ones, that it 
is of essential importance that the measures pro- 
posed should be both correct and logical in princi- 
ple and practicable in execution. One of the 
recommendations of the Union is that " no dis- 
count from retail prices be made to any persons 
outside of the regular trade.*' This is, I believe, 
so sweeping that it is both erroneous in principle 
and impracticable to carry out. The Union does 
not, of course, include in its list of the " regular 
trade ,f circulating libraries. . But these really buy 
books to sell again, although their methods or 
sale are different from those of the bookseller. 
The Mercantile Library of New York is practically 
a dealer in books — when it buys 500 copies of 
a new novel, sells the use of these to its customers, 
and finally, when the first d:mand has gone by. 
sells 490 of the half worn-out copies to poorer 
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country libraries — and it should receive some of 
the privileges, granted to dealers in books. 
Farther, in buying $co copies of a book instead of 
one, it is a wholesale buyer, and is entitled to such 
advantage of price as the laws of trade accord to 
a wholesale buyer of any goods. The Govern- 
ment Commissary, who buys his flour by the 1,000 
barrels, buys at a lower rate than is accorded to 
the individual getting his single barrel for family 
consumption — and rightly. "It is in accordance 
with tne fundamental principles of the laws of 
trade that can no more be altered by recommenda- 
tions or resolutions than the price of flour can be 
fixed by act of Congress. 

A library is also ai association, and is entitled 
to the economic advantages of co-operation, just 
as the members of a club are entitled to receive 
advantage in buying supplies for several hundred 
consumers through one steward. 

We must not forget that while books differ from 
other goods in having advertised prices, they are 
nevertheless merchandise, and are subject to the 
same laws that govern the buying and selling of 
other merchandise. 

This is not the place to discuss the rights of 
libraries to exist, or their service not only to the 
reading public, but to the writers and sellers of 
books. 

There is no question, however, but that the 
effective force and usefulness of all libraries would 
be seriously impaired, and the existence even of 
some of the weaker country town associations be 
imperilled, if it were attempted to take away all 
the advantage they at present possess over the 
individual buyer. And we think the experience 
of any thoughtful bookseller who has watched in 
a town the growth of the intellectual tastes and 
cultivation on which his business is so largely de- 
pendent,will convince him that an intelligently con- 
ducted town library assists very much in the de- 
velopment of these, and educates and increases 
the circle of his own customers. We believe he will 
find also that if his own enterprise and intelligence 
are equal to the requirements of the managers of 
the town-library, the business of purchasing sup- 
plies for the same will naturally fall into his hands 
instead of being diverted to the large cities. In 
a large proportion of the cases where librarians 
will only send their orders to the large cities it is, 
I believe, as much for the sake of better facilities 
offered by the city dealer in the way of complete 
files of catalogues, useful literary information and 
suggestions, and prompt estimates of cost, as for 
any trifling advantage in prices. I admit, how- 
ever, that there should be no such advantage, 
and that in the rearrangement of discounts the 
country bookseller should be so protected that he 
could offer the local library as good terms as 
could be obtained in the cities. The library must, 
however, as a matter of principle, policy, and 
Practical necessity, be permitted to buy on better 
terms than the individual ; and' if the proposed 
general reduction of discounts (based on a reduc- 
tion of catalogue prices), the necessity for which 
u very evident, is carried out, I would suggest a 
•cale something like the following : To the job- 
DCT 33 f -3 per cent., to the retailer 25 per cent , 
to the library 15 per cent. This rate would give 
the retailer a commission on a library order of 
ten per cent, whjch would pay him as well for 
the trouble and investment as the 25 per cent, on 
the single book sold from his counter, which he 
■*» had the risk of purchasing and keeping. 

I regret to have trespassed upon so much of 
your space, I trust however I have succeeded 



in showing the importance of the limitation sug- 
gested to the recommendation of the Union, and 
I feel assured that without some such limitation 
the recommendation can never be generally ac- 
cepted or carried out. If the attempt were made 
by a portion of the trade to put into force in their 
own business measures not generally accepted, 
the result would be not to reform a system, but 
simply to throw into the hands of those of the 
trade who declined to make the attempt, a larger 
share of the book business of the country than 
properly belonged to them.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 

We have from Robert Clarke & Co. a copy of 
"The Young Booksellers' and Stationers' Society," 
of Cincinnati, organized Jan. 20, 1874. The 
second article declares that "The objects of 
the Society shall be the moral and intellectual im- 
provement of its members by means of lectures, 
essays, and discussions on trade, literary, and gen- 
eral subjects, and the fostering of social inter* 
course among the members. w The present offi- 
cers are : Honorary President, Robert Clarke ; 
Honorary Vice-Presidents, R. D. Barney, John 
W. Dale, Howard Barney; President, Alexander 
Hill ; Vice-President, W. H. Anderson ; Secretary 
and Treasurer, John Dickison. We trust that 
this excellent idea may be taken up in other large 
places. 

A work for teaching practical geometry on a 
somewhat novel plan is soon to be published by 
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger, Philadelphia. 
It is entitled 4( Mechanic's Geometry," and is by 
Robert Riddell, the author of a well-known work 
on hand-railing, •' The Carpenter and Builder," 
etc. The present work has been specially pre- 
pared for the use of learners, or for mechanics who 
desire to improve themselves in their craft. The 
directions show how the designs may be drawn, 
by geometric rules, for the various angles and 
curves needed by the workman. An illustration 
of these is given on the opposite page, printed on 
thick cardboard, with muslin back. The designs 
are cut out and lift up from the page, so that they 
serve both as a projection and a plan. As a plan, 
they show first how, by geometric rules, the figures 
are drawn, and then, the page taking the part of 
the material, how each part is to be cut out On 
lifting the parts up from the page, and fitting 
them together, the object itself is formed, every 
angle and curve being mathematically correct. 
The plan is a most excellent one, and will be very 
useful in teaching the practical application of 
geometry. The same publishers have also in the 
press, " Handbook of the Locomotive," giving 
full information concerning the construction of 
engines and boilers, their management and run- 
ning, by Stephen Roper ; and " Billeta Linden ; 
or, The Artist's Bride," the second volume of the 
new uniform edition of Emerson Bennett's works. 

We have to record another addition to the ever 
increasing Wesley literature. The Rev. J. H. 
Rigg, D.D., of England, author of " Modern 
Anglican Theology," "Essays for the Times," 
etc., has prepared a work entitled " The Living 
Wesley,** in which he gives a summary of all the 
later Wesley literature, and then proceeds to pre- 
sent a portrait of John Wesley in the prominent 
periods of his life. The author does not enter in- 
to the minute events of the career of his subject, 
but gives the results, rather than the process, of 
his investigations. The Rev. Dr. Hurst, Presi- 
dent of Drew Theological Seminary, is to supply 
an Introduction to the work, and Messrs Nelson 
& Phillips, of this city, will issue it in May. 

Porteb & Coates will shortly issue a new 
juvenile by Harry Castlemon, whose " Gunboat ** 
and '* Rocky Mountain " series have become* so 
popular with boys, to be entitled " The Sports- 
man's Club Afloat." They will also add to. their 
list a new edition of Milman's Gibbon's Rome, 
with steel plates. . 

Jansen, McClurg & Co. will issue in April a 
volume of sermons, by Prof. David Swing, of 
Chicago. As the Professor has been arraigned 
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by a prominent D.D. of the Presbyterian church, 
' upon the charge of heresy, and as the sentiment 
of the great majority of the people and the press 
almost universally seems in his favor, an unusual 
interest is likely to attach to the publication of 
the sermons. 

The readers of the " Children's Chapter," in 
"The Women of the East/' will be glad to know 
that a juvenile on "The Children of the East" 
is promised by Rev. Dr. Tessup, through Dodd 
ftMead. 

A very timely and much-needed work is prom- 
ised by the Professor of Political Economy at 
Yale, W. G. Sumner, who, says the Mail, though 
not a very old man, has already made a reputation 
among specialists. His 4 ' History of American Cur- 
rency," when it is published by Henry Holt & Co., 
should be distributed freely by some philanthropic 
society about the national Capitol, and may do 
some good. It is compiled from original material, 
will be the only available study of the crisis of 1837, 
and will contain the famous " bullion report " on 
the long Bank of England suspension, now only 
to be found in Hansard's reports. 

Rev. E. P. Roe's capital little book, « Play 
and Profit in My Garden," formerly in Dodd & 
Mead's list, will be published hereafter by the 
Orange Judd Company. - 

A list of the new Ministry, Convocation, 
Houses of Lords and Commons, etc, will be is- 
sued as a supplement to that exceedingly useful 
compilation, " Whittaker's Almanac," on the as- 
sembling of Parliament.

Besides 
the celebrated essay on the Talmud, this will con- 
tain essays on Islam, Egypt (Ancient and Mod- 
ern), the CEcumenical Council, the Targums, and 
a variety of other topics. TurgeniefFs latest works, 
"Spring Floods," and "A King Lear of the 
Steppe," will be included in one volume. Rich- 
ardson's " Clarissa Harlowe " has been condensed 
into the size of a modern novel with the intention 
of retaining all its distinctive features. Another 
needed piece of condensation will be Bos well's 
"Lifeot Johnson." The rewriting of the book 
having fnHd in England, Messrs. Holt & Co. 
have decided to condense it without any altera- 
tions other than omissions of passages that hurried 
modern readers would consider superfluous. The 
'* Posthumous Essays of Mr. Mill," to be pub- 
lished by the same house, will be kept back till 
fall.

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Stationery and Fancy Goods. 

The trade in stationery and fancy goods has 
never been so dull within the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant as at present. There is absolutely 
nothing doing, and this fact is accepted so 
generally that the question becomes. When will 
something be done ? This time of year, however, 
is not usually favorable for trade, but there have 
been but few years when there was not more 
business done than there is now. None of the large 
buyers are in town, and there is no anticipation of 
their coming. Many of the New York house* who 
sent out their travellers a few weeks ago have 
ordered them home, the sales made by them not 
warranting the expense of their continuance. 
Those who have returned report trade throughout 
the country to be very dull, and with no prospect 
of an improvement before April. 

In the. line of stationery there are no new goods, 
and any trade there is is done in standard and 
fancy papers. The rep papers have sold well, and 
at no time since their introduction has the *upply 
been equal to the demand. Standard writing 
papers and school stationery have been in good 
demand, but as the season of vacations approaches 
the sales fall off. 

In fancy goods some samples have been re- 
ceived, but no striking novelties are as yet shown. 
The samples are mostly new styles of old goods, 
that have been upon the market before. Fans 
and travellers' articles are the only goods sold, 
and the demand for these even. is limited.. 

Among the few noticeable good* upjpn the mar- 
ket is Emack's Pencil-Holding .Slate, which, 
though but recently introduced, has met with* 
large sale These slates are'of different stees, 
from 5x7 to 8x12, and are provided with a cavity 
in the frame to contain the slate pencil. A meat 
brass slide covers the aperture, and prevents JfHit 
pencil falling oat. This slate will be found a great 
convenience to school children, as it saves (ft 
pencil and prevents the damage done to clothing 
by carrying it in the pocket. The slates cost 
from $1.88 to $3 63 per dozen. 

The same firm, John D. Emack, Wil si am street, 
has also the Eureka Noiseless Slate, which, being 
provided with hard rubber corners, can be moved 
about on a desk, or even dropped, without making 
a noise or breaking. Every teacher knows the 
advantage of such an 'arrangement, as it will add 
greatly to the silence and order of the school- 
room. These slates are of different sizes and 
cost from $6.00 to £9.00 per dozen.

The Camera and the Printing- Press — The 
Rockwood Photo- En graving Process. 

We present with this number of the Weekly 
two illustrations by the Rockwood Photo-En- 
graving Process : one a portrait from life, the 
other a copy of a steel engraving. Their extra- 
ordinary excellence will impress the publishing 
fraternity with the fact that at last a thoroughly 
practical -process has been developed. 

From the earliest period in the history of 
photography attempts have been made to produce, 
by the action of light, surfaces upon metal, stone, 
and other substances, from which pictures could 
be printed with printer's ink — thus securing per- 
maneney* with the fidelity of the photograph. 
Some ten or twelve years ago, progress was made 
in France in what was called " htliographic en- 
graving, 9 ' in which metal printing-plates were ob- 
tained by the action of light ; and more recently, 
in this country, some attention was bestowed upon 
the maturing of a process of this character, with 
varying success. 

Mr. Rockwood is an experienced photogiapher, 
and has devoted a long time to the development 
and perfection of his process. Originally invent- 
ed in Denmark, the process has steadily advanced, 
till now it is of the simplest and most reliable na- 
ture. 

Under ordinary photographic negatives, pre- 
pared plates of glass, zinc, and stone are ex- 
posed to the action of light, and from these plates 
thousands of pictures Hre printed, with all the fa- 
cility of the ordinary lithograph, upon a press with 
ink. The effect of the light upon the sensitized 
plate is to transform it ink) a veritable litho- 
graphic plate — the parts exposed to the action of 
light having an affinity for tatty or printer's ink, 
and the portion protected from light rejecting the 
ink and absorbing water. So, first, a wet roHer is 
passed over a plate ready for the press, followed 
by an ink-roller, and the paper then placed on the 
press, and run through the rollers a^« the rate of 
about sixty or seventy an hour. ** 

Th. specimens we have seen of this new pro- 
cess are of very great variety — portraits* land- 
scapes, and copies of mechanical drawings, music, 
and ordinary letter-press. The portraits and 
landscapes are equal in appearance to the best 
specimens of photography obtained by the ordi- 
nary printing process ; and the copies of mschan- 
ical and other drawings are far superior, in clear- 
ness, fineness, and sharpness, to any we have seen 
produced by the ordinary " photo-lithographic " 
process. The copies of letter-press are some of 
them so fine that they cannot be read without a 
powerful magnifying glass, yet perfectly dear and 
sharp. 

There seems to be scarcely any limit to the ap- 
plication of this new art, which combines* all the

Sunday-School Books. 

A correspondent presents in another column 
some views on the prices of Sunday-school books, 
a subject which is one of the perplexities of the 
trade. He urges a reform in prices in this direc- 
tion, which is simply one phase of the general re- 
form so strongly advocated by us and put in shape 
at the Cincinnati Convention, Mr. A. F. Graves, 
of Boston, is now moving personally in this mat- 
ter, and has already procured a number of signa- 
tures binding to an agreement that the best terms 
on this class of books should be 50 off on pur- 
chases of over £500, and 40 and 10 on less, no 
further allowances to be made. This is a step in 
the right direction, but " please, sir, such' a very 
little one." It would be much better to set the 
discount at a third and have done with it. 

The chief difficulty in this matter comes of the 
complication of the religious publishing societies 
with the general trade. These publication 
houses, so far as they are charitable and mission- 
ary in organization, do not come within trade 
lines, and cannot be expected to look at matters 
of price from the' trade point of view. Their 

•cise purpose is, as nearly as possible to give 



away books, and the trade can " compete " only 
indirectly, by publishing books that Sunday- 
schools must have, though at the higher price. 
The work of tbe Bible Society, for instance, is a 
glorious work, that no private publisher can for a 
moment take exception to ; yet, notwithstanding 
it sells one copy or a thousand at what is really 
less than cost, for it includes no rent in its prices, 
there is still a tremendous private trade in Bibles. 
These lhnits of the trade most be recognized as 
facts ; the publisher must see that he is not able 
and ought not to be able to restrict the giving 
away of books of this sort. There is a consider- 
able margin for him outside even in the Sun- 
day-school field, and he can best improve this by 
the reform we have suggested for the general 
trade. 



A correspondent desires us to impress upon 
all publishers and jobbers the necessity of keep- 
ing at hand a copy of the " Telegraphic Index " 
issued by Lipplncott c< Co. The suggestion if * 
good one, but for this very important point — 
that the •' Index " is an individual enterprise of 
the Messrs. Lippincott, and that it would seem 
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that the benefits of it should accrue to them by 
the telegraphic orders being sent to their house, 



The subscriptions to the * Finding List " have 
not quite reached half the desired amount so 
far, and we fear that the cost of procuring the 
balance of the needed subscriptions would come 
to more than we can afford to put at risk We can- 
not do for the trade what it does not prove prac- 
tically that It wants done. If the present sub- 
scriptions were donbled throughout, we shonld 
have nearly enough guaranteed to commence on, 
and Mr. Patterson proposes to make an effort to 
secure this. It is understood that the Amer- 
ican News Co , which has always wily apprecia- 
ted the need and useralnessof such a work, stands 
ready to make its subscription $500, so soon as 
that will probably secure the publication of the 
list. If others would do as well, we might begin 
the work at once.

DftAJt Si*: Although the recent convention at 
Cincinnati was so largely composed . of Western 
booksellers, it must not be inferred that it is a 
movement by the Western dealers alone. 

Perhaps ft is better for the success of the com- 
bination that the meeting should be free from any 
of the influences which would almost certainly 
shadow it if it had been held at the East, and in 
the vicinity of the large publishing and jobbing 
houses. 

To be successful, a free interchange of opinions 
must first pass among the booksellers themselves 
Of the three parties composing the book-handling 
trade — viz., the publishers, the booksellers, and 
the people — the middle men are the retail dealers. 
The large houses of the city know but little of the 
hundred and one causes ot complaint which the 
country dealers are seeking to remedy. They 
know that the book trade is nearly demoralized, 
and that it is largely supplemented by outside 
branches of business. A bookstore proper cannot 
live on the profits of the books, in one. of a 
hundred places that nominally suppose theyTare 
doing so. 

As the spring is so nearly upon us, I want to 
call the attention of the booksellers and interested 
parties to the grievance of the " Sunday-school 
book''* trade. I believe that I have the sympathy 
of the larger part of fellow-laborers. By generally 
accepted opinion, the four leading religions pub- 
lishing houses were founded with the intention of 
•applying religious reading of every sort to the 
needy at the lowest possible price, or tax; I will 



say. This is theoretical, yet we shall see how far 
this is true. Each of four large and powerful 
denominations publish Sunday-school libraries* 
l^et us see at what cost. I, as a dealer, buy them 
at -*3 t -3 or 40 per cent off, and place them on mv 
shelves, innocently, we will suppose, thinking I 
am entitled to that percentage for risks, losses, 
and expenses of my store. The first customer 
who calls for a selection of these books is a plain, 
simple-minded appearing man from the country. 
In response to the prices I ask, he demands the 
discounts I offer. I say, if I say correctly, " My 
dear sir, these are religious books, and published 

by Society for the use you wish them for. It 

is not a money-making concern, as is the house 

of Messrs. , or , and they offer the books 

at the low margin of the advertised price 
in order to help educate and improve the 
minds of the people. They are missionaries. 1 " 
" Yes," is the reply, " but they offer me just these 
same books at »5 per cent off these same prices." 
Now here is a fraud, even if not something more, 
I am expected to bear every expense and risk as a 

bookseller^nd compete with Society, who 

desire to sell a country Sunday-school $20 worth 
of books. To be successful in competition I am 
compelled to be unsuccessful as a merchant. 
Suppose I refuse to deduct the same liberal dis- 
counts, why, my country customer replies, Brother 
A or B tells him he can get all the books for him 
at 30 per cent, off and he pay the express. 

This is all wrong, and is one of the things 
which the book trade must meet, discuss, and 
rule as being out of order in the reform they are 
demanding for the new order of things. The 
discussion of these and similar wrongs must take 
place before the large dealers are invited to join 
action with the retail-book men. 

Others are discussing the book agents, as found 
in the middle men in our colleges, seminaries, 
schools, teachers, clergymen, or travelling impe- 
cuniosities. My point is to reach the so-called 
cheap religious publishing societies, who receive 
the contributions of the churches and legacies of 
their dying friends in order to furnish reading 
cheap. Unlike the Bible Society, they do not do 
this at the lowest rate, but at 30 per cent, more 
than they can afford to. 

The arrangement creates dissatisfaction, really 
preventing any interest which booksellers might 
have in promoting the use of their books. No 
one who does not bear the risks and labors of 
dealers should expect a single cent off from regular 
published prices. If chips must fall when 
hewing is done, then let these fall where they wilt 
Let these large discounts cease, and I guarantee 
that these library books could be sold at 20 per 
cent, less price and still leave booksellers a 

remunerative profit

Would you be surprised to know that . . . 
offer books out of their retail department to con- 
sumers at 33 c-3 per cent ? I saw a letter from 
them a few days ago to a gentleman that is about 
buying about 5 1,000 worth miscellaneous books 
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for a private association library, to whom they 
made the above offer, which is as good as they 
give the trade on many good lines, and within 
five per cent, of their best discount to the trade on 
their own and some other lines. At this rate, the 
country book trade will be of short duration — in 
fact, now, our sales, outside of Christmas trade, 
do not pay interest on the investment. Another 
gentleman called on us a few days ago to inquire 
what we could do on $25 to $50 worth miscellane- 
ous books. On getting our reply, he stated that 
he had been offered 25. per cent, on some and '30 
per cent, on others, in the amounts named, in 
Philadelphia and New York, it is not natural 
for people to buy at home unless they can do as 
well as they can in New York or Philadelphia, 
which are only about 150 miles from here; the 
result is that we cannot sell such parties and make 
anything much on thei? orders. 

Accept my thanks for your cxctllent efforts of 
late in trying to help reform our disgraced calling.

John Church & Co., of Cincinnati, have illus- 
trated Western enterprise in a most unexpected 
way, by publishing a copyright edition of Liszt's 
cantata of " Prometheus — the vocal score, with 
English and German words, and piano-forte ac- 
companiment.

Mr. Wm. Black promises a new story imme- 
diately. 

Hon. John Bigelow's new "Life of Frank- 
lin " will supplement the famous " Autobiogra- 
phy," which extends to 1757, with such of the 
philosopher-statesman's afier-correspondence as 
will complete a memoir in autobiographical form.

THE LIBRARY CORNER. 

.One of the most interesting features of the 
present exhibition of the Metropolitan Art 
Museum is the display of early printed hooks. 

It is said that Senator Sumner has given the 
Harvard College Library, within the past few 
years, upwards of 5,000 pamphlets and 1,000 
volumes, many of them of great value. His own 
collection was small, but very choice. 

The Nation gives utterance to a sentiment to 
which every librarian, and for that matter ever 
reader, will say amen : "A* good index to any 
such production is a means of making its utilit 
tenfold what it was ; and the index-maker, how- 
ever ungrateful the task may have seemed, has 
done the next best thing to lengthening human 
existence : he has enabled those who profit by his 
labors to save time and to concentrate their 
energies when otherwise they might have wasted 
them." 

In writing of the Bucknell Library, Crozer 
Theological Seminary, Rev. Prof. Krauth says 
truly: " Next to what it has, a library is rich in 
what it omits. Useless books are worse than use- 
less in a library ; they are pernicious They hide 
and supplant the good books. They make hay* 
stacks to hide needles. A library should separate 
the sheep from the goats." 

Bulletin No. 28 of the Boston Public Library, 
a pamphlet of 44 pages, brings up the list of addi- 
tions of books ana alterations of place to the end 
of the year 1873. It also gives the information 
necessary in the annexation of Charlestown and 
Brighton. There are now five branch libraries to 
be cared for along with the Great Library in 
Boston. 

Mr. Quaritch, of London, announces that he 
will hereafter publish simply *' rough catalogues 
of books on sale,' 1 in place of special catalogues, 
and that he has in advanced preparation his 
general descriptive catalogue of above 20,000 
volumes. 

Sydney, New South Wales, is building a Free 
Public Library. So the good work goes on. 

The second # series of " Lettres d'un Biblio- 
graphe " (Paris,' Tross, 8vo.), illustrated with fac- 
similes, consists of fifteen letters, in which the au- 
thor, M. Madden, describes books' mostly con- 
nected with the press of the Fratres Communis 
Vitae, who, he assumes, were the masters of our 
William Caxton. M. Madden also contends, 
against the opinion of all previous bibliographers, 
that the Bible of 36 linns, generally ascribed to 
Albert Pflster, of Bamberg, was undoubtedly (?) 
the work of Gutenberg. — Athenaum. 

Trubner & Co., London, issue, in numbers at 
regular intervals, a very valuable Catalogue of 
choice, rare, and curious books, selected from their 
immense stock accumulated for a number of years. 
The books offered are such as seldom appear in 
catalogues of second-hand books ; and as of several 
of the more recent expensive publications here 
enumerated only very limited impressions have 
been taken, copies but rarely occur for sale in the 
London book-ma ket. The catalogue itselt is a 
valuable acquisition for librarians and bibliogra- 
phers, on account of its critical and explanatory 
notes.

" Bargain " Catalogues. 
The state of the book trade is now about this : 
'either discounts must be reorganized so as to 
preserve retail prices, or retail prices must go by 
Che board, and underselling be acknowledged as 
the trade method — which means the demoraliza- 
tion of the retailers pretty nearly out of existence. 
We have two notable examples of ""cutting 
under " before us this week. The one is the so- 
called M clearance catalogue " of a well-known 
Broadway house, which we had thought sufficiently 
awake to the interests of the trade not to attempt 
underselling. The other, the "bargain catalogue" 
«f books for sale by *' th« — — ekib," Chicago. 
Now, clearance catalogues, like clearance auc- 
tion sales, are perfectly legitimate,, but this first 
named list is not a clearance catalogue at all. 
Fresh, salable books are quite as well represented 
as dead stock, such as the moment they were 
^cleared off " would be reordered at once from the 
publishers. The house does not advertise its own 
issues for sale below price, but what is to be ex- 
pected in such a case ? Either for retaliation or 
in competition, other houses will undersell its 
books, and nothing can be said against it. 

The Chicago "club** prints a representative 
catalogue in a monthly before us, and gives a 
full list of American publishers by name, classing 
them according to the amount of discount the 
"club "can give on their books— respectively a 
third, thirty, twenty-five. We trust the publishers ' 
who are thus posted will be pleased at the promi- 
nence given them. Too many have brought it 
upon themselves, but all suffer together. 

Which of the alternatives, will the publishers 
choose?

T lk* Editor of th* Publisher*' Weekly. 

Every publisher or extensive dealer in scienti- 
fic books classifies them according to his own 
ideas, or does not classify then at all. So also 



with regard to every one who makes a catalogue 
of them. 

Now it seems to me that but one square thought 
is necessary to see that there would be a decided 
advantage to all having anything to do with 
scientific books from the publisher to the con- 
sumer, including librarians, and especially dealers 
and their clerks, to have the best classification 
made that can be, and then adopted by all who 
publish or catalogue scientific books. 

If the main divisions of the classification were 
numbered, and the sub divisions lettered, and 
then when a book is announced and each time it 
is advertised in a trade journal give the number 
and letter of the classification, it would be a great 
saving of time to the dealers; and time is money, 
and the greater ease with which a business can be 
done the more business will naturally be done in 
it. Very few of those who sell scientific books 
know anything of science, and many a sale is lost 
on account of the want of information oi the 
salesman. 

The following is a classification that we have 
been Working under for several years, both cata- 
loguing and arranging our stock according to it, 
and we have found it to work Very satisfactorily ; 
but the difficulty with us is that no other classifi- 
cation is tfye same as ours :

Underselling Data. 

Miss., March 25, 1874. 

To tkt Editor of tk* PubH*k*rS IVtekly. 

We read with Interest your editorials and com- 
munications upon the subject of selling by pub- 
lishers at wholesale prices to persons not in the 
book-trade, and to schools, at such prices as the 
local bookseller cannot afford to give. 

A customer asked us the price of a set of books 
which we had in store, and wc replied $50 (the 
publisher's price). He stated very significantly, 
" Oh, I can send on and get them for $30 or $40. " 
We replied, " Write and get the publisher's price 
to you, and we will sell you the books at that 
price, be it $25 or $50.*' We saw the letter in 
which the publisher offered the books at $40 — 
one-fifth off. We could have gotten Irom the 
publisher only three-tenths on that particular 
book. It was an encyclopaedia. 

A teacher w rote an order for school books, and 
stated that ho could get one-fourth from the pub- 
'shers. We declined to sell at that price. 

The retail ttade are now selling at a wholesale 



price to teachers, but they will discontinue that as 
soon as the publishers do so*. We are glad to see 
the movement among the publishers on this sub- 
ject. Our opinion is that there should not be a 
wholesale or reduced price to teachers. 

As soon as the publishers stop the teachers' 
discounts, we* expect to sign and get signed an 
agreement, by every bookseller within a reason* 
able distance, not to sell to teachers except at the 
retail price. We offer this as a suggestion to 

other booksellers*

CORRESPONDENCE. 

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, March 30. — A curious and inv 
poitant question in insurance law, of special in- 
terest to all publishers, has just arisen here. A 
short time ago a fire occurred in the bindery of 
.Wm. Rutter & Co., where were stored consider- 
able quantities of sheet stock belonging to differ- 
ent publishing houses. Much of this stock was 
damaged by water, including the sheet stock of a 
work published by Stoddart & Co. This stock 
was insured for its value as> paper and print, at 
the rate of 32 cents per copy, the publication 
price of the book being $2,50. The sheets were 
sufficiently damaged to make them unsalable as> 
new books, but were still readable. The insurance 
company offered to pay the lull amount of the 
policy, but claimed the sheets, which they pro* 
posed to put into cheap cloth binding, and sell 
for whatever was offered for them. To this the 
publisher naturally objected, because by putting 
a large number of copies of the book on the mar- 
ket at a greatly reduced price, the regular sale of 
the book would be quite ruined. The insurance 
company had a clear title to the sheets, provided 
they were mutilated and sold as waste paper; but 
it is equally clear that they had no right to inter- 
fere with the business of the insured, by flooding 
the market with inferior and damaged copies of 
the book, at a price far below that fixed by him. 
The value of a book is separate and distinct from 
its worth as so many ounces of paper and straw 
board. The insurance company, by selling the 
sheets in question for anything more than their 
value as pounds of waste paper, woukl be using 
without permission the ideas ot the author and 
the business skill of the publisher, on which he 
has risked bis trading capital, whereby the value 
known as the ** publication price " has been cre- 
ated. This view of the case has been taken until 
now by every insurance company in adjusting 
losses with publishers. The -case of Stoddart & 
Co. still remains unsettled, but if it should go 
into court it is safe to predict that the ruling will 
be against the insurance company* 

The Pennsylvania Legislature has taken upon 
itself to dabble with the school books used in 
the public schools, and a bill to provide for uni- 
form school books throughout the State has been 
introduced in the Senate, it provides that a 
board consisting of the State Superintendent and 
three citizens shall examine all school books, and 
pick out a complete series in all grades, including 
all branches of study. Tnose selected shall be 
used in the public schools for five years, begin- 
ning from September, 1875. The board is to as- 
certain from the publishers on what terms they 
will supply the books selected, and also the terms 
on which the copyrights may be acquired by the 
State. If the board fails to agree on any particu- 
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lar book necessary to complete the series, the 
members are to supply the deficiency themselves 
by preparing a new book. This summary in- 
cludes all the essential points in the bill. The 
constant changing of the text books in the public 
schools, before the children have had time to go 
half through them, is a very serious evil, and one 
which the advocates of the bill think this measure 
will cure. It, however, paves the way for quite 
as many evils as it professes to remedy. What 
assurance is there that the three citizens who are 
to be members of the board will know anything 
more about educational matters than the men of 
straw who now act as school directors ? To be* 
come a school director is recognized as the first 
step in the ladder of political success, and in 
Philadelphia the office is in nearly every case filled 
by some mere ward politician. There are doubt- 
less many worthless books now used in the public 
schools, but under the proposed law it would be 
possible to enforce the uniform use of a series of 
worthless books for a period of five years, without 
the possibility of a change during the prescribed 
time. 

The indications are that we are not going to 
have a very brilliant spring trade. The jobbing 
houses are doing enough to keep their packing 
departments tolerably busy, but the orders are 
light Forster's third volume of the Life of 
Charles Dickens has sold very satisfactorily. 
Ouida's story, " Beb6e," has also been very suc- 
cessful, and Proctor's " Borderland of Science " 
has been a very profitable venture. J. B. Lippin- 
cott & Co. are just on the point of issuing " Me- 
moirs of John Quincy Adams," by Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, vol. I ; " Plato," by Clifton W. Col- 
lins, torming one of the " Ancient Classics for 
English Readers ;" and the first volume of Pres- 
cott's Peru, edited by John Foster Kirke. The 
same firm have the following books nearly ready : 
-'The Heir of Malreward," by the author of 
"Son and Heir;" "Ligation of Arteries," by 
L. H. Farabeuf ; " As It bhould Be," by " Alex " ; 
14 The Life of Benjamin Franklin," edited by Hon. 
John Bigelow,3 vols., crown 8vo. ; Lieber's 'Civil 
liberty/' revised by Dr. Theodore D. Woolsey ; 
"The Villages of the Bible," by Rev. E. Paxton 
Hood; "The Four Civilizations of the World," 
by Henry Wikoff; •• The Universe and the Com- 
ing Transits," by Professor Proctor ; and '• The 
Concordance to Shakespeare's Poems," by Mrs. 
Horace Howard Furness, the wife of the author 
of the Variorum Shakespeare. 

Porter & Coates have several novels in active 
preparation, as follows : '* No Alternative,'* by 
Mrs. Pender Cudlip, better known as Annie 
Thorn s, a brilliant and sparkling writer, whose 
novels have hitherto been very successful ; " The 
Vicissitudes of Bessie Fairfax," bv Miss Harriet 
l*-nr, whose nom de plume of Holm Lee is very 
veil known; and a novel translated from the Ger- 
man of Carl Detlef, the title of which has not 
vet been decided upon. The' author is known in 
this country by his * 4 Might it Be," and other 
works of fiction. The new book was published 
in Germany under the title 0!' '' Between Father 
and Son," but as this title was very much like 
that of another book still selling, the publishers 
have decided to change it. 

As might be expected, the great prophet of 
temperance could not allow the women's crusade 
to pass unnoticed. It was too important an event 
m the annals of the cause to be permitted to sub- 
tide without being turned to account. Accord- 
ingly, a tale from the pen of T. S. Arthur is an- 



nounced, entitled " Woman to the Rescue : a 
Tale of the Crusade.'* It will be illustrated, and 
sold by subscription; price $1.25. Stoddart & 
Co. are the publishers. Another work founded 
on current events is " The History of the Grange 
Movement," just published by the National Pub- 
lishing Company. This company has recently 
added a printing office to its establishment. It 
already had a bindery, and now manufactures its 
books completely. 

T. B. Peterson & Bros, have just ready for pub- 
lication Mrs. £. D. £. N. Southworth's " Victor's 
Triumph." It forms a "sequel" to "A Beauti- 
ful Fiend,'* and with those who admire sensa- 
tional writing it will be a favorite. The cheap re- 
issue of Mrs. Newby's novels, lately published by 
this firm, I understand to have sold very largely.

The woodwork of the store is western oak 
ind whitewood, the bookkeeper's desk being 
made of mahogany. The building is heated by 
{team, which, being conveyed tu the bindery, 
gives power to a stationary engine, and thus the 
danger of communicating fire from one story to 
inotherby means of belting is avoided.

THE LIBRARY CORNER. 

Mr. Walter C. Hood, of Marietta, Ohio, has 
been appointed by Governor Allen as State 
Librarian to fill the position of S. G. Harbaugh, 
whose term expired on March 23. Mr. Harbaugh 
has served as Librarian twelve years from March, 
1862, receiving consecutive appointments of two 
years each from six Governors. His daughter, 
Miss Mary C. Harbaugh, is retained as assistant 

At the last annual count of the books in Har- 
vard College Library, there were 140,000 volumes, 
nearly 100,000 pamphlets, and nearly 50,000 dupli- 
cate pamphlets. 

The Bookseller notes that " the first catalogue 
of publications in the English language was com- 
piled in 1595 by Andrew Maunsell, a bookseller 
of ability and eminence, who lived in Lothbury 
toward the close of the sixteenth century." It 
gives also the curious title and dedications. 

Every Saturday lately had some very sensible 
remarks by Mr. Scudder on country free libraries, 
saying that "the public library is no more, of 
necessity, a great and expensive collection of 
books, than is the school a highly organized, 
splendidly endowed, and thoroughly equipped in- 
stitution. A country school, with a teacher who 
has the teacher's faculty, has the essentials of a 
school ; a country library containing the books 
that make readers and thinkers, has the essentials 
of a library." He desires the establishment of 

"tail local libraries of books to be read, and the 
ndonment of the ideal of a great, permanent 



collection of books. It might be as simple a mat- 
ter to have a district library as to have a district 
schcol ; and if, as every district school is part of 
a system, every little library were also part of 1 
well-ordered system, then we might have not only 
our great libraries in the city, our highly organized 
city schools, our colleges and their libraries; 
but also a great network of small lending 
libraries, connected with our country schools, and 
so ordered that there should be an economical use 
of tne same material, and each library should be 
not a solitary and independent collection, but one 
that is part of a general sytem. 

U Inter mi diaire des Chereheurs (French Nttts 
and Queries), which came to a stop in 1870, is at- 
tempting to resume operations by sending to its 
subscribers the number of August 10, 1870, as it 
was left at the time. It advertises, on its fourth 
page, a new periodical of the same kind, which is 
to bear the formidable name of Afyriobiblum. 

The University Library of Strasburg has in- 
creased 80,000 volumes auring the past year, and 
now numbers about 300,000 volumes in all. Half 
of these additions have been procured by purchase, 
the rest through public and private donations. 

The new librarian of the Berlin Library will be 
Prof. Lepsius.

Editorial Notes. 



1 fortnight since on a 
"Clearance Catalogue," issued by a Broadway 
house, we were perhaps not quite just in omitting 
to state more fully the position of the house in 
question. They had a considerable surplus stock 
of English and American books, among which, as 
we stated, were many current publications, on 
which they desired to realize at once. They there- 
fore offered their copies on their shelves, for sixty 
days, considerably below price, not intending to 
replace this stock or to sell any other copies at the 
prices named, preferring this quieter method to 
general advertising of underselling during the hol- 
iday season. All this is stated in the prefatory 
" notice," of which we must say, however, that 
the use of terms — " we cannot engage to fill orders 
at catalogue prices after the stock in hand is dis- 
posed of" — was unfortunate, since this simply pro- 
tects the house from being bound to supply further 
copies at these prices if they could not profitably 
be had, and does not state that they will not or 
cannot supply them. The house state, however, 
that they had no intention of selling other copies 
than those on their shelves. We find further that 
inch a list is accepted by many members of the 
trade as a legitimate " clearance catalogue," and 



on such a ground we certainly owe the hou? 
question an apology for individualizing then 
criticism. But this does not affect our own 
tion, that it is unwise in the better members o 
trade to issue such catalogues, since it thus bee 
practically impossible to draw a line against u: 
selling anywhere. Such precedents give co 
nance to and encourage the extreme Nassau : 
underselling. And it is to be understood tha 
chief criticism upon underselling is that it ri 
upon the larger publishers themselves. In 
view, every man's business is his own, and nc 
has the right to object or criticise — but all 
opens a very broad question, of which we 
treat at another time. 

Wr are receiving gratifying encouragement 
a few individual parties in the Finding List t 
prise, but they are few. J. C. Trader&Co.,X 
O., write : " Double our subscription. We 
afford to have it fail ;" and in a P. S., " If n 
sary, will double again." N. S. Harding & 
Nebraska City, in doubling theirs, add : " Th: 
terprise mutt net /ail. If we, doing a busim 
only (3,5,000 a year, can afford, rather than h, 
fail, to take two copies, it is a shame and dil 
to the trade that the matter lags. The pub! 
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and jobbers ought to make up the amount at once." 
In a letter just received from Mr. Aston, Presi- 
dent of the Book Trade Union, he says : " I trust 
your Finding List will be a success. I fear, unless 
we succeed in making a radical change in the 
retail book trade, your next enterprise will be to 
get up a finding list to find the booksellers." If 
the trade generally manifested the spirit of such 
members of it, we could enter on the work next 
month. But it still looks very doubtful. 



We learn from Mr. Aston, the delegate of the 
American Book Trade Union to confer with pub- 
lishers, that he has been delayed from his pro- 
posed journey East by sickness and business hin- 
drances. When he will be on he cannot even yet 
say certainly, but he hopes to visit our publishers 
before long. We trust they will be ready to con- 
fer usefully with him when he does come.

A Letter from Mr. Aston. 

[We give below some portions of a letter just 
received, under date of Columbus, C, April 1 1. 
1*374, from Mr. Isaac C. Aston, President of the late 
Convention and of the Book Trade Union, and 
its delegate to the publishers. — Ed ] 

Columbus, April n, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Ptiblisturt Weekly. 

It is fair to presume that the publishers feel 
that a change would be quite as advantageous to 
them as to the trade at large, for as surely as the 
booksellers are only so-called now just as cer- 
tainly are they going out of the book business as 
rapidly as it is possible for them to do so. 

Bookstores are now becoming regular bazaars, 
selling all sorts of " traps and calamities" in or- 
der to turn an honest penny. I must confess I 
am almost abashed when I think " how the migh- 
ty have fallen," for in times long past I felt proud 
to say I was a bookseller. Ohio is now pondering 
the question of adopting her own series of school- 
books; a bill was introduced in the Legislature 
this winter. Should this bill pass, then the school 
marms will sell the books and the trade will then 
add a few more traps, or turn school-marms or 
publishers. It is a lamentable fact that the best 
talent in the trade is fast retiring, and then the 
men who make books must all sell by subscrip- 
tion, having agents whose name will be legion. 

Will not the good sense of our American pub- 
Ji&hers suggest to them that it will be far easier 

1 cheaper for them to sell through three, rather 



than 12 to 20 men in a place, and when a book is 
made at $1, it will be sold at one price by pub- 
lisher and the entire trade, the bookbuyer rean- 
ing the advantage of a low price and the trade 
working for a less per cent, but being assured 
that prices will be uniform, and that neither pub- 
lisher or bookseller can afford to undersell. When 
this climax is reached then the book trade will 
assume a status never before reached, and the 
milleniai glory will begin to dawn, and we will 
then proudly assume the honorable title of book- 
sellers, as in days of yore.

When a customer enters a bookstore and in- 
quires for Tennyson's " In a Garden," the sales- 
man in attendance knows from the familiarity of 
sound that " Enoch Arden" is meant; but a cus- 
tomer puzzled us the other day by asking for a , 
new novel called " Golden Eggs." As none of us 
had heard of it, and as the goose which was pop- 
ularly supposed to have laid those desirable arti- 
cles had long since perished through the inordi- 
nate cupidity of its owner, none of us could tell 
what was really wanted until further inquiry 
elicited the fact that the author was Mark Twain. 
Then we knew that " The Gilded Age" was what 
our customer desired. 

A still more curious mistake, though in this in- 
stance a typographical one, occurred a few days 
since, when the writer, in sending the MS. of a 
catalogue to the printer, described an illustrated 
work, " Beauties of the Opera and BaUet," as 
having colored borders to each page. This the 
compositor transformed into " colored barbers to 
each page." Such a volume would truly be an 
" edition de luxe." We recommend the idea to 
enterprising publishers. The reader could enjoy 
a fresh shave every time he turned a new leaf.

to protect those who do, and declining to sell goods 
to those who do not, comply with this arrangement. 
Nearly all the jobbers have already entered into 
this agreement, and we trust the experiment will 
prove helpful to the trade, and finally to the public. 
The laws of trade assure the latter that under such 
a system competition will turn to giving them the 
best article for their money.

It 
will be lengthy, and will exceed the limits of a 
stage piece. 
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The latest issue of (heAtAenaum contains a long 
letter from Dr. J. G. Holland, on international 
copyright, apropos of the printing of his " Arthur 
Bonnicastle," with a concluding chapter " by 
another hand, 1 ' to evade the British copyright on 
the latter chapters, first published in that country 
for the purpose of receiving it He concludes : 

It is useless to quarrel with feats which one is power- 
Jen to remove; end I write thie letter mainly to protest 
against the oppression of the authors of both countries 
en aocoont of national failures and duty for whioh they 
they are not responsible. If the authors of Great Britain 
can make arrangements with American publishers which 
"the courtesy of the trade " protects, let us put nothing 
In their way, and help them all we can. If American 
anfhors can make arrangements with British publishers 
which, through a literal or a liberal construction of 
British law, can be protected, they certainly do some- 
thing for justice, and furnish a better pavement for the 
progress of the nation toward a true position, than the 
threats and thefts of foreign publishers. Every pub- 
lisher In American who has interfered with the pur- 
chased right of another in a British author's books has 
lost reputation with the trade by that act. It ought to 
be ao abroad. If the authors of both countries cannot 
get what they ought to have, they should, at least, be 
permitted to get what they can, and not be ground to 
powder, as the unwilling grain, between the opposing 
interests of British and American paper-makers and book* 
publishers. 

Mr, James Campbell, Boston, Mass. , has pur- 
chased the plates and copyright of Dr. Burnett's 
Translation of Von Siebold and H. Stannen's 
"Treatise on the Comparative Anatony of the 
Animal Kingdom," and will immediately proceed 
to prepare a limited edition for the market. This 
work has been pronounced by Profs. Agassiz, 
Silliman, Hitchcock, and other scientific and medi- 
cal men, as the most complete work on the subject 
extant 

Mr. F. F. Browne, editor and proprietor of the 
Lakeside Monthly, has published a card explaining 
that the long delay in issuing the February number 
of that magazine is due to his continued sickness, 
which will cause a suspension of the publication 
till next September. 

Minister Motley's "John of Barneveld," and 
Schweinfurth's ** Heart of Africa,'' are preparing 
for issue next week at the Harpers, with " A Fast 
Life on the Modern Highway," all previously 
spoken of. For this last Mr. Abbey has designed 
a clever cover. 

Two or three juveniles of special interest are 
numbered among Dodd and Mead's forthcoming 
issues in this department. " Nothing to Nobody" 
is the clever title of one; another is a clever story, 
1 Little Boots," by the author of " The Old Back 
'Room;" and two little stories of Mrs. Charles, 
author of the Schonberg-Cotta books, for some 
time out of print, will be republished, " Brother 
Bartholemew," or, " The United Brethren of 
Bohemia." 

"Poor Jack" is to have another story written 
about him showing his wrongs; this time it is by 
Mrs. Sewcll, England, and is entitled " Davie 
Blake the Sailor." 

An historical novel based upon the struggle of 
the South American colonies for independence, fend 
the conspiracy of the sons of Bolivia and the Black 
Eagle in Cuba near the close of the first quarter of 
this century, is promised by Senor J. de Armas 
Cespedes, nephew of the Cuban President, and the 
writer of a paper in the latest Galaxy. The story 
promises some new and interesting revelations con- 
cerning the origin of the Monroe doctrine. 

There is to be a meeting at Vienna of a com- 
pany of Austrian writers to meditate on literary 
questions between France and Germany. 



With the exception of the German, Hugo's .93 
has been translated into nearly every living tongue, 
and now the Gaulois announces he has authorized 
" one of the invaders" to translate it for the semi- 
official journal of Bismarck at Strasbourg — a 
very unpatriotic proceeding thinks the Gaulois. • 

Henry Wikoff has a new book in Lippincott's 
press, entitled " The Four Civilizations of the 
World." 

Not satisfied with the results of the labor of 
Croker and Malone, Mr. Percy Fitzgerald has set 
himself to the task of preparing a new edition of 
Boswell's Johnson, in which the original is to be 
exactly reproduced in spelling, punctuation, para- 
graphing, &c All notes and alterations will be 
separated from such as are supplied from other 
sources. 

A new German epic by Adolf Stern is devoted 
to Gutemberg, who hitherto has received but scant 
attention from the muses. 

It is said that the " Histoire due Romantisme," 
by Theophile Grander, now publishing in Paris, has 
all the merits of consummate style and exquisite 
fancy, for which that author is so noted. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. have in press 
" The China Collector's Pocket Companion,'' by 
Mrs. Bury Palliser. It is meant to supply the 
want of a portable guide to marks and monograms, 
such as will prove very useful to the lovers of the 
ceramic art. This mania has so many devotees 
in America, that the announcement will be inter- 
esting here. 

Mr. Philip Bourke Marston, the young 
English poet, a protege and devotee of the Ros- 
setti-Morris coterie, is to bring out a second vol- 
ume of poems. 

The speedy appearance of " Religion and the 
State " (Estes & Lauriat) is looked forward to 
with interest by those interested in the much 
vexed question of church taxation and exemption. 
The well-known Baptist divine, Alvah Hovey, 
D.D., President of the Newton Theological In- 
stitution, is the author, and he promises to throw 
light on that and on other kindred topics.

Every American, 
therefore, should help towards its perpetuation, 
remembering, in doing so, he is giving valuable 
and permanent assistance to the cause of educa- 
tion, and securing a lasting tribute to the memory 
of Agassiz. Circulars are already distributed, 
calling upon teachers and pupils throughout the 
United States to join, on the anniversary of 
Agassiz's birthday, May 28, 1874, in contributing 
to the fund, which will be called the " Teachers' 
and Pupils' Memorial Fund." Every one, how- 
ever, whether he can give much or little, is 
cordially invited to unite in this tribute. We hope 
the trade will not be behind-hand with their mite, 
and will lend whatever other support may be 
within their province to the forwarding of the 
enterprise.

The Alternative. 

It is not so unfrequently as might be supposed 
that we come across, in our intercourse with pub- 
lishers, a total misapprehension of the drift of our 
course on underselling. We are told that it is 
scarcely worth while to foster the notions of a few 
Western booksellers, as though these were all con- 
cerned in the matter. We have said, time and time 
again, that we advocate the reform in question as a 
measure vital throughout the trade, and therefore < 
most to the advantage of publishers, since they are 
the largest dealers. The importance of the Cin- 

^nati Convention was not in its personel, but in 



the principles it put forward. Most of the points 
of its platform we believe to be of primary impor- 
tance, and look to see them adopted by the trade 
as the "only true remedy for its present and increas- 
ing difficulties. 

It has, however, been suggested — and the ques- 
tion had already suggested itself to us — whether an 
attempt to reform the trade in this particular is not 
in opposition to the conditions of business in these j 
days of the railroad, express, post-office, and tele- 
graph; whether, in fact, the book business is not 
reorganizing itself to fit a new state of things. 
There is apparent force in this argument, especially 
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to those who believe, as we do, that these natural 
changes indicate healthful progress. But we do 
not think the argument holds of the book trade. 
The outcome of this view would be in setting a 
publisher's price (corresponding to the present 
wholesale prices) at which he would sell to any one 
who would buy, and letting local buyers pay the 
local dealer an added margin for his services as 
middleman. This would reduce the book business 
to the same basis, eventually, as the trades in gro- 
ceries and dry goods. 

Bat there are several reasons why the book busi- 
ness can not be, carried on in this way. It may 
suffice to state that in the case of groceries and dry 
goods, each lot is different from others and must be 
jndged by itself, besides which, the cost of freight 
and the inconveniences of purchasing at a distance 
are sufficient inducements to the local buyer to pat- 
ronize the local dealer. But a book is not only a 
sample, but an identical pattern, of its whole class ; 
the buyer orders with perfect surety as to what he 
is to get, and gets it easily by mail and at the cost 
of the seller. The local library is a sort of reposi- 
tory of samples, the newspapers describe the book 
accurately, and taking all together, the selection of 
what is wanted from a local stock is not of sufficient 
importance to support a resident bookseller. The 
final result of all this will be to do away with the 
booksellers, as a trade, entirely. 

If books were necessaries of life, that must be 
bought in certain quantities, this would be, from 
the politico-commercial stand-point, a good thing. 
Although more men would be required at the cen- 
tre of* trade and in transportation, there would 
probably be a certain balance of workers set free to 
become direct producers. But this is not true of 
books. They are, above a very small minimum > 
1 luxury from the business point of view, and a 
market has to be made for them. In a great and 
growing country like this, the difference between a 
book trade managed from centres and one distrib- 
uted really might amount to fifty per cent. The 
toppling of the booksellers would be not only a 
trade, but a national, calamity, because they have 
fas an educational function of the first value. 

This is then the alternative before the trade, 
whether it shall reform its system now or be broken 
town. We have spoken all along, in these dis- 
Bunes, from the publishers' and public's side 
ftefly. The public can no more afford to have 
bit extremely useful class, the booksellers, disposed 
if than can the publishers. It is a very plain al- 
emative, in which it seems to us there is but one 
fence. 

While we are upon these explanations, it may be 
te& to treat of one more point. We have been 
fticably taken to task for going outside the province 
fan organ of the trade in criticizing the acts of in- 
ividual houses in it. We have never given names, 



and do not intend to, but we have expressed opin- 
ions, favorable and unfavorable, on measures in 
which only one house is concerned. In a certain 
sense, as we have before said, no one has any right 
to criticize any man's business so long as he trans- 
gresses no moral law. Our position is this, that we 
are urging a reform which is notably to the interest 
of the trade, and most to that of its best houses. If 
we are debarred in this discussion from treating of 
the relations of individual measures to the general 
trade interest, always required that it be properly 
done, we are really debarred from any serviceable 
discussion. As an organ of the trade, it is our duty 
to treat of such matters, and it is the best houses 
which should support us, so long as we speak hon- 
estly, wisely, and in proper tone. Are we not 
right?

For 
several months after the publication of the volume, 
orders were received daily, and the demand has not 
ceased to-day. Unfortunately hundreds of book- 
sellers, not having paid attention to the only sale 
rule which makes such publication possible — viz., 
to limit the edition according to subscription — had 
neglected to secure copies in advance and were 
thus disappointed, as no copy could be supplied 
from this office after publication day. 

It is to be hoped, now that it is no more an ex- 
periment, the value and usefulness of the Trai>i«; 
List Annual having been thoroughly tested, th.it 
subscriptions will come forward promptly. It <s

15, 1873, to July 1, 1874 — a feature which alone is 
fully worth the price of subscription. 



The special agreement among S.S. book publish- 
ers, having been generally signed, created a con- 
siderable demand for this class of books from those 
"who buy for a rising market. The agreement goes 
Into effect May 1st, and binds the parties thereto not 
to sell any juvenile or Sunday-school books to' the 
trade at a greater discount than 40 and 10 per cent, 
from retail list prices, except on special bills of 
$500 and upwards, at retail list prices, purchased at 
one time, in which case the discount given shall not 
exceed 50 per cent. The above are understood to 
be cash rates, and there is to be no further induce- 
ment of any kind. The difficulty with this arrange- 
ment is that the discounts are not small enough to 
prevent underselling, though they protect the pub- 
lishers among each other. 



A communication in " The Library Corner" 
notes the desire of many librarians for a continua- 
tion of "Poole's Index." We wish this valuable 
work could be bought up to date, and shall be glad 
to have subscriptions offered to Mr. Poole through 
that department of The Weekly ; but from our 
own success with the Finding List subscriptions, we 
are not hopeful of the result.

More Underselling Grievances. 

Philadelphia, April 23, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Publisher* Weekly, 

Dear Sir : The following aggravated instances 
of the evil produced in the public mind by under- 
selling may be of interest : 

Some time since we received from a member of 
a wholesale grocery firm in Cleveland a request 
for a general catalogue, coupled with this remark : 
" For the past two years I have been buying books 
in Boston at list price, with discount of from 25 to 
40 per cent. Can you do as well, or better ? " Of 
course the response was that we could not " do as 
well" as Boston, not desiring to interfere with 
her legitimate trade. Again, very, lately, we 
received from a person in a small town of Illinois, 
signing himself as " Dentist" an order for about 
five dollar's worth of our own publications, if at 
" one-third off list price I " 

In this connection, it seems to us that one bad 
symptom of the demoralization of trade is the 



offer of certain journals to supply any book by 
mail. Not a very dangerous, out a suggestive 
instance of this is the advertisement of a small 
periodical published in this city by a boy, offering 
to send by mail, post-paid, any of a certain list of 
books, or any book published, at prices varying 
from 10 to 33 J4 P er cent, below the retail. Cn 
course this can only be done by an arrangement 
with some bookseller, but it is astonishing that 
any house should be willing to undertake so petty 
a business. Where are we going ?

CORRESPONDENCE. 

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, April 27. — A coincidence is to 
be noted in connection with a book shortly to be 
published by J. B. Lippincott & Co. I allude to the 
"Concordance to Shakespeare's Poems," by Mrs. 
Horace Howard Furness. The great concordance 
to Shakespeare's works is by a lady, Mrs. Cowden 
Clarke, whose laborious compilation is to be found 
in almost every library, and now what will happily 
prove a companion volume, is due to the industry 
of another lady. Mrs. Furness has given a great 
deal of attention to the early English poets and 
dramatists, and her labor on the poems of Shakes- 
peare has been one of love. Mr. Furness, her hus- 
band, is well known in connection with the 
Variorum edition of Shakespeare's works which he 
is issuing, the volumes of which it is to be hoped 
will one day be published at a popular price, so as 
to be within the reach of poor students. 

Gebbie & Barrie have completed their Boydel 
Gallery, and a very handsome book it is. I may 
also add that it has been a very successful venture. 
It is the first book of any pretentions published on 
this side of the Atlantic in which a photographic 
process has been employed for the illustrations, and 
it clearly demonstrates what may be done in that 
direction. They are about to issue another work in 
parts, the " Wilkie Gallery," with illustrations en- 
graved on steel. Many of the illustrations hare 
been specially engravad for the work, which will be 
an Imperial 4to, uniform in size with the Boydell 
Sir David Wilkie occupies a position in art very 
similar to that of Dickens in literature. His most 
successful pictures were those in which he took for 
subjects the common everyday life of the poorer 
classes. They are a double source of pleasure, be- 
cause while we may, from an artistic standpoint, 
admire their merits as paintings, their simple, unex- 
aggerated truthfulness to life is a touchstone by 
which our keenest sympathies are instantly awak- 
ened. Such compositions as " Blind Man's Buff/' 
" Reading the Will," « The Parish Beadle," " Dis- 
training for Rent," and others of that class, require 
no interpretation. The meaning of the artist is 
patent the moment the picture is presented to us. 
The dullest observer is brought into instant com- 
munion with the spirit of the work, while the con- 
noisseur alone knows the infinite genius and skill 
which has been required to produce the result 
Later in his career Wilkie changed his style, seek- 
ing to emulate the depth and coloring of the oV 
masters. Many of his later subjects were ch< 
from Spanish and Oriental scenes, in which, how-! 
ever, he is far less happy than in his earlier prodw 
tions. The steel engravings contained in 
" Gallery " are very finely executed and are beau-j 
tifully printed. Each part will contain three illi 
trations and several pages of letter-press, and 
be published at $1. 
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From art to jurisprudence is a long stride in 
ethics, but not in bookselling, where Tom Paine 
may fraternally rub shoulders with Paley without 
mutual inconvenience. Kay & Bros, have an ex- 
tensive flock of sheep-bound volumes in prepara- 
tion, of which the first to appear will be a second 
edition of M A Treatise on the Law of Homicide in 
the United States, with an Appendix of Leading 
Cases," by Francis Wharton, LL.D. Their other 
announcements include " A Treatise on the Law of 
Negligence, embracing English and American Au- 
thorities/' by Francis Wharton ; " The Proceedings 
in an Action at Law in Pennsylvania," by Hon. 
George Sharswood, edited by George Sharswood, 
Jr.; " Elements of the Law of Contracts," by S. M.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS.. 

Mr. Albert Mason, of the well-known firm of 
Mason, Baker & Pratt, is again at his post, with 
restored health. His many friends will be glad' to 
know his trip abroad has benefited him. 

Mr. Henry M. Wynkoop, formerly with Lee, 
Shepard ft Dillingham, is now the agent of Henry 
L. Hinton ft Co., having severed all business 
connections with the first namedlfirm. 
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The story that has been circulating through the 
papers that " Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, on ac- 
count of ill-health, will not give to the public any- 
thing from her pen for several years to come" 
is authoritatively denied, as Mrs. Stowe is in ex- 
cellent health, and will soon commence in the 
Christian Union " We and our Neighbors,*' a 
story in part illustrating the temperance agitation, 
on which she has been working the past year. 

The lectures of Prof. Peabody, of Harvard Col- 
lege, on "Christianity and Science," lately delivered 
in Dr. Adams' Church, New York, on the Ely 
Foundation of the Union Theological Seminary, 
are to be published in the early Autumn by Robert 
Carter Brothers, uniform with Dr. McCosh's

LIBRARY CORNER. 

" The Library Corner n seems the place to agi- 
tate the subject of a new edition of " Poolers In- 
dex to Periodical Literature." Librarians on all 
sides express a great desire for such an index, 
brought up to date. Quite a large number are 
making MSS. supplements, expensive and trouble- 
some in making, and cumbrous and unsatisfactory 
in use. Now, in an age of cheap printing, it 
seems economy to have this work done, and it may 
be done if those who feel the need will respond 
with subscriptions enough to justify publication. 
One who has really used Poole's will hardly go 
without something of the kind, and could afford a 
liberal subscription rather than mate MSS. sup- 
plements. The American and English libraries 
need and ought to have at once an index list down 
to date, supplemented each year hereafter, and as 
often as each ten years condensed into one alpha- 
bet We might very properly look to the Con- 
gressional Library to produce the work, but just 
jaow things are not well situated at Washington 
much extra labor in the library. I have talked 



with quite a number of American librarians and 
find a strong feeling in favor of an early publica- 
tion. Mr. Poole, I understand, has the work in 
an advanced stage, and could probably be induced 
to publish. I propose a subscription list in the 
" Corner " after the plan of the Finding List sub- 
scription. Prof. Montague, Librarian of Amherst 
College, says he wants six copies and will start 
the list with $100, rather than not have them. Let 
us hear from our large libraries which have in- 
comes of dollars where Amherst has climes, and 
the Index will be forthcoming. Who will follow 
the lead of Amherst ? * M. B. 

Amherst, Mass., has a new free library, whose 
history, in summary, may help some other town 
desirous of a like institution. In January, 1873, a 
few persons feeling the need, organized a Book 
Club of 24 members, paying each $5 into the 
book fund and agreeing to give their books to a 
free library when it should be established. In 
the summer the book club held a three days* fair, 
furnishing dinner and supper each day beside. 
This cleared, above expenses, $700, and was in 
itself so thoroughly enjoyable to all concerned 
that it paid for itself again. Then a " Library 
Association " was formed, all becoming members 
who gave above $$ toward the prospective library. 
During the summer and fall the old book club 
had held, every week or two, public library meet- 
ings, both in the centre of the town and in the 
school-houses of adjoining parts, they calling at- 
tention to the need of a library, so that when the 
subscription paper was passed around, $700 more 
was raised and the library really started. Many 
books were at once presented and continue to 
come in, as is always the case in every free li- 
brary, and $1,000 expended on books secured 
about 1,000 volumes at the liberal discount of 1-3 
and 5 per cent for cash. Two very pleasant 
rooms were rented for $75 ; $200 more fitted them 
with cases, tables, newspaper files, carpet, stove, 
lamps, &c. ; about $100 more supplied a selection 
of the best periodicals; 300 copies of the catalogue 
of 28 pages cost $28 ; book plates, rules, &c, cost 
$ 12 more. Miss Beaman gives her service as li- 
brarian for $50 a year, and a young man of public 
spirit opens the reading-room each evening with- 
out any compensation. The rooms are very pleas- 
ant, and crowds visit the library. Amherst is 
largely indebted for the excellent arrangements ef 
its library to Dr. Cate, who visited in its interest 
several of the best-managed free libraries, getting 
methods and suggestions which he has with 
economy and good judgment applied to the library 
at Amherst. 



BUSINESS CHANGES. 

New York City. — Waldron & Payne have re- 
moved their printing business from 37 Park Row 
to No. 4 St. Mark's Place (American Church Press 
Co.), where they are prepared to do book and job 
printing in all its branches. 

New York City. — Mr. Henry S. Allen, formerly 
a member of the firm of Leavitt & Allen Bros., 
whose partnership expired by limitation February 
last, has established himself at No. 136 Eighth 
street, very near Broadway, with a view to publish- 
ing subscription books. He has in preparation, as 
his first venture, a History of America, from its ear- 
liest discovery to the present time, by eminent and 
popular authors, containing upward of 1 000 pages, 
4to., fully illustrated with photo-engravings from 
steel plates by our best artists. 
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Stationery and Fancy Goods. 

The trade in Stationery and Fancy Goods dur- 
ing the past month has been very dull, and both 
dealers and importers complain that unless there 
is a great revival of trade, many will be placed in 
a very tight position. 

k was anticipated that the Spring would bring 
about a revival of business, but in this there has 
been a general disappointment owing to many 
-circumstances It was thought that the currency 
question then pending would have been settled in 
time to have allowed the trade to recuperate and 
bring about the ordinary Spring demand. But 
Congressional action came too late and unless the 
matter was finally decided by the presidential 
veto, the time was passed, and all hope of Spring 
trade gone with it. This is probably the chief 
•cause of the present dullness, but there may be 
added another, that is the final effect of the late 
panic This monetary convulsion struck so deep 
and disturbed the finances of the country to such 
an extent that recovery cannot be so quick as 
many thought it would be. Money and credit 
have not yet returned to their customary channels, 
and until this comes about business must suffer. 

The situation, however, is mending every day, 
and the system of strict credits have been so uni- 
versally adopted, will undoubtedly hasten the de- 
sired end. It would be well if the trade generally 
refused to return to the former system of long 
credits, as it is not a safe business principle, and 
certainly not to be depended upon at any time 
when an extra pressure is brought to bear upon 
the market. But now thirty days' cash, or credit 
not exceeding ninety days is the plan almost uni- 
versally adopted, but the latter time only give 
in the most approved cases. If this rule is ad- 
hered to it will do much toward removing the 
present depression. 

In stationery there is nothing new upon the 
market, and as we have said no trade doing, ex- 
cept in standard articles. The season has been 
wonderfully unproductive of novelties from the 
fact that manufacturers have been unwilling to in- 
vest their capital in enterprises that seemed doubt- 
ful Many of the large wholesale houses sent out 
their travelers over a month ago to endeavor to 
drum up trade in the smaller towns and the rural 
districts, but the results were so meagre that most 
of them have been recalled. They report that 
the country trade is as dull as in the cities, and 
that those who have stock left from last season 
prefer to sell it off even at a loss in preference to 
purchasing new goods. 

Spring trade in fact is looked upon as lost, and 
such being the case nothing is expected until the 
Fall trade begins, unless it be small orders 
through the Summer, from those who need the 
goods to satisfy immediate demands. 

The fancy goods trade is circumstanced about 
the same as the stationery trade. Dealers com- 
plain of a lack of business, and aver that they 
have never experienced so dull a season.

We are, therefore, unable to give any idea of the 



prevailing styles, but we are told that they are 
very handsome, and that skins and leather will 
predominate for Winter goods. 

Bags,valises,umbrellas, flasks,and the ordinary 
run of travelers' goods which should now meet 
with a ready sale share the general stagnation, and 
only such goods are sold as meet the immediate 
wants of the retailer. The importers are waiting 
patiently until the Fall and are satisfied to keep 
their new goods quiet until that time. They then 
expect a good trade which will more than compen- 
sate them for the present. 

We desire to call attention to the removal of 
Mr. Willy Wallach, for many years established at 
No. 41 John Street. Mr. Wallach has secured 
the extensive establishment known as No. 36 
Park Row, No. 143 Nassau Street and No. 4

Resolved, That the penalty stipulated in Art. XXII. of By-Laws be enforced against Scribner, Arm- 
strong & Co. and J. H. Butler & Co. for violation of rules of Board as reported by special committee on 
their case. Carried.

The report of the Committee on Reorganization was then discussed till adjournment 

Mr. Isaac Sheldon offered a set of By-Laws regarding Arbitrations, as substitutes for those presented 
by the committee. They were referred to the committee, and Messrs. I. Sheldon and Brewer were, by 
vote, appointed to assist in their consideration.

The committee reported Mr. Sheldon's resolutions for the conduct of arbitrations, and they were 
incorporated in the By-Laws. * 

Discussion of the other By-Laws was then resumed. 

The question of discounts was thoroughly debated, and it was concluded that while the subject merits 
early attention, no definite changes were practicable at this meeting. 

Mr. Sherwood moved : 

Resolved, That this Board employ no travelling agents, and all By-Laws, or portions of By-Laws, 
inconsistent with this resolution, are hereby repealed.' Carried. 

Mr, Bragg moved : 

Resolved, That each house be authorized to employ one agent or attorney to travel for the firm, and 
inspect its business, with a view to seeing that the By-Laws are being observed, but said agent shall not 
be permitted make or work for introduction of books. Carried. 

Mr. Soper moved : 

Resolved, That each house be permitted to have eight corresponding agencies. *Amended to six 
and carried. 

Mr. Holt moved : 

Resolved, That the old By-Laws for the government of corresponding agencies and branch offices be 
evived. Carried. 

Mr. Sherwood moved :

Resolved, That the Articles of Association and By-Laws, as modified at the present meeting, be now 
adopted as a whole. Carried. 

Mr. Woolworth moved : 

Resolved, That the Secretary, with the advice of the Chairman of the Executive Committee, codify 
the Articles of Association and By-Laws passed and revived at this meeting, and that the signatures of 
the members thereto be requested. Carried. 

Mr. Taintor moved : 

Resolved, That whereas the action of the agents in the Macon case was under the direction of their 
principals, they are not amenable to the penalties prescribed in By-Law XXII. 

Resolved, That while the committee report that the houses guilty of the violation in the Macon case 
did not act with evil intention, they are nevertheless amenable to that portion of By-Law XXIL pre- 
scribed " if it shall appear that a violation has been made by the connivance or with the knowledge of the 
employer." Carried. 

Adjourned.

Our readers will find the minutes of the special 
meeting of the Publishers' Board of Trade, for 
re-organization, given in full elsewhere. The at- 
tendance, it will be noted, was very general, and 
the outcome of the meeting was in a new consti- 
tution and by-laws, which make some changes* 
the most important modification being, that any 
house may withdraw on sixty days' notice. The 
Board has already accomplished so much for the 
school book trade, that it is to be hoped the new 
clause will remain a dead letter. Any house 
which should withdraw would benefit itself but for 
a short time, and precipitate upon the trade the 
demoralizing and costly evils of the old system, 
by which it would eventually be itself a loser. 
It was expected that a conference with the retail- 
ers on the subject of prices and underselling would 
have been had previous to this meeting, on which 
action would be taken, but the Book Trade Union 
unwisely let the opportunity pass, and conse- 
quently nothing was done directly bearing upon 
the one reform which is the most important to the 
trade.

Against Bare- Backed Books.' 

Baltimore, April 29, 1874. 

To tht Editor of tht PuUuhtri WttJdy. 

We have for some time past been thinking of 
asking your attention to the annoyance caused by 
the omission of titles on the backs of books, and 
will take this opportunity of doing so. 

As you are aware, in connection with our draw- 
ing material and stationery business, we keep on 
hand technical books only, chiefly those relating to 
architecture, engineering, fine arts, mechanics, and 
kindred subjects. Many books on those subjects 
are lettered on the side, in some cases quite elabo- 
rately, while their backs are left entirely bare, ne- 
cessitating their removal from the shelves to ascer- 
tain the subject treated of. Many of those bare- 
backed books, on different branches, so closely re- 
semble each other, that a customer who may take 
the trouble to remove one to discover its title, will 
quite likely suppose them to be all alike, and very 
often a sale is missed in consequence, to the loss of 
both publisher and bookseller. 

Ourselves now and then overtook a book that 
may be asked for, in consequence of this omission. 
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Only a few days ago, supposing we were out of it, 
we ordered some copies of a very slow-selling book, 
and found afterwards that we had a full supply (two 
copies) on the shelf. 

Publishers as well as booksellers place signs over 
their doors to ask attention to their business, and 
placards in their windows to call attention to this, 
that or the other "very best treatise on the subject, 
besides spending small fortunes in advertising them. 
Surely it is quite as important to have the title of 
any work ranged before the eye of a customer, who 
in nine cases out of ten is not looking for any par- 
ticular book, but for books treating of some particu- 
lar subject. If he sees a blank back he is very 
likely to overlook it. 

To lay all such books separately on the counters 
would require more room than most persons have 
to spare; if they are stacked up one on the other 
on the counter, the omission of back lettering is 
nearly as fatal to its title being seen, except for one 
or two of the upper books, as but few persons will 
take the trouble to remove them one by one for ex- 
amination ; besides this, books become much sooner 
shop- worn in such positions than if they were ranged 
on the shelves. 

Another consideration should be recognized : the 
inconvenience and lost time to the purchaser in re- 
ferring to his books. A library without back titles 
would be more of a nuisance than a work on prac- 
tical subjects without an index. 

Let us look at a few books on our shelves, for 
examples. Here are three folios of about the 
same size and thickness :

All booksellers know that many a sale is ef- 
fected by calling the attention of persons to such 
books as he believes them to be interested in : A 
conspicuous title on the back of a book has often 
the same effect by its silent appeal. 

The extra cost of a back-stamp on cloth books 
must be a mere fraction of the total cost of a 
book. Even if it were many times greater, it 
would soon be amply repaid by increased sales. 
Our experience with Weale's Rudimentary Series 
is to the point — formerly nearly all those books 
had side stamps only ; latterly, paper labels, with 
plain clear type, have been pasted on the backs 
of all, so that they can be arranged on the shelves 
and their titles examined in that position : we 
find that their sale has been much increased there- 
by.

LITERARY AND TRADE JIEWS. 

Attention is called to the corrected advertising 
page of " Law's Simplified Interest Tables." In 
the former insertion the figures of interest were not 
properly placed under the figures of principal. 

A new book by Mrs. D. G. Croly (" Jennie 
June "), " For Better or Worse," having the wed- 
ded life for its subject, is in press at Lee & Shep- 
ard's. 

There is to be a new book auction house in 
Boston, conducted by Mr. Salem. 

Mr. J. H. Underwood's new novel is a tale 
of Kentucky life, a score of years ago. It is called 
" Lord of Himself." Lee 4 Shepard have it in 
press. 

A work on the " Relation of Patent Laws to 
Modern Industrial, Social and Intellectual Pro- 
gress," is promised by Prof. J. A. Whitney, Pres- 
ident of the New York Society of Practical Engi- 
neering. He introduces it Dy an essay on the 
history of inventions from the earliest times to the 
adoption of patent laws early in the 17th cen- 
tury. 

Arthur B. Frost is the name of a new artist 
on wood, whose illustrations in Max Adder's vol- 
ume, " Out of the Hurly Burly," give great pro- 
mise. They are his first efforts in book illustrat- 
ing, and, as specimens of humorous designs, are 
among the best of their class which have appeared 
for some time. The quality of the drawing is a 
little uneven, but the designs are full of original- 
ity and humor. 

A. L. Luyster has opened a branch establish- 
ment at 626 Arch street, Philadelphia, where he 
will keep a large stock of American and imported 
second-hand books. 

St. Nicholas appears to be a perfect ogre 
among magazines. Its latest achievement was to 
swallow up " The Children's Hour," edited and 
published by T. S. Arthur of Philadelphia. 

Jesse Haney & Co. will shortly issue a re- 
vised illustrated, edition of the Carver and Gilders 
Guide and Picture-Frame Maker's Companion. 

Burdon's condensed milk and Liebig's extract 
of beef are popular, and why should we not have 
diluted literature treated in like fashion? "Cla- 
rissa Harlowe," Mr. Holt's experiment in this di- 
rection, will be ready in a week or so. Richard- 
son was one of the three writers who combined 
to found the English novel, and it is the prolix- 
ity of his books which chiefly prevents his attrac- 
ting readers in these hurry-scurry days. This 
abridged edition, which will form a 500 page vol- 
ume in the " Leisure Hour Series," will obviate 
this difficulty. 

For fear a false impression should be made by 
our speaking of " A Fast Life on the Modem 
Highway " as a bit of ana, let us say that it is not a 
disjointed compilation, but a continuous humorous 
work, into which many funny stories are worked. 
It is of the Mark Twain order of literature, but 
gives in its chapters on the work of each kind of 
employee on a railroad a great deal of useful in- 
formation. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, will 
publish immediately "The Story of My Life as a 
Student and Professor,'' by Heinrich Steffens* 
translated from the German by William L. Gage;

The new hymn and tune book just ready at 
Randolph's, *' Hymns and Songs of Praise," 
promises to be one of the most popular in the 
market. It will be a handsome octavo of 600 
pages, in very nice paper, aud with a very clear 
and beautiful music type. It will include 1,400 
hymns, with ample indices, and the names of its 
editors, Drs. Hitchcock, Eddy and Schaff, assure 
the public that the selection is made with judg- 
ment and taste. A cheaper edition, without the 
music, and another abridged for chapel use, will 
also be issued. 

The Rev. H. R. Waite, who graduated from 
Hamilton in '68, and is now pastor of an American 
chapel in Rome, is re-editing his " Carmina Colle- 
gensia," decidedly the best collection of college 
songs we have yet had, which was published by him, 
when at college, through O. Ditson & Co. In this 
edition he wishes to include all new college songs, 
and those of colleges unrepresented before, brief 
histories of the colleges, college views and college 
colors.

Foreign News. 

The speeches and unpublished political arti- 
cles of Bulwer Lytton are to be issued shortly. 

It is said that Mr. Charles Reade is at pres- 
ent engaged in the composition of a work of fic- 
tion on the subject which has occupied the atten- 
tion of Mr. Plimsoll— the sending forth of overla- 
den aad unseaworthy vessels. Mr. Plimsoll will, 
we are told, himself furnish the data. 



As a contribution to the literature of the future, 
there has been published in England the "Annals 
of the Twenty-ninth Century ; or, the Autobio- 
graphy of the Tenth President of the World- 
Republic." 

Brockhaus of Leipzig will shortlypublish the 
first volume of a work he entitles " The Modern 
Plutarch," to contain biographies, averaging about 
80 pages each, of important persons from the Ref- 
ormation to the present time. The first volume 
will comprise Luther, by Heinrich Rueckert; 
Cromwell, by Prof. Rosenkranz, of Konigsberg; 
and Henry IV., by Philipson, of Bonn. Herr 
Gottschall, the editor of Unsere ZeitmA. the Blot- 
ter fur literarische Unterhaltung, will also edit 
" The Modern Plutarch." 

Ancient bookbinding, says the Athenaum* is 
well represented at the International Exhibition 
this year. The Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's, the Dean and 
Chapter of Durham, and Cambridge University 
contribute examples; and the Duke of Devon- 
shire, the Duke of Buccleuch, the Marquis of Lo- 
thian, Lord Spencer, Lord Orford, Mr. Gibson 
Craig, Mr. Henry Gibbe, Mr. A. Franks, Mr. T. 
O. Barlow, and Mr. Robert Turner send many 
volumes, decorated in the taste of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, from the famous libra- 
ries of Henri Deux and Diane de Poictiers, Mar- 
guerite de Valois, Grolier, Maioli, De Thou, and 
other celebrated book-collectors. English binding 
from the time of Henry the Eighth to the days of 
Queen Anne is also well illustrated. There is be- 
sides a fine collection of modern bookbinding, 
French and English. 

Among the coming English publications a new 
form by the author of "Orlig Grange," is an- 
nounced, entitled " Borland Hall." 

Messrs. Bickers & Son have in press a new 
edition of Pepys* and Evelyn's Diaries, and of Ben 
Jonson's works, the last to be in nine volumes. 

"The Cyclopaedia of Costume; or, a Dictionary 
of Dress, Regal, Ecclesiastical, Civil and Military, 
from the earliest period in England to the reign 
of George the Third," is the title of a work, by 
Mr. J. R. Planche, F.S.A., to be published by 
Messrs. Chatto & Windus, in twenty-four monthly 
parts, profusely illustrated. 

Among those interested in the projected inter- 
national society of men of letters are Victor Hugo, 
George Sand, Henri Laube, Paul Heyse, Al- 
phonse Karr, Hacklaenjder and Paul Feval. 

In Otto Schuls's " Address Book of the German 
Book Trade for 1874" there are altogether 4,369 
firms registered; 1,074 of them are publishers, 173 
are printsellers, 95 musicsellers, 118 wholesale 
printsellers, 146 wholesale musicsellers, 86 old 
book dealers, 2,608 general booksellers and sta- 
tioners. 1439 firms from various parts of Germany 
have branch establishments at Leipzig. There are 
214 brokers — of whom Berlin has 34, Leipzig 104, 
Perth 7, Prague 15, Stuttgart 17, Vienna 32, and 
Zurich 5. Of the entire number of firms, 3,373 
are established in the German Empire, 5 in Lux- 
emburg, 553 in Austria, 485 in other European 
countries, 74 in America, 2 in Asia, and one in 
Australia. — London Stationer. 

A magnificent Industrial International Exhibi- 
tion is to take place at Paris next year. The In- 
dustry Palace will be considerably enlarged for 
this purpose, the entire Gou«s>de la Reine and ad- 
joining avenues being annexed to the building. 
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A committee of the Austrian Booksellers' Union 
has just presented a report on the subject of the 
confusion which has arisen in the practice of allow- 
ing discounts to retail customers. A convention, 
to which 269 Austrian firms have subscribed, leaves 
them free to allow a discount in the case of large 
orders only by special arrangement, and to carry 
out existing agreements. It is further agreed that 
second-hand booksellers, so far as they deal in new 
books, be required to adhere to the published 
price ; and that no transactions whatever be allow- 
ed with booksellers who refuse to conform to this 
agreement. 

The Austrian authorities have just revised the 
regulations under which free copies of published 
works are to be sent to the libraries and other es- 
tablishments entitled to them. The list is some- 
what more extensive than our own. One copy of 
everything printed for sale is to be sent to the Min- 
istry of State, the Ministry of Police, the Imperial 
Library, and such other university or public 
libraries as may be designated by an order from the 
proper authority. In the case or works, the print- 
ing of which is especially costly, power is given to 
compensate the publisher at a rate to be fixed by 
special order. — Printing Times. 



LIBRARY CORNER. 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the New 
York Society Library, held Tuesday evening, 28th 
ult, at the Library Building, University Place, the 
following Trustees were elected for the ensuing 
year : Frederic De Peyster, Otis D. Swan, Wil- 
liam T. Hoppin, William Adams, Charles R. 
Swords, Evert A. Duyckinck, Henry C. Dorr, 
Charles E. Strong, Stephen P. Nash, Robert 
Lenox Kennedy, Edward Schell, Frederick Shel- 
don, John L. Cadwalader, Henry Drisler, and 
Richard E. Mount 

According to the annual report of the San 
Francisco Mercantile Library, the number of 
books taken from the library during 1873 was 
83,751, against 88,916 drawn out in 1872, and 
84,710 in 1871. The membership remains about 
the same (2,000) as it was a year ago, but the 
number of books has increased (36,000-33,000). 
As to the kind of books or authors most patron- 
ized, the librarian gives no statistics. 

Mr. Winsor's report of the operations of the 
Boston Public Library for the month of March 
shows a use during that time of 73,484 volumes, 
of 467,855 volumes during the past year, and of 
5,130,389 volumes since the establishment of the 
library in 1853. As in most libraries, Mrs. South- 
worth leads in popularity, but 13 per cent, of the 
volumes of her works owned by the library re- 
maining on the" shelves, as compared with 53 per 
cent, of Dickens', 47 of Cooper's, and 66 of 
Scott's. The librarian notes there are now in the 
library 251,896 volumes, which will soon be in- 
creased 10,000 volumes by the addition of the 
Barton Library. 

There is to be established a library and reading 
room at the headquarters of the Typographical 
Union (No. 6), 73 Chatham street, to which all 
liberally disposed are invited to contribute books 
and papers — always excepting bound volumes of 
documentary reports and similar books which no 
one reads. 

The State Library at Trenton, N. J., contains 
131 volumes. 



In connection with the festivities attending the 
millennial anniversary of Iceland's colonization— 
the 1st of August next — when the new constitution 
granted by the King of Denmark, giving the con- 
trol of the island into the hands of an elective 
legislature, goes into effect — it is proposed by some 
of our men of letters, among them Mr. Longfellow 
and Mr. Curtis, to present the public library of 
Iceland a small collection of American books. This 
library is located at Reykjavik, the capital, and at 
present numbers some 10,000 vols.; it is called the 
" Stiptisbokasafu." The matter is in charge of 
the American Geographical Society, and all deal- 
ing to share in this enterprise can do so by sending 
any contributions to the rooms of the Society at 
Cooper Institute. 

A Library has been founded by the Khedive 
of Egypt at Cairo, for which he is collecting Ara- 
bic manuscripts preserved in mosques and monas- 
teries throughout his dominions. He has already 
obtained thirty copies of the Koran, one of winch 
is said to be 1 150 years old. 

Every Saturday makes two practical suggestions 
as to private libraries, the first, to get rid of the backs 
in a line of books caused by the upright supports or 
partitions: " We have seen an ingenious remedy 
in morocco backs, duly gilded and lettered, riding 
these partitions, so that to the eye they are books, 
yet never can be taken down. Another practical 
difficulty which annoys one is the tendency of books 
in paper to fray at the edges of the back and then 
to fall to pieces. A simple preventive will be found 
in two narrow strips of cloth clasping the upper and 
lower edge of the back of the book. They need be 
no wider than a narrow tape, but they will preserve 
the book much beyond its appointed time for break- 
ing up." 

A London literary weekly speaks of " the Su- 
perintendent of the American Public Libraries." 
Here is a new opening for those wanting situa- 
tions. 



OBITUARY. 

John Campbell. 
Mr. John Campbell, a well-known bookseller 
in Philadelphia, died at his residence in that city 
on the 29th uit Mr. Campbell was born in Armagh 
county, Ireland, in the year 1810, He afterwards 
went to England, where he took a prominent part 
in the Chartist movement, and came to this country 

in 1843, in consequence of a threatened prosecution 
by the British government. He had previously 
been engaged in bookselling in London, and on 
coming to this country engaged in the same business 
in Philadelphia, in which he remained up to the 
time of his death. He had an excellent knowledge 
of books, and was much respected for his many 
sterling qualities.

Mr. Aston and the Publishers. 

Mr. Aston will have already introduced him- 
self to New York publishers by the time this 
number comes to hand, but we cannot 
miss the opportunity of bespeaking for 
him the most hearty welcome. He comes in 
the interest of the Eastern publishers no less than 
of the Western booksellers. He simply offers to 
them a means by which they may free themselves 
from the evils which they know are making the 
book trade a business which pays no propor- 
tionate return for the money and brains that are 
into it. Individual publishers may disagree 



as to details of the platform of the' Cincinnati 
Convention, which is the basis of the Union; 
probably very few will agree as to the clause re- 
specting "•* books by mail"— but we believe that 
this platform represents substantially the best sen- 
timent of the trade on these questions. No plan 
could satisfy every one in each individual detail, 
and we trust, in view of this fact, that the disposi- 
tion will be to accept it, rather than to attempt to 
pick flaws. That some general agreement toward 
reform is vitally: needed, we believe everybody 
Agrees. We seriously believe that the acceptance 
of this platform by the signatures of our leading 
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publishers will do more than can be. done in any 
other way for the salvation of the trade. 

Mr. Aston represents, as its President, the 
American Book Trade Union, which now includes 
-400 houses, all over the country. But this is not 
his main claim to attention. We believe that he 
truly represents nine-tenths of the entire trade. 
We believe that the principles he advocates are 
important to each member of the trade in direct 
proportion to the amount he has at stake in it. 
The largest houses must ultimately suffer most by 
the destruction of the retail trade, and the retail 
trade is being destroyed by the present system. 
We believe that no one in the trade can afford to 
let the present opportunity for reform go by; so 
that we hope and trust that when Mr. Aston makes 
Ins report to the meeting at Put-in Bay in July, he 
.may be able to report a unanimity of East and 
West, of publishers and booksellers, in the en* 
•deavor to save the book trade before it is too late. 



Mr. Steiger's "Attempt" 
Since the issue of the last number of the Pub- 
xishers' Weekly, giving under the heading of 
"" American Bibliography,'' a detailed account of 
Mr. Steiger's "Attempt at a Catalogue," we have 
received a separate pamphlet copy of the same 16 
specimen pages, with an additional " Notice," fur- 
ther explanatory of Mr. Steiger's bibliographical 
aims and intents, hopes and disappointments, ex- 
pressed as follows : ' 

The list of publishers represented in the present 
little Catalogue is small : from less than 50 houses 
•did I obtain the desired particulars. While this 
fact, and the similar discouraging listlessness by 
which Mr. Leypoldt, Mr. Kelly, Mr. Truebner, 
and others, have been confronted and checked in 
their bibliographical labors, show that the day has 
not yet arrived for a prpper appreciation, by 
American publishers, of Catalogues compiled in 
their interest, it is to be hoped that this lndiffer- 
•ence will shortly change; that the many valuable 
original American publications, whose existence 
has hitherto remained unknown, except through 
the columns of newspapers, will hereafter be enu- 
merated in General and Special Catalogues, and 
that increased demand at home, together with 
sales abroad, will thus be -produced. 

The book-trade of England, France, and other 
European countries, but notably that of Germany, 
lias a great advantage over the book-trade of the 
United States, through the. systems prevailing 
there, of promptly cataloguing all publications as 
soon as they appear. Publishers in these coun- 
tries are saved the enormous sums which Amer- 
ican publishers are, for the most part uselessly, 
spending (or wasting rather) on advertisements in 
political newspapers ; while, on the other hand, 
publishers abroad are taking good care to have 
their publications promptly recorded in the estab- 
lished Book-Trade Journals, the weekly Biblio- 
-graphical Lists, the various Systematic and Gen- 
eral Catalogues, etc. This record causes little or 
no expense at all, to themselves, and yet insures 
the most effectual and permanent /«MW/y— saving 
«nuch time alike to booksellers and book-buyers, 
and enabling the former to maintain their claims 



as the ready dispensers of the brain- work of 
others. 

The indefatigable and unterrified. worker in the 
barren field of American bibliography sends us at 
the same time proof-sheets of his " Descriptive 
Catalogue of Scientific, Theological, and other 
special Periodicals of the United States, with 
index of subject-matters in English, German and 
French," Compiled from his larger work, for the 
purpose of circulation in Europe. He also sends 
us some specimen pages of one of the most inter- 
esting of his numerous special catalogues, the 
"Bibliotheca Glottica," in which we notice a very 
full representation of the Anglo-Saxon depart- 
ment. We hope Mr* Steiger will keep on sending.

The Jules Verne Controversy. 

We are requested to publish the following let- 
ter, originally addressed to the New York Tribune, 
as of interest to the trade : . 
7b the Editor of the Tr&um. 

Sir-: We are so unwilling to rest for a single 
day under the imputation of having treated any 
fellow-publisher with unfairness or discourtesy 
that we must beg the favor of an immediate cor- 
rection of the following paragraph which we find 
in the Tribune of this morning; 

"There seems to be a war between New York 
and Philadelphia houses over Victor Hugo's 
1 Ninety-Three,' the result of which is the reduc- 
tion of the price of a dollar book to 25 cents. On 
the heels of this comes the prospect of a little 
contest between -the new house of Henry L. 
Shepard & Co., of Boston,' and the Scribners. 
Shepard & Co. complain that they were the first 
to announce Jules Verne's new book, and that the 
Scribners violated the courtesies of the trade by 
announcing it after them, and have refused 1 to take 
any notice of their letter of remonstrance." 

The book in question, "Meridiana; or, the Ad- 
ventures of Three Englishmen and Three Russians 
in South Africa," we announced as in press through 
the regular and authorized channels, at intervals 
from October, 1872, to January, 1873. We fol- 
lowed up our announcement first by purchasing 
and placing in this market a quantity of the Eng- 
lish edition, and then by buying the plates of the 
entire work, letterpress and illustrations. These 
have now been in our possession four or five 
months. Our edition, which the unwarrantable 
action of Messrs. Shepard & Co. has compelled 
us to place on the market sooner than we had in* 
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tended, is issued under a direct arrangement with 
the French and English publishers of Jules Verne's 
-works. In bringing out the book, therefore, we 
have adhered most strictly, and in every particu- 
lar, to the usages of the trade, for the work was 
ours by priority of announcement and by right of 
purchase. ' The charge of breach of courtesy does 
riot hoid' against us, as these facts show, m the 
le^st particular. A brief statement of the connec- 
tion of Messrs. Shepard & Co. with the book will 
make it clear to the public that a much more se- 
rious charge might be preferred against them. In 
the first place, they gave the book an entirely new 
title, and one which did not identify it either 
with the French original or the English transla- 
tion. No announcement, wherever made, under 
this deceptive title would have given them any 
right to the work as against our regular announce- 
ment The fact is, however, that they did not 
once announce the book while it was in prepara- 
tion, even under the title they took the liberty of 
giving it, through any of the channels recognized 
y the trade ; nor did they announce it at all until 
a few days prior to its publication. Further still, 
we beg you to note these facts : Of Messrs. Shep- 
ard & Co.'s edition 57 pages is a translation made 
by them, under the protection of which they have 
copyrighted the book and its title. The remain- 
ing 133 pages are taken bodily from our edition. 
The 20 illustrations they give were transferred and 
engraved in this country, while the 48 illustrations' 
in our edition are printed from electrotypes taken 
from the wood blocks engraved in Paris. We do 
not state these facts to demonstrate the superiority 
of our edition, but simply to place the part the 
Messrs. Shepard & Co. have taken in this trans- 
action in its true tight before the public 

The allegation that we paid no attention to their 
remonstrance against the issue of our edition we 
meet by this statement. Our suspicions that their 
book might he an interference with " Meridiana" 
were first excited by a paragraph in a Boston let- 
ter published in the Tribune of last Saturday, May 
23* Immediately upon reading thatparagpaph we 
telegraphed Messrs. Shepard & Co., mauiring 
whether this book was based upon " Meridiana" 
in text or illustration, and asking an answer. 
Messrs. Shepard & Co. preferred to send their re- 
ply by mail, acknowledging that the "last pages'* 
of their book were taken "from an English edi- 
tion." Meanwhile we had procured a copy of the 
book in time to permit us to announce our edi- 
tion in the Boston papers of Monday, the 25th. 
Messrs. Shepard & Co.'s letter remonstrating 
against this announcement was received on Tues- 
day, the 26th; our reply was mailed on the 27th, 
(Wednesday), and was unquestionably in their 
hands on Thursday. Although they publish their 
letter to us (with the omission of an important 
paragraph) in the Boston papers of Thursday, 
they have not yet retracted the charge reproduced 
in the Tribune of this date, that we had paid no 
attention to their "remonstrance." 

These facts speak for themselves. We are quite 
content to let the public pass upon the conduct 
of Messrs. Shepard & Co. We have effectually 
protected our rights in the premises, as we shall 
always be prepared to do under similar circum- 
stances; and we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the trade, who thoroughly understand the 
merits of the controversy, unanimously endorse our 
course.

Ws are requested by Messrs. Henry L. Shepard 
& Co. to reprint the following letter addressed by 
them to the editor of the Boston Globe: 

Sir : We have read with surprise a letter in your 
issue of to-day from Messrs. Scribner, Armstrong & 
Co., publishers, of New Nork, in which they state 
that we committed the breach of courtesy which we 
had laid at their door ! When our first letter to the 
New York house, was made public they had not re- 
plied to it, although time had been allowed them Us 
do so, and we did not then know that they even 
claimed ever to have announced "The Adventure* 
of Three Russians and Three Englishmen." When 
this letter came to hand, we examined the records, 
and found that they had never announced it. On 
the 17th of January, 1873, indeed; appeared this 
word in Messrs. Scribner's announcement, viz.: 
"Meridiana," "only this and nothing more. " Now,. 
we aver that no translator could, by any possible 
stretch of the idiom, make " Meridiana w out of 
"Aventures de Trots Russes etde Trots Anglais dans 
VAfrique Austrate? which is the full French title 
of the contested book. Had we seen the announce- 
ment (and we had not), we ask any fair-minded 
critic how could we have known that "Aventuresdt 
Trots Russes" etc., translated, meant " Meridiana? 1 * 

As Messrs. Scribner themselves say in their let- 
ter, " No announcement under this deceptive title 
would have given them any right to the work.** 
''Then again, it is a well-established dictum with 
publishers that the announcement of a book does 
not hold forever, and that a book, the publication 
of which has been delayed, should be reannounced 
once in six months. This has been the usage. 
Messrs. Scribner had not announced " Meridiana* 9 
at the time of its publication for seventeen months! 
Must publishers be compelled to search ancient ar- 
chives to fortify their already unsettled position? ' 

We did think when we first saw Messrs. S., A. 
& Co.'s announcement of a cheaper edition of onr 
"Adventures in the Land of the Behemoth," under 
the title of " Meridiana," that they were treating ns> 
discourteously, but upon looking into the matter we 
have become convinced that they have only been 
slip-shod in one business transaction and hasty in 
another. Had they properly and continuously an- 
nounced the book, no misunderstanding could have 
arisen ; had they written us before attacking as in 
print the affair might have been settled. As it is 
now, believing ourselves right, we shall punish any 
invasion of our rights, and were we to congratulate 
ourselves in closing our letter as Messrs. S., A & 
Co. have done, we should end by denying their 
statement that their course is endorsed by the trade, 
for those of the trade who have heard both sides are 
unanimously of the opinion of one who is perhaps 
the best known and most eminent publisher of the 
country, who has said distinctly to us, " You art in 
the right." 

For the rest, does not the title page of the run- 
ning edition of "Adventures in the Land of the Be- 
hemoth" bear the inscription u Tenth Thousand?*

To the Editor of the Publishers* Weekly. 

We find in the Tribune of this morning a letter 
from Messrs. Henry L. Shepard & Co. The points 
there raised are so fully covered by a letter which 
we addressed them under date of June l» that ve 
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take the liberty of asking you to insert it in your 
columns. We take this course believing that the 
controversy has reached a point where the public 
cares little about it, while the trade may have some 
interest in the matter.

There is a class of superfine people, says the 
Boston Transcript, who cannot believe that an 
American-made book can by any possibility be 
equal to an English one. There is a style, they 
say, about the latter which, somehow, American 
printers fail to catch. We commend to such, a 
consideration of the fact that no less a persom than 
Dr. James Mardneau, of London, proposing to 
bring out his " Hymn of Praise and Prayer," first 
sent over to a friend in America to see n it could 
not be manufactured at the Riverside Press, so 
much pleased was he with a similar book, M The 
Sacrifice of Praise," there printed and bound. 
<* I was ambitious," he says, "of placing my book 
in the same hands, if it were possible without 
considerable addition to the outlay .... I an 
obliged to relinquish the hope I had entertained, 
and to be content with doing the best I can at 
home." * 

The sale of the little Sunday-school music books 
is something enormous. It is stated that " Pure 
Gold," which is only four years old, has reached 
a sale of a million copies; the " Golden Chain,* 1 
" Golden Shower," 4 « Golden Censer," aggregate 
upwards of three millions; M Fresh Laurels^ 
published seven years ago, has had a circnlatioa 
of eleven hundred thousand ; and the ** Royal 
Diadem," scarcely a year old, has aheady reached 
a quarter of amiltiom. 
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Stationery and Fancy Goods. 

The " Stationery Price Current" having been 
crowded out -by the "Jules Verne. .Controversy" 
will appear in the next issue. 



There has seldom been a time when the trade, 
in stationery and fancy goods has been so dull as 
at present All the dealers complain, for with 
the exception of a small trade in certain specifics — 
and even this is confined to the demand for imme- 
diate consumption-these is nothing doing. Even in 
standard articles, such as school stationery, there 
is no trade; but this can be accounted for to a cer- 
tain extent by the near approach of the holidays, 
which necessarily causes a desire to control ex- 
penses, and prevents any outlay in this direction. 
The trade in such articles, however, is usually 
much better at this time of the year than at 
present, and the dealers and manufacturers com- 
plain that there is not enough doing to warrant 
them continuing business. The manufacturers of 
writing papers have, to a certain extent, conformed 
to the general stagnation, and it is reported that 
most of the mills are running upon two-thirds 
time. It is the general opinion that orders will 
soon begin to flow in, but none are so confident as 
to keep their mills up to their full capacity 
in expectation of such a contingency. Owing to 
the general stagnation, the trade has proposed out 
few new goods, and really nothing that could be 
classed as novelties. The present dulness ex- 
tends in every direction, and the localities, both 
East and West, which have always drawn their 
supplies from New York, are now purchasing onlv 
such goods as answer the immediate demand. 
The large houses that sent out their travellers a 
while ago, have since withdrawn them, because 
they have found J hat their sales were insufficient 
to meet the necessary expenses. When all these 
circumstances ase considered, it is difficult to 
snake even a suggestion relative either to the 
cause or the possible remedy.! The cause, how* 
ever, is undoubtedly the general stagnation of all 
trades, brought about by a want of confidence in 
future financial legislation, and the best remedy, 
beyond a doubt, is to have Congress define the 
position and the volume of our currency without 
delay. When his is done prospects will brighten, 
and it is hoped, that the new Secretary will take 
measures to bring about such a result. 

In the fancy goods trade, business is as dull as 
with stationery. But fancy goods are matters of 
luxury, and are therefore necessarily compelled to 
bear the brunt of hard times. 

The first few months of the panic, however, 
affected the trade only slightly, and even during 
its continuance more goods were Sold than were 
anticipated. It is true it was during the holiday 
season, and people had not as yet fully realized 
the extent ot their losses, and therefore entered 
upon expenditures which they have since avoided. 
Now no fancy goods are wanted, and even the 
customary sales for wedding and birthday presents 
are missed. The trade is therefore feeling the 
full effect of the panic, but. having had time to 
prepare for such a contingency, the suffering is 



not., great. Most of the importers anticipated 
such a contingency, and therefore they invested 
but a small amount of capital in new goods. They 
have preferred to keep their shelves filled with 
articles left over from last fall, and to purchase 
only such goods as wo id meet with immediate 
sale. The samples for the fall importation usually 
arrive about this time and even earlier, but the 
arrivals thus far have been meagre indeed. The 
only new goods noticed upon the market are 
French clocks in marble, alabaster and gilt. They 
are very beautiful and command good prices, but 
the sales so far have not justified the importation. 
The only goods selling at all are leather goods 
and tourists' articles. These comprise, travelling 
bags, lunch boxes, satchels, flasks, drinking cups, 
and a variety of other articles which encumber 
some travellers, but prove a great convenience to 
others. 

It is impossible to indicate the prevailing styles 
for the coming season, for the few samples that 
have arrived express nothing. Leather and other 
standard materials will probably continue, for 
with the present dubious prospect the manufac- 
turers of London, Paris or Vienna will scarcely 
risk investing their money in new designs. For 
the summer season trade will continue dull, but 
it is possible that the approach of cold weather 
wity bring brighter prospects.

Mr. Halt is about to present can have no horrors for the most impatient reader. And if he finds no pleasure 
in this " History of a Young Lady " of the last century, -if he be not moved by the woes of the pretty 
Clarissa, he will at least have the pious satisfaction of knowing that he has added much to his literary* 
accomplishment.

LIBRARY CORNER. 

Hi stories of Booksellers. The following is 
one of those admirable notes which make the 
Boston Public Library Catalogues so valuable for 
reference. It is inserted under the title of Cur- 
wen's much-attacked "History of Booksellers." 
(in Bull. No. 29, April 1874^. 

Note. — "The present is the most comprehen- 
sive history of British booksellers yet published* 
coming d6wn to* our day. Knight's "Shadows of 
the Old Booksellers," 1865 [4556.5], is confined 
to those of England, and to such as flourished in 
the last century only, earlier than which the ma- 
terial for the lives of English booksellers* does not 
have the completeness that can after that period 
be found in the contemporary literary history. In 
this way the careers of Tonson can be traced in 
the lives of Dryden and his associates, and that 
of Lintot and Curll [see Notes and Queries, 2d 
series, vol. 2, 3, and 10J in those of Pope and his 
contemporaries.

The Present Emergency. 

During the present week Mr. Aston has 
consulted with the majority of our leading pub- 
lishers in the interests of trade reform, and, we 
are glad to say, has been very cordially welcomed 
and frankly treated by all of them. Without ex- 
ception, he has found them fully aware of the 
evils of the trade, and for the most part of the 
dangers these threaten. They express them- 
selves unanimously in favor of reform, and agree 
that the means which he has put before them 
are essentially those by which the reform must 
be had. Here they stop. Everybody is anxious 
for reform, and perfectly willing that somebody 
else should start it. The smaller houses are 



desirous to enter into the agreement proposed, 
but naturahy hold back for the leadership of the 
largest two or three houses; while these tatter 
simply decline " to commit themselves." 

The state of the case is therefore plainly this: 
The burden |of the reform falls upon the two or 
three large houses which are acknowledged as, 
and must accept the responsibility of, the leaders 
of the American book trade. We have often said 
that each house in the trade is directly interested 
in this reform in proportion to the amount of 
business it does. But there is beyond this a 
moral responsibility of leadership which the 
greater houses should not shirk. It is they who 
must come to the front With their aid every- 
thing can be done : without it, nothing, can be 
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done. They owe it to themselves, to their 
associates, and to their dealers, to come forward 
in the present serious emergency. It is a veryjsimple 
thing which is asked of eacji house in the trade. 
It is not proposed that any house, even the 
largest, shall be asked to stand alone and allow 
its rivals the advantages of seemingly greater 
discounts. Each is asked to enter into the agree- 
ment jointly, not only with the majority,but with the 
bulk of the trade, and it is understood that no agree- 
ment shall hold good until it is generally endorsed. 

One difficulty which has made itself [evi- 
dent • in the present case, is the underselling 
in the retail stores of publishing firms. The 
association of wholesale and retail business 
seems to us entirely legitimate. It seems to be 
in accord with the modern tendency of trade. 
There is no reason why a publisher should not be 
a bookseller as well, provided he does not com- 
mingle the two so as to make each hurtful to the 
other. But when a house uses its retail store to 
undersell itself as a publisher, it virtually breaks 
faith as a publisher with the retailers to whom it 
has wholesaled tooks on a basis of publishers' 
prices. There are few trades which have a finer 
pcrsowl or include men of a higher moral 
standard than the book trade. Yet in no other 
has custom so vibat he standard of right and 
wrong, and led to so low a view of trade morality. 
Under any other circumstances it would be thought 
wrong for a house to make a standard price on 
the basis of which it should sell to those who are 
to sell again, and then to turn around and cut off 
all the latters' hope of profit, by selling those very 
books of its own at a price which bears no rela- 
tion to the one fixed. While, therefore, it is not 
to be expected that the publishers will give up 
their retail stores, or that the retail trade should 
be arbitrarily limited in any other way, this one 
thing should be done, that the publishers should 
hold to their own prices in their own stores, and 
insist on the same being done by their dealers by 
>U proper means under their control; This last 
can be done profitably under the organization of 
the trade which is now making such progress 
throughout the country, by declining to sell to 
those who are doing their best to break down the 
trade in general by making prices at which book 
stores cannot be conducted. 

We put it to the larger houses then that they are 
the ones upon whom success or failure in the present 
depends, and we ask them to consider what the 
failure of this endeavor means. It means the 
abandonment within a few years of the entire 
system under which the retail book trade is now 
conducted. It is impossible for live retail stores 
to be kept up much longer under the present state 
of things. The conditions of the book trade are 
in many respects so different from those of other 
trades, that the bookseller cannot live unless the 



publisher assures him a reasonable profit on the 
goods he keeps in stock. With the destruction of 
the retail trade, each publisher must become his 
own distributor, and, however profitable that may 
seem to be under the present partial system, it 
will be another matter when it comes to be wholly 
depended upon for the circulation of a book. The 
natural progress of the country in literary edu- 
cation and in book-buying will be seriously re- 
tarded, and thus a social as well as a trade wrong 
be committed, for which the responsibility will 
practically, as we said before, rest upon the two 
or three leading houses of the book trade. 

In the name of the trade, therefore, and we may 
almost say in the name of the country, we beg 
these leading houses to accept their responsibility, 
and by lending their aid at once, insure the suc- 
cess of this most important measure. 



• The two controversies over the Verne books 
cause a sigh, first and foremost, for international 
copyright, the only thorough preventive of such 
disputes, and, as a present measure, a system of 
trade arbitration. The courtesy of the trade is a 
very vague code of laws or of morals at the most, 
and there is no authority whatever that has juris- 
diction on disputed points. In most cases arbi- 
tration would settle the matter without " war," 
and it would at least have the benefit of inform- 
ing the public definitely of the rights and wrongs 
of a dispute on which they have now variously 
mixed notions, and have thus much wholesome 
moral influence. We see no reason why such a 
board should not be organized in the general 
trade, as well as the educational, or why the sys- 
tem should not be privately introduced.

In it they avoid the direct issue, and we only 
wish to emphasize the following extract from our 
letter, which was as the meat in the sandwich in 
the resume before alluded to : 

extract : 

"Then again, it is a well-established rule with 
publishers that the announcement of a book does 
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not hold forever, and that a book the publication 
of which has been delayed, should he reannounced 
once in six months. This has been the usage. 
Messrs Scribner had not announced 'Meridian a' 
at the time of its publication for seventeen 
months ! Must publishers be compelled to search 
ancient archives to fortify their already unsettled 
position ?"

The American Book-Trade Union. 

TO ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN. 
To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly. 

As an individual I have always opposed " Trade 
Unions," strikes, &c, but being .anxious to survive 
as a book-dealer, I was forced into action, believ- 
ing that there was vitality enough left somewhere 
in the United States which, if unified and then* 
electrified, would eventually permeate the. almost 
defunct body and raise it to a new life. 

The object of our Union is neither to strike nor 
be struck, but simply to join hands, hearts and in- 
terests with all who handle books and to correct 
the abuses now sapping the life-blood of the 
trade. "To be, or not to be, is the question." 
11 Shall we die forgotten and unwept, or may we 
not rather fight and run away, with a prospect of 
living to fight another day ? " Agitation is the 
method, reform the watchword. The publisher 
cannot ignore the bookseller, nor can he exist (as 
a bookseller) unless books are made. So our in- 
terests are one and inseparable. We recognize 
the bookseller who rents his store, pays his clerks 
and his taxes, as the channel through which the 
publishers should reach the public. 

The publisher cannot expect to supply his 
books to the trade at the trade price, and at the 
same time endeavor to reach the public (who pay 
none of the bookseller's taxes) at the same rates 
he supplies the dealer. If they reach the public 
direct, they turn retailers and pay their own ex- 
penses, which is legitimate. If the bookseller dis- 
tributes the books, then it costs the book-maker 
nothing. Whole editions of books have been sold 
to the trade from advance sheets, and could now 
be done, if the trade had the protection of former 
years by the publisher. On the other hand, it 
would take from six to twelve months to send that 
edition by mail, and many editions of books would 
die before the people could be reached. This 
method is too slow. Who wants to read a morn- 
ing paper in the evening? The President dies at 
midnight, the world knows it at breakfast. An 
edition of books dies in the shell and the world are 
not advised at breakfast, but the publisher and 
author only know it; they suffer. Had these 
books reached the people through the trade the 
community would have suffered. In this fast age 
the people must be reached speedily. The laws of 
trade cannot be ignored without some one paying 
the penalty. If Stewart or Claflin sold by the yard 
at their piece price they could not retain the 
dealer. No more can book-makers retain the 
trade if they retail at wholesale rates. Why are 
foreign books flooding the market ? because the 
American publishers do not protect the dealers, 
but want to sell to the trade and to the people 
also, whom the trade should supply. A union of the 
retailers and jobbers would never have been 
formed if they had been protected. American 
publishers are inviting foreign competition by 



cutting the old trade. The trade are to die, or be re- 
suscitated ; time must determine. Ii the publishers 
would be content to make books and give the 
trade protection as in the olden time, there would 
be a larger trade in books this fa!l and winter than 
for years past, for the trade want books, but will 
not buy to compete with publishers. 

The only book-dealer in existence now who has 
any protection is the vender of subscription books, 
and what is most humiliating is that some of the 
most profitable books are sold by these agents.

BOOKS RECEIVED. 

Tempest Tossed, by Theodore Tilton. (Shel- 
don & Co.) To Mr. Tilton must be awarded the 
palm for having discovered something new under 
the sun in the way of a plot— certainly nothing 
like it has yet appeared in the realms of fact or 
fiction. This whole story takes place on board 
of a ship, the Coromandel, bound, when we first 
see her, for the Cape of Good Hope with a cargo 
of canned provisions for the South Atlantic whal- 
ing fleets. She is struck by lightning in mid- 
ocean and set on fire, and is deserted by her 
captain and crew, who leave behind them 
Rodney Vail, a passenger who refuses to leave 
the bedside of his sick wife. A heavy rain storm 
puts out the fire, and the Vails find themselves 
miraculously saved. With them is an old colored 
nurse, the captain's dog, and afterwards a little 
daughter, Barbara Vail, the real heroine of the 
story, who is born to them in the storm. They 
find the schedule of provisions aboard, and calcu- 
late that they .have sufficient to last them for 
twenty-six years. We are now called upon, by 
the aid of every ingenious device which can im- 
press an imaginative and credulous mind, to 
believe that this scarred, dismantled, crewless 
ship, drifts safely around in an unknown and un- 
travelled expanse of ocean for sixteen years-7-the 
child Barbara growing up the meantime into a 
beautiful, wild bit of nature. The book has all 
the charm of a fairy story— its situations are so 
impossible and improbable, and yet are worked 
up so carefully, that, disbelieving and scoffing, we 
are carried charmed to the end. We will not 
spoil the story by telling the end, but recommend 
it as the best reading out in the way of fiction.

Beaten Paths ; or, a Woman's Vacation, 
by Ella W. Thompson. (Lee & Shepard.) This 
is the story of the wanderings of seven " lone " 
females, who took a summer' 3 vacation to them- 
selves, and went through all the sight-seeing to 
be had in a short European tour.

S. Irenaus Prime, D.D. (Harper & Bros.) A 
bulky volume, containing all the essays and ad- 
dresses and other documents of the Sixth Gene- 
ral Conference of the Evangelical Alliance held 
in New York in Oct. 1873. The editors have had 
an immence task, the work of Dr. Schaff in particu- 
lar having been most laborious. On him devolved 
the labor of translating paers from foreign lan- 
guages, revising them, and seeing them accurately 
through the press. In many cases it was neces- 
sary to send the proofs across the ocean, and then 
to reset the essay, to embody the numerous altera- 
tions made by the authors. One need but to ex- 
amine the book to gain an idea of the great work 
expended on it, to bring it in its present form be- 
fore the public. It is a credit to both editors and 
publishers..

The Mormon Country, by John Codman. 
(United States Publishing Co.) For one not a 
believer in the revelations of the " Latter Day 
Saints," Mr. Codman is a most impartial histo- 
rian. He seems to have fairly weighed the good 
and bad points in this strange religion, and claims 
for it the merit of sincere belief in the hearts, of 
most of its followers. He spent a summer in the 
midst of the Mormons, and while deprecating any 
leaning towards their monstrous doctrine of 
polygamy, cannot too highly rate the industry, 
honesty and sobriety of the "saints." If the 
book fails to edify, it will certainly yield some 
amusement. i2mo, cloth, $1.50. 

Across America, by Gen. James F. Rusling. 
(Sheldon & Co.) This journey " Across America*' 
was taken in 1866 by Gen. Rusling, in obedience 
to orders from headquarters. He was directed 
to examine the various depots and posts through 
the West, and in pursuance of this duty travelled 
over 15,000 miles, crossing the continent to San 
Francisco, travelling among the Rocky Mountains, 
along the Pacific Coast, and thence home by the 
Isthmus. Although much of his route has been 
described by other travellers, much also will be 
found new. His official capacity also gave him 
access to many sources of information not usually 
reached, and led him into regions rarely pene- 
trated by the ordinary traveller. His book pre- 
sents a more than usually interesting volume of 
travels. It is written with a certain grace of 
style, and in a humorous vein at times which takes 
in every point of the situation. His account of 
the Mormons and Salt Lake City is very full, and 
evidently unbiased. The work contains some 
good illustrations and a map of the United States.

A Swedish history of the United States has 
just been issued by Messrs. Ernander & Bollman 
of Chicago. Our increasing Swedish population 
has long felt the need of a concisely written his- 
tory of America in their own language, and this 
work of Mr. Joh. A. Ernander will doubtless be 
well received. As a means of enlightening those 
who have not yet left their homes, and who de- 
sire to know of the features and workings ot our 
government, it will be especially useful. 

Frank Leslie has bought the sheets of the 
new story which Farjeon has nearly completed, 
for publication in one of his periodicals. 

" Asses' Ears" is to be the title of Mr. Edgar 
Fawcett's new volume. The query is made 
whether the reference is to public, critic, or 
author ? 

Rev. Robert T. S. Lowell's new book, " Antony 
Srade," a story of boy school-day life, will not 
be ready before mid-summer. 

The July Harper's Monthly will be one of the 
finest ever issued. Among its hundred illustra- 
tions, those by Dr. Parsons to Rev. John W. 
Chadwick's entertaining paper on " Marblehead" 
are exceptionally beautiful. A paper by James 
Parton, on " Falsehoods of the Press," will at- 
xact general attention. 



The aooowicement of a book of Children's 
Soags by Mrs. Mary Mapes Dodge, is at present 
premature. Such a book is, however, among the 
possibilities. 

Mb. George Cary Eggleston's little volume, 
" How to Educate Yourself," is one of the most 
popular volumes of the Putnam's Handy Volume 
series. We are glad to learn that another little 
book from his pen, on the somewhat important 
subject of " How to make Money," is forthcoming 
for the fall. Mr. Eggleston is one of the most 
pratical and wholesome, as well as charming of 
writers, as his editorial work on Hearth and Home 
abundantly proves. His connection with that 
journal is now severed by reason of its absorp- 
tion by the Graphic Company, but the public will 
hope to see his pen at work speedily in new 
quarters. 

The National Sunday-School Teacher says that 
" the Sunday-school book matter demands another 
reform besides that which relates to trashy litera- 
ture. Sunday-school books are not published 
" upon honor,*' as to price — a shameful feet that 
about everybody is aware of. Nearly everyone 
knows that in buying a library for a Sabbath- 
school, he would pay more than is expected of 
him if he should pay the full catalogue price. 
Almost every buyer demands and readily gets a 
discount of twenty to twenty-five per cent The 
prices at which the books are put up are fictioow; 
they are not worth them, and any body is cheated 
who pays them. This puts the retailers in a false 
position, and makes the Sunday-schools feel that 
in any event they are imposed upon. Now let us 
have a reform in this matter. Let us have square 
dealing on the part of the publishers — an honest 
price and no sham binding, and a new conscien- 
tiousness will perhaps be found to pervade the 
contents of the book as welL" We trust that 
the new arrangements between publishers of 
juvenile books as to discounts . will be found ef- 
fective ultimately in this very direction. 

Rev. Wm. M. Baker, the author of " Inside," 
"The New Timothy," and now of "Mose 
Evans," is at present pastor of a Presbyterian 
church at South Boston. He was born at Wash- 
ington, in i82£, and graduated at Princeton; it 
was during his pastorate in Texas, 1850-65, all 
of which time he was a stanch Union man, that 
he obtained his remarkable knowledge of the 
Southern character. He is, however, of Southern 
descent as well as birth. 



Foreign News. 

Hans Christian Andersen, the celebrated 
Danish author, in a conversation with a correspon- 
dent of the Cologne Gazette, thus speaks of the pe- 
cuniary return for his labors : " Only the original 
editions of my books have brought me anything. 
For what little property I possess, I have to thank 
my poor little Danish nation exclusively. The 
foreign publishers have praised me, translated and 
printed my works. They have brought them ont 
far more beautifully than the Danish publishers. 
But not one of them has sent me even a penny in 
recognition. (Anerkennungspfennig.) The Ameri- 
cans are commonly called covetous, selfish, and I 
know not what, and yet the only compensation which 
I have ever received from a foreigner has come to 
me from an American publisher. 1 have never either 
seen or known the man, and he sent me a short 
time ago of his own accord 800 Danish rix-dollars" 
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"E. "Moxon, Son & Co. have just published in a 
handsome 8vo of 700 pages, uniform with "Haydn's 
Dates," " Haydn's Dictionary of Popular Medi- 
cine and Hygiene ;" comprising all possible self- 
jrids in accidents and disease, being a companion 
for the traveller , emigrant/ and clergyman, as well 
as for the heads of all families and institutions ; 
-edited by Edwin Lankester, M- D., F. R. S., &c, 
assisted by distinguished members of the Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Among the motions to be made at the great con- 
Tendon of the German" Book-trade Union (Borsen- 
vereitf) is an appropriation of 1,000 thalers for the 
publication of a number of pamphlets devoted to 
the interests of the book trade. 

According to the statistical report of the Ameri- 
can Consul, Leipsic's American exportation of books ' 
during the first three months of 1874, music and 
prints, amounted to 119,212 thalers. That of last 
year, .during the same months, amounted to 117,217 
thalers.

" Paris a tous Les Diables," is the title of a 
new work by Pierre Veron, in press by Levy 
Freres. 

Mr. Murray has in preparation, with an origi- 
nal map and illustrations, " The Last Journals of 
Dr. Livingstone," including his researches and 
wanderings in Eastern Africa, from 1865 to within 
a few days of his death, edited by his son.

The volume comprises all the 
journals sent over by Dr. Livingstone in charge of 
Mr. Stanley; also the journals that have been 
transmitted since, as well as the papers received by 
the Foreign Office. — Athenaum.
